' HowEVBR,. the. Excommunication thundered out

which one cannot think on but as a jull Jndgment of 
Heaven on *em» for the Mifchiefs they had occafioned 
by perfecttting the Heads of the Church. 

This Refiedion isveryjuft, is^d Urania, pcrcciv* 
ipg Tbtlflfnont^ had given over fpeaking s for tho* thefe. 
Wars 3vere iook'd on but as Temporal ones, they could 
aot i^ made without attacking the Spiritual Power ; 
and I find that Fnderick Barbarojfa having been guilty 
ef a dire^ Offence to the Divine Being by his excefiive 
Cruelty, and Fredtrick the lid. by his InjuHice in re« 
fi^ng to accept an advantageous Peace, olFer'd him 
with AO ocher View than to put an £nd to thofe Civil 
Commotions which the War in a manner proteded^ drew 
down oo themfelves^ their Adherents, and even Suc< 
ceifi>rs, the Miferies in which they were involved.. 

Nothing can be more true, repIyM Alpbonfo^ than 
that the Oppofition the Princes of Germany met with 
in the Choice of an. Emperor, threw that vail Country 
into infinite Troubles and Misfortunes; what ferved 
to add to *em alfo was, that the Pope, to take from 
the Houie of Suabia all Power, gave to Charles Duke 
aiAnjou the Kingdom of Naples^ into which be march- 
td at the Head of a formidable Army. Conradin, the 
Son of Qonrad$^ came toward him, no lefs prepared for 
fiattle i his Troops confined chiefly of Germans and 
ibme few Neapfilitans, who fUU remain'd faithful. A 
ytty terrible Fight enfued, in which the Army of Con" 
radin Vf?» routed, and himfelf taken Prifoner; and 
Charlit^ refolved to exterminate all the Race of this 
9oble Family, he being the only furviving Heir, or- 
.dejr*^ his Head to be ftruck oS, which was according* 
\y executed. 

,. Whilb thefe Troubles were withoat Intenniflion io 
Girmany, the Princes, however, thought of nothing 
iamttchas.chuilDg an Emperor j and being ftill di- 
y B 4 v*^c3 



¥idtiih tkfSt Opinion^ Aeone Faity elefted Rkhdrl 
Boke ofCorihJiMiff, t!hl^ Son of >i^ King of Mfiglamh 
shd the other inieider Choice of Jlplonfi, the T^dh of 
that Nanie, King of Gct/rA', hi the Year 1257. But 
lieither of tbefe Pnhte« miking the leaft Effort to rtn* 
der himfelf Mafter of Ofrman^, an Anarchy enftied, 
which made the State M irico the otttOit Disorder and 
Belbliidbn ; the Gfedt ones Caking no care of any thing 
but to form: PAxtie^ rendet^ almoft every tiling tlie 
l^rey of Violence. One di(Hn£^i$lhed not the SoveMlgM 
fi-om t%e* Sttbjedl ; the three princiffed Fattiiei, fhtf 
Snahia^, t^ktAufiriAn^ tuid that of the LandgibTeof

After having aceompliih'd all tbefe great Things, he 
died in the Year 1291. .

It is true, replyM TBeUfMrnt i but tho*^ We all pai'-' 
take of ReaTon, the DiffereAcfe of Humours, of Tetn- 
pen, of Conftt«tttions, of Timed, Pkces, Octi^ons, and 
Education, oblige us to a6t dif&rent from One atiothcr^. 
and frequently from ourfelves too in other Jun^urel*

Years do« 
not at all augment *em; they are only more difcover- 
able, as well as Reafon ;. for every one is bom alfo with, 
the fame Share of Reafon which is deftin^ for hi» 
whole Life : Age and Education ferve indeed to render 
ic more confpicuous p but the three Paffions I fjpeak of». 
Ibnd in Need of nothing to nsake themfelves be knowfi. 
4t is nat«rai for us to love Good, to hate Evil,, and to^ 
cfefire Perftdion 1. and this Defire u no otknr than Ami- 
bition. 

AMoift, Revenge^ Pear,. Grief, Jealoofy, and Pft}v 
8^ not properly called Paffions,. but Difeafes,of the Soul^ 
which are merely accidental, and muft have fomo 
OfajcA to excite them i- for if they were natural, like 
|ke' three I mention, the Soul would, be la an eternal 

Agiutioo 
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A^doo aad Contention within hfelf. We ffionl) 
never be without Anptp withoot Revenge, without 
Pear, without Grief, and without Pity ^: and the Vip* 
knee of thefe diftrent Emotions would not fuller q» 
td enjoy one Moment*s Calm r The Diforder of the 
Mind would fo iar inlhience the Body, that we Ihonld 
fidl into the moft terriUe pifcafcs i- and, in fine. Life 
kfeif muft in a (hort time yield. 

Lov£, Hate, and Ambition, are fo natural, and {o- 
much a Part of the 9oq)^ that it would ceafe to be a^ 
Soul, if any one of thefe three Paffions cou*d ceafe to* 
acetate it ;. and ad it is natural, it is pleafant : What a 
Delight to love what Is Worthy to be loved ! What a 
Satisfaction in an Averfion to the contrary f And hoW 
ftharming is the Ho^ that Otters our Ambition,, that 
we ihail one Dsiy be able to attain what we deftre ! Fromr 
thefe Paffions artfe a fweet Compofure of Mind, which 
"^ lenders it happy in itfelf, and almoft unconcerned with 
any exterior Txanfa^on. 

Kbason has no more to do with^ thefe three Faf- 
fions, than to teguhtte, condud,. and fet Bounds to- 
them. But it is not fo with thofe other Movements* 
which are vuIgaHy called Paffions ; Anger and Revenge, 
when once entei^d, are very powerml ; and he muft. 
txert his whole Force in the Combat wi^ them, oi* be 
overthrown. Grief, Jealoufy, and Pity, alfo have tiieir 
turns to reign ; it ih IrisBufinefs to drive out the Ufurpers^. 
and as it is impoffible for them to unite, the Woik is At- 
more eafily compleated. Beiides, as thefe muft have fotde 
Incident to excite them, whenever that is paft over^ 
' the Emotion oea&s of courfe ; which, I think is a vety 
plain Proof, thatthey are not natural,.nor bom with us. 

Wb cannot, unprovoked, be ang^y,. nor ftudy Ite« 
vtenge where there is no O^ence :. Some AUsfortune 
muft arrive before we can know Grief; we muft behdld 
our Likeneis in Mifery, before we are fenfible of Pity : 
But Anger KUiilhes at the Approach of any pleafing En- 
tertainment I; we think no more of Revenge, when the 
Ferfon who has injured,, demands Forgiv«nefs. Joy fer 
feme eood Event oblttezates out Grkf for the paft tlU 
• and. 
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and when the PeiTon whofe AffliOioAS ioached aa^ ii 
\n\ievcd from 'em, Pity is no more. 

This is entirely different from the Effeds of that 

Loye» that Hate, and that AmbitioDy which are born 

.with us ; they have no occafion for Obje£l$ to exfiu, 

or to maintain them. We love Good without Obje£^ 

we hate Evil without Obje£l» and without Objed are 

ambitious of knowing both the one and the other. We 

wait not xo be loved before we love,, nor to.be hated 

lelbre we hate, ^or till weVe offerM to defire. But it 

is not To with Aj^j^tr^ Revenge, Fear^ Grief, or Pity ; 

we are, as it were^ conftrained by their Emotions ; and 

when delivered from them, we breathe as tho* fatigu*d 

^ with their Force, the Soul is glad te take reft. Whereas 

. Love, Hate, and Ambition, give us ^ continual Em- 

[ployment ; but fo agreeable, fo iatisfadlory a one, that 

we can never tire. And how can it be otherwi/e, fince

Foe youi<better iKftni^oQ "then, in whet ym dcfire 
to know, I ihsdl bigin my Hiftory from ^e tine that 
Ainmrat turned his Arms againll Ttrfia. The long 
Wars whiehlZ/tfi^^iM/ King of Poland wes obliged to 
«iaintaiii with the Qtfommis^ had ib mnch^exhaefted 
his Treafures, tho* Vi£U>ry fometimes declared in his 
Fsfonr, that he was'eonilittiQpd to liAen to thePrepo- 
Ais of Peace mede hMi' by theMiniOers of the PofHei; 
«Rd concluded it with them in a^ort time, to the€a- 
tislaaaon of both Monarefas, tho* for dMeient {lea- 
ibae: The one, becauie boih Men and Money bega|i 
to hit $ and the o^er, <begittfe he^iad,^ Deiigaof 
i&Iling on another Qiu^er. 

P£JCERB9(hsLW of Baiyl^, having made himfetf 
Mafter of immenib Treafures by indired Means, deli- 
vered op that Ene City into the Hands of the King of 
Pitfiat as a Bribe for the AJyJmu.he expeAed in his 
Territories ; where, according to his De£re, he was 
received and protected. On which, Amurat refolved to 
negleft nothing that might forward his Revenge, for 
the Encouragement given to this Traitor ; and dc»(]gn- 
ing to furprize his Enemy, he caofed ic to be publifh'd. 
I that 
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ifhat the great Forces he was raifing were defignM for 
the Conqaeft oi Italy ^ where he pretended to carry the 
War, after the Example of his Predeceflbr Maboma 
the Second. 

But the Embaflador of the King of Terfia being 
then at the Porfty faw into the true Intention, and fent 
Advice of it to the Sophi, who put a ilrong Garrifon 
into BahyloHy and very much fortified it, by the Affiit- 
ance of that (kilful Engineer Natelli^ Native of Padua^ 
whom the Doge of Fenlce had fent to him. 

AMU RAT having prepared every thing, paf&d the 
Bo/pherusy and marchM with the utmoft Diligence to- 
ward Perjia, defeating atl the Troops which had been' 
placed to obftrudt his Way, and, without flopping, ca^ie 
direftly to Taurisy which was the ordinary Reiidencc ctf 
the Perfian Kings ; having ravagM all the Country be- 
tween Euphrates and that City, and carrying Terror 
with him, for the Cruelties he had cxercifed in thofe 
Places he had overconoe, fparing neither Age nor Sex. 

He found, however, an Oppofition at Tauris, which 
he little expe6ted ; and perceiving it would not be eafy 
to reduce it by Storm, made them very fair Promifes if 
they would furrender : But they knowing their Prede- 
ceffors had been deceivM by the like Offers, by the cruel 
^giim, the firft of that Name, and afterwards bySofyman 
the Magnificent, both of whom having plunderM the 
City, carried the chief of the Inhabitants Prifoners to 
TVri/, refolv'd to refift to the laft : Their Courage and 
Bravery made Amurat begin to defpair of Conqueft, 
when a Traitor difcover'd to him a Part of the Town 
which was weaker than the red, and advifcd him how 
to make the Breach; which Amurat taking his Ad- 
vantage of, afTaulted it with fo much Fury, that m fpicA 
of the moft brave and vigorous Defence that perhaps 
ever was made, this mifortunate City became the Prey 
of Conqueft ; and the Emperor, provok*d by their long 
Refinance, put all, without Diftin6tion, to the Sword. 

After this, he took out of the Palace all the rich 
Veffels of Gold, Silver, and precious Stoncs,\vith which 
the Luxury and Magnificence of the Sophi's had cm-

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bellilh*d it, and the TrcaAires pf cbe Cky, w]iii:1i ve;fC 
very great, yet not faiGcient tp ftay his Refentpient : 
He therefore caufed all the Mofques, Houfes, and Walls 
to be entirely erafed, as a Warning to (hofe other 
Places he ipte&ded to befege, ^ot -to-provoke, by a vain 
Hope of I)efence, fo formidable and iipplacable an 
Enemy. 

His Troops were no fooner recover'd from their 
FatigaCy than he led them to JRf»a», which he imme- 
diately invefied. In one of the Attacks made on that 
Place, a Parly of Spahf^ took fix Prifoners, one of 
which was a Painter, named Bhncbiny ; whom having 
fqarchM, they found feveral curious Pictures about him^ 
which feem*d fit Prefents for the Emperor, ^d were 
therefore carry'd to his Tent. 

JMURATh^di no fooner call his Eyes on one of 
thefe Pidures, which resembled a Wpman of moH ex- 
cellent Beauty, than he burn'd with Impatience to \^r 
hold the Original ; and having commanded Bhnchiwf 
to be brought before him. Is this admirable Face, faid 
he, the Work of thy Imagmatlon, or is it the Copy of 
a living Obje£l ? If it be fo, let me know her Name, and 
Place of Abode, and Liberty ihall be thy Recompence. 

Ths Painter, who had no Reafon to difguife the 
Truths immediately t(^d him. That it was drawn for the 
Princefs Rakima^ Siller of Emir Gumer, who command- 
ed m Rexftn, and the whole Province, of which that was 
the Metropolis ; but aflurM him, that whatever Charms 
he might find in the PiAure, they were infinitely infe- 
rior to what that intomparable Princefs was pofrefs*d 
of: And then proceeded to give fuch a Defcription of 
}itr Wit and Beauty, as entirely compleated a Conqueft 
ever the Heart of the amorous Sultan ; and the long 
and confirmM Afcendant Roxana had maintained, now 
gave place to this new Charmer. 

But making his Paillon in fome manner afiiftant to 
l)is Policy, he told j^/Mtr^'^, That his Fortune depended 
on his Readinefs to obey him, ordered him to give him 
Jk perfed Account of the Charafler of Emir Gumer, and 
in what manner he was regarded by the People of Rezan. 

Thk 
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Ttf B canmng lihaSMt, who pereeiyM flie Mothret ef 
tite Sukan's Cunoifity, and doubted not but he ftoilM 
fiml lib Account in obliging fo ^weifal a Monarcb, 
refoWd to coQcea! nothing of the Truth, and aflfwet^A 
lain in this Manner. Gumery {aid he, my Lord, is the 
moft felf-interefted and avarieiotis Mat in the Worid ; 
he is c^ble of (acrifioine every thing to his Ambition $ 
and this Difpofition has Ted him to plunder the whoSe 
Province in fnch (brt, that he has the Curfes ofaB Sorts 
of People on him : Had not thy Arms, continued he, 
induced them to unite for the common Good, they 
would e*er this 'have rofe againft him. This he is not 
^norant of, aind I am perfuaded if thy Mightinefs 
would cendeicend to put Confidence in thy Slave, I 
could prescribe Means to deliver this ilately and pom- 
^us City into thy Difpofal. 

' This was not an CNFer to be reje^ed; and without 
the lead Hefitation, Well, faid Amumt^ if thou wilt d^ 
this, and quit thy Religion, to embrace that of the true 
Believers, I will make thee (b rich and powerful, that 
Ihere (hall be nothing left for thee to dcfire. 
• The Painter made no Scruple of doing eyciy| thing 
tequired of him, and being intruded bv AmunH what 
Propoikls he fhould make the Emir in his Name, he re- 
turned to Rfsian; and' the Brightnefs of the Sun the fame 
Day had not given Place to Shade, before he found an 
Opportunity of being introduced to ^.tnir-Gumer, undet 
Pretence of difcovering to him what he had dilcover'd 
in the Camp of Amurat* 

BcLNO interrogated by him on that Affair, he h 
highly exaggerated the Strength and Number of the Sul* 
tan'i Forces, that the Defcription ftruck Terror to the 
Heart of the Governor; which ^f^»o5»/»y perceiving, 
•T» certain, faid he, this Emperor want* not the Power 
to do whatfotver he .wills, and is determinM to treat 
this City as he has done kauris, in. cafe it refifts ever To 
little longer. It is therefore in your Power, continued 
he, and only yours, to Hop the Rage of Cruelty, to 
fave fo many thoufand Lives, to fave thefe beautiful 
Churches and Palaces, and to fave yottrfelf^ Family and 
C * Riches, 



AicheSf wliick elfe moil all becojne one commoa SpoS 
to this impcml Ruiaer. Flatter not yourfelf, my Lord^ 
added he, feeing his Difcooife piade the defired Im* 
jpreilion on him, with the Hope of being able to snake 
any long Defence ; by attempting it, you will, bp^ ii?- 
ritate the Conqueror; whereas he now would haicp 
RezaH experience his Clemency, and I doubt not but 
$ilfo allow it very honourable Conditions, beildes a 
;»eiy great Increafe of Riches and Grandeur to .yourfelf^ 
if by your Means it is furreodered. . 

Emir Gupier had liilened with the JUtmofl At* 
tention to every Article Bloncbiny. had delivered, but 
this Laft left him no room to hefitate.; and he cryM 
put. But art thou certain that Amurat will liHen to any 
Propofals from me^ and that he will preferve his Faith 
in a Treaty of this Nature? The Painter then made no 
Scruple to repeat the Converfation he had with the Em- 
peror, and that it was by his Orders he had mentioned 
.a Reward to whoever fhould yield the City^ and fparc 
^im the Trouble of a long Siege. On which, this per* 
fidious Governor, agitated between the Fear of lofing 
bis Life, and what was ilill more dear, his Treafures, 
and the ExpedUtion of aggrandizing himfelf and Fami* 
Jy, came immediately to a Refolution of doing what^ 
ever might entitle him to the Favour ^i Amurat, 

BIONCHlNlr was therefore difpatch'd fecretly 
to the Camp, with Commiilion to aiTure the Eo^peror 
that Emir Gumtr had no higher Ambitipn than to be 
the Slave of fo great a Prince ; that he was ready to re* 
^unce the Service of hisMafkr the King of Firfia for 
ever, and to refign into the Ottoman Power the wh<de 
Province and City of Rrzan, provided he might have his 
iacred Promife for Protection and future Employment. 

AMURAT was no (boner acquainted by Bionc/ainy 
with this Propofal, than he accepted it with Pleaiure^ 
giving the Bearer huge Rewards, and remitting a great 
£>um of Money to Emir Gumer as an AfTurance of his 
Favour; on which this Villain yielded to the Enemy of 
his King, his Country and Religion, all that his Royal 
Mafier and Kinfman }iad comjuitted to his Truft. 

As 



As th'tf bftiutiful Itahima wai tie folc Motive that 
induced the Sultan to entcf this City rather by Strata- 
geifi than Force, the Moment he was admitted, he left 
the Care of every thing to the Grand Vizier Achmtt^ 
ahd'dcmanded of Emir Gumtr to be. conduced to the 
/[parttnerit of that Princefs; which he immediately 
did, ardintly wiihmg the Charms of his Sifter might 
have the Effedl oii -«^«r^/^htch they had already ob- 
tain'd' iii Effigy r fo much did Avarice and Ambitioiv 
prevail on the Mind of a Wretch, as to fHfie all Regard 
for Vlrtae, or the teal Honour of his Houfe. 

1*hVs Interview had in itfomething fmgular, by the 
xfiattlal Surprize of thefe two Lovers.* As much as Afnu^ 
ffat was prepoflcfs'd in Favour of this Princefs, as mucli 
mamour'd as he was of her Idea, he found the Sub- 
Ibnce (o infinitely above all that her Picture or his own 
Imagination had form'd of her, that for fomc Moments 
he could only behold her with a mute Aftoniftunent. 
He gazed, but had not the Power of Utterance. 

She, on the other Hand, had form'd an Image of 
Amur at in her Mind, all fierce and terrible ; ftie had 
confidered him as a Man, or rather Homicide, panting 
only after War and Defolation ; and now, being prc- 
ftnted with a Prince, who to all the Advantages of the 
hroft graceful Form^ had added a Softnefs which rarely 
faiPd to" fubdue the Heart he Wifli'd to conquer, (he 
l^lt a Mixture of Delight and Wonder, which foon 
raifed itfeif almoft to Rapture. 

Both recovering themfelves a little, they advanced 
flowly towards each other ; and Rakima being about 
to throw herfelf at his Feet, he prevented her witi 
the nioft paffionate AfUon, accompany*d by thefe 
Words : 'Tis for me, moft beautiful Rakima^' faid he, 
to give you thefe Marks of Refpeft. The Seritimentt 
you, have infpired me with, will fubmit for ever the 
Emperor of the f Jirr4/. 'Tis hard to fay, whether 
'Rakima blulh'd at thb Expreffion more with Modefty 
than Joy ; and if ^c made not an immediate Anfwer, 
It was becaafe the Uncertainty in what Manner ihe 
fiionkl do it, prevented her. Bat the fimir, whofeevery 
' ^ C ^ Senti- 
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Sesiunent gave way to his 5ati8fi|Aion» reoder'd If 
necdlefs fi>r her to ijpeafe,. by faying. Whatever Seatir 
aents otir midity Lord may have for my Sifter* it is 
her H^ty, an« I doabt not bat will be her- Inclination 
alio* to regulate het^ accordingly. He had no fooner 
ended theie Wprds, than he went out of the Room, 
under Pretence of giving fome neceilkry Orders* leaving 
the Saltan to profecute his Courtihip without WitneiTes^ 
no body being prefent but Rakimah Women^ whQ 
withdrew to a good Diilance* out of Refped. 

Thi young Rakimaf who was brought up in the 
fame Manner thofe of ^Twrkty are, and had never till 
this Inftant felt even the Approaches of Love, could 
not behold a Prince like Jmurat, fe great, to magnir 
ficent* and fo amiable, without being.agitated at ono( 
by Tenderneft and Ambitioa ; and as in the £ajl it it 
£he iame thing to love and to reveal it* the Saltan was 
not long before he was made fenfibje of his Happhieis i 
which he tnyay'd in fo full a Manner* that he forgot 
Rexana, tho' fhe had accompanied him in this War;, 
paying to Rakitna all the Devoirs flit could hope or 
cxpe^ from a Man (he fo truly loved*, and loading 
Emir Gumer, who had delivered his Si&er with the 
fame Facility he had done his Government* with Pie* 
fents* Honours* and Employments* even beyond the 
Aim of his own Avarice and Pride» 

While things were thus tnmiafUng within the 
Walls of Rizan, the Sultaneis Rexana had Intelligence 
At the Camp* of zih that pa&d ^ and pofle(s*d of the 
moil furious and implacable Hate a^^inil this RivaK 
shoudtt of^nothinff but how to contrive the Means o| 
ker Death* in whSb Policy fhe was not a littk verfed^ 
a& too many^ of thole who^ I>ove or Ambition cn,^ 

Ktd thttn to- pleafe tke Sultan* had experiencM. Het 
elty had infpired i» lively a Terror in the Ladies o^ 
tlie Seraglio^ that the Defiie of being approved by th# 
Empeior was almofl ezting^ifVd in them ; The Power 
lEe had| by havmg had the Honour to bear him the firjf 
Son* and the atHolute Con^eil hei BeantyJuid made 
of hia Hearty notwitUtaading the tmfitoiy Pafllona

This hftughty Princefs- wtote feveral Letters to 
Amurat, from the Camp, full of Reproaches, mingled 
With foeh Menaces as made the Emperor apprehenfive 
hisrPleftftfrefr woald be incerrtfpted by her Prefenoei and 
for that Reaibn» a» wetl^as to prevent the Effe6b of her 
Mjtgb on RakmOf he fenc an expreft Order to forbid 
her cckning to kensatt. He knew her Impatieiice of » 
M^ed RWal, he feaip'd the EHbai of it, and (he was. 
iraitheir become sftdlffi^ikt enough to htm, for him to 
be able H3 e3«en any gf^« Aothority over her A^ons ; 
nW iinoe fhe had- bronghfi him a Prince, who was to 
be his Bkir, thoaght it Pnidenee to do lb. He pallia 
ated dm Command he ient her, by telling her,.Thftt alt 
fhingf w«r« yet in £)iibider in the City, and the Hearts . 
«f the PeOj^e n«lt weH enough alTarcd for her Safety^ 
However, not depending on the Obedience of Roxand 
. 19 this I^andate, and direading the Fate of Raima, he 
#«folv^ to fend hef to Damas. To this end, he fur« 
$M^d a Palaee in that Place, not inferior in Mitgniis- 
cence to that which was the ordinary Habitation of 
MUiciHM at Gtmflamin^, To the Eunuch IXgUn^ wbofe 
JPfdelky ift a thoufimd Seetets he had experienced, ho 
entnifted ikt Charge of tiiis Afkir. But the beautiftit 
Rakiiiui ]|ad' icr fiocefe a Tendemefs for her Imperial 
liffMr, diat flier cwild not think of being fepanted 
ibeixf kim withovt M inejqpTefltble Griefs and in Spita 
of the ]Datig9rs that fufrocmdei her from the Malice ol 
R^aihifUSe ohofe rather to haxard them aU^ than en<» 
dttre the Fange of Abfence.

With Difconrfes fach as thefe Ihe pierced the 
Heart of the Sultan; bat the more he loved, the moie^ 
he feared her Lofs. My dear Rukima I anfwer'd he, 
whenever you die, your Anmrai muft ceaie to live> 
but I muft have you preferve yourfelf for me. I fend 
you not from me but to pot you in a Condition that 
we hereafter, may be together with more Security ; have 
then the Complaiiance to ea(e me of the conttnoal Care^ 
I am in for your dear Life i I will foon be with yon, 
and you will be convinced at my Retnm^ that nothing ia 
to precious to Jmnrai as the incomparable Rakima* 

SEvanAi. Difcouries of the like Nature pafled 
between them 1 the Coniequence of which was, that 
the Princefs was conftrain^d to yield to his Reafons^ 
and (he departed for Damai^ after having given and re* 
ceiv'd all the AiTarances of an iavioUble Coaibncy^ 
that a tender Fearfubefs couU exa^, or Love coeld 
pay. 

RjiKlMA had no fooner quitted Ri%m^ than the 
Sultan returned to the Camp, where Raxanm had net 
much Reaibn to be iatisfy'd with his Behaviour, being 
fiill too full of his new Paifion to make any pm Re- 
turns to hers. Some Days after, he marcb*d his Army 
to Ballon ; bat being willii^ to be ddiver *d Irom the 
Importunities of the SoluneS, he fent her to Omftan^ 
titnph. But not all the Honours paid to her in the 
Cities and Towns thro* which ihe pafsM, nor the mag* 
nificent Reception given her at that Capital of the ^m* 
pire, could give any Confohtion to tl^ fecret Diicon* 
tent of her Soul, at finding her Pnefence left neceffiuy 
to the Peace of Jiimr4{ than it had been. 
. Thi Army beine arrived at BaiylM^ Ammrai laid • 
defe iiege te it» aed followed it with fe much Vignur^ * 
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kiiat after (bar Awaits, which he madtf imniedktelf, 
one on the Back of another, withont givmg the Per" 
Jiant, who' bravely defendied it, the leafl Relaxation, ho 
ta#ry'd:thlt impbrlant Place, in fifty- two Days after 
tiie opening the Trenches, by the Wifdom and Courage 
of the Grand Vi»er Achmit. The Soltan gave the 
whole Plunder to the Soldiers, but commanded the ln« 
liabitasnti to be put to the Sword, as at Taumi which 
wal (o rigorodly observed, that not <me Soul efcaped 
the Conquleior*^ Rage^ tho* fome had concealM them"" 
felve^ in^Mofqoei, and even in Tombs, whence they 
were barbarouily dragged forth and flaughterM. 

After this horrible Mai&ci«, Anrnrat fubdued 
leverai other Provinces to his Empire, which dreaded to 
provoke, by their Refinance, the fame Fate with TVrsm 
aad BitbyUn, But as his Hate was chiefly to the Per* 
Ion of the S9phis he enterM into the Heart of his Do- 
minioiis,: to engage him to come to a pitdiM Battles 
bat tlfiit Monarch would not expofe his Life and King- 
dom to fo uncertain a Decifion, and retired into the 
Mountains, where the Off$man could not reach him, 
without ranning die RHqae of iofing his vi^orioas ' 
Aimy. RefolV^d, notwithftanding, to fatiatte his Yen* 
geance ibme Way or other, he fent a Challenge to the 
Sfffhi i in which he told' him, he was willing to fee 
afide aliOonfiderationof his Conquefts, and the Advan- 
tages he ftill had by his invincible Army, and was ready 
to put an End to the ancient Quarrel between them, 
by fingfce Combat. 

Bvr the prudent King of Perfia pretended, not to 
imve rtttfived thii Challenge, that he m%ht not be 
obliged to anfwer it ; and immediately after fent aii 
Eto&ilhdOr to Amuratj with Propofals iof Peace. 
Thik Prince ieeing his Army greatly fhtigu*d, to which 
the Defire of returning to Rakima being added, lifiened 
to them with SatisfaOion ; and leaving the Regulation 
Of the wholes Affair to the Grand Vizier, turned all bi$ 
Thoughts 10 Amkmi, to which he repaired with ai> 
Expedition worthy of his Love, and the Chaisii» of 
the Ptribn who had infpired it.

Thtf Care he took that ihe AoiM 
live in a Fafliion becoiiiing the firft Woman in hft 
Hearty made her fee' how dear (he was to htin, he haV-^ 
ihg order*d the Bafhaw of Damns to pay her a vtry 
coniiderable Revenae^ and added to that an annual' 
Tribute from the feveral Provinces he had taken ih>ili 
the King of Arabia. 

Ravino done every thing his Love exafied; he 
pafs*d with the utmoft ExpMitioii towards C^fianti- 
mpk; Svherc hiaf Preftnce was defired hy all ferrts of 
PeopF^with the utmofl' Impatience, hoping they (Hould 
now fee an End of the Cruelty of Ratana ; hot how 
greatly did their Expeflations deceive them ? This cunf^ 
iring Prmceis, who knew the Accufations ^oald be

told, aiid of his PaiTion for RaJHma^ he* could not1)e»- 
hold her without wifhing (he might be able to dear 
herfelf of the Crimes laid to her Charg^ :- A Jnd|;epre^ 
jndiced in favour of^the Delinquent, iar ealilV^roaght to 
pclicve every thing; that Hatters hii Defire. ' There waa 
tiothing (he faid, tho' ever fo fialfe, that had hot greater 
'Gredit with JJmirat than all the ]u(l Remonftl'ances 
iopf her Accufers. Iti fine, (he gainM' her Empire $ 
lier' Charms blazM forth with double Lufire, and the 
amovous Saltan was- no longer capable of Hft^nibg to 
tiny thing but the Ii[)ve fil^ had infpired him^wh h ' ^ ■ > 
Tbiitmayfua forgot,' and the Cries of awhele^injored 
• ^ Wodd 
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World loQM in the ibft Mormoxs of hu deceitfiil 
Tongue* 

Convinced of the Power of her too dangerous 
Charms, flie made her greatefl Vices appear Virtues s 
and what merited the fevereft Puniihment, was reward- 
ed by the Thanks of the infiituated Saltan : She mag* 
Bified with fo much Artifice the Serjrtce ibe had dooo 
him, in prefenring the State, by the Death of thofe 
ysffho had coofpired againft it, that Murder, Fratricide, 
and Treafen feem*d fo many notorious A£tions, which 
demanded the whole Attachment he could pay. H« 
now looked on her as a Woman capable to rule the 
XJniverfe, and no lefs efteemM her Wit, than doated on 
her Beauty. All that the Sultanels his Mother alledg*d 
againft her was of no Force } and he coldiy told her, 
'fhsit he was convinced of the infidelity of his Brothers,, 
and that Roxana had aded nothing but what had ferved 
to render her more dear to him. Nay, to fuch a 
Height did he carry his Refentment againft all who 
attempted to fet forth the Crimes of this injurious Wo# 
man, that one of the youpgPrincefles his Sifters, throw* 
ing herfelf at his Feet, and intreating Juftice for many- 
Infults ihe had been treated with, un^tting her Rank, 
and the Bk)od oi Ottoman, he drew his Poniard, and 
fiabbM her to the Heart, as flie was fpeaking : Lofe 
then, (aid he^ that Blood, the Pride of which embol« 
dens thee to accufe her whom I not only will defend, 
but revenge on all who ihall prefume to incur her DiT- 
pieafnre. This A^on being donie in the Prefence of 
the whole Court, none after that had the Temerity to 
approach him with any Complaints. 

Tb.vs had the lovely but wicked Sultanels eftab]ifh*4 
Ler Power in Defiance of all Oppofers, Amurat giving 
himfelf fo whdly to her, that he fcarce Iiften*d to anv^ 
Bofineis, but through her Medktion : He was in this 
Situation of Mind, when a Courier arrived from Ka-^ 
Immt, who brought the News of that Princeis being 
happily delivered of a Prince, whom (he had named ^«* 
Ijman Amiwmi. But thefe Tidings had now little £f- 
frft on the Suluuif and he returned an Anfwer fa, full 
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iff iitiHkttnte, thtf t^e iiCc6tMiittRkh'Mapkr€tifti 
her Ruin certain : She now not doubted but tftat her 
trod and tflufn^fifant Rival would ne^ea no Meafts- of 
itpfivlng her of that Life Whkh fhe hird* rradere^ 
aiferable j (he took, however, all ncte^iy PrecfeU'^ 
ciotis to guard ag^nft hef, tho' tf6t fb mock for her t\ta 
fake, as for that of th^ new-born ?i\me, ^ho flluft be^ 
left entirely dcilitute, (hould R^ dr Malice deprive 
Ilim of his Mother. . 

Nor was (he dcteiv*d' in htf Siiggetions eoncei-nmg 
th« Danger to which both her Soh and Self were enftfi"^ 
by the Re-eJftabHihment of RoxanOr ; bnt the Strkahefaf 
Validiy or Mother of the Sultan, and AchfttetUtt Graftdl 
Vizier, not only dtfcover*d the rnHgoes carried on hf 
Mefftantt againft them, bilt ^ib gave Her iheh tirtiefyl 
Wattling, that tho*^ ferehil Attempts wer* nwidti oii the 
Live* of both thefe Iflnocetfti, they Wche all avcrttfd^. ' 

Trk^b Difappotntment^ made Rcxana repine* hi 
^e Midft of her Pride ; fhe cotrld not itfleft- thit J^-^ 
*fti*« had Charms which fhight yet recover the AflWKoh* 
Q?Jmurat^ without being feiseedwifh the feiF«reft Ptfngi^ 
cS Jeahmfy and Apprehenfion ; not that Die fuHisre^ 
this through a Female Tebderer^ i Love was th^ leieifl 
reigning Pa£k>n of hef Soul^ Aiikbitioff took ap all he^ 
Care, and iince ftie had been Mother of a 8oi», thef AiStr^ 
anceof making him Emperor was the dnljr thing oouki 
give her true Ple^fsfc^, as< thePeftf fh«rTi(9<( would to 
difpuced with him, was what gave hor the moft'Pair^ 
As indi£R;rent txAmw^at iiewappear''d>dther to 4a^ 
mu or the young S^fymoHy Ae kti«(^ not but & Ghaiff^ 
might happen in their* FkvOtfr, swd'therefeftfth^glf 
thisa proper Time to* executMter^lftll OeitfgrfsMthem;

Sevbral of the intended Mfnifters of lerGniefcy 
wete-feizM by the Bafhaw of B^tnoi-^ wh0; afll^rcofifel* 
fing'to what find, and' tfy whom, the/weroAttt; wer« 
executed according to theit Grimed, iUid afi AeeofMCof 
die FrDOcfft agmutt theu^t $^ih»Potftl VflMi «a4ooil 
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t9tbM Ciand Vivcr haA acqnai&tcd the S^ltm ttidk 
he became highly di(content«d> and reproach'd JUx$um 
with h^ too litde Confideiaiion of him, fineefiiecoald 
refolve to murder him ui his Son, and the W<Miian he 
liad once loved. Bat this Princejls wa» Miibreis of tici9 
tench ArtiBce to be eafily traced in any thing (he fonni 
it her Intereft to conceai, and knowiag that^ao Crime 
la her would be look'd-on as fuch by the enamour'd 
jimurat, if (he cooid once, make hioi believe it was oc^ 
ca£oa'd by \tove, counterfeited fuch a dying Tender^ 
nefsy mingling Tears and'ibft Repfoaohes with her £f^ 
forts to joftify herfelf , that the Sultan imagia'd he foand 
more Realbn to coofole than bkme her. 

Having thu« reduced him to the Condition fhe de* 
fired, file fioppe4 not at fcreenlng herfeli from the I'u^ 
nUhmeot her Crimes demanded, but pulh'd her Power 
yetforther, revolving to turn the Wrath th^ but vainly 
e&dcavour'd to rpuze againil her» on the Heads of her 
Accofers.. She {old theEmforor th^t thie Sultan^fs Fa-- 
tuUt and the Grand Viaier had joined in a Confpiracy 
agsiaft her Life, and that thi» was not the firft Attempt 
they had made^fbr that PurpoTe— « that in hia Abfeabe^ 
they had not only fermented the comsion People, boa 
alfa drawn the twp Prinops, Btqatui and^O/r^iff, iiita 
fho(e Meaiures. which had been io fatal to them, and 
which had .compelled her for .the Safety of the Empire^ 
tho* infinitely contraiy to her Indinatioo, to dsnd theaa 
from the Worki > la fiae^ (he fa blackened the lano^ 
cetace of the Gfand Vizjer«afid Salumefi, tht^t Amwtm 
commanded that the opt Qivuld be immediately jftraag^ 
led, and fofhad. the otheii^ iho^ fiie hadbetn the mdft 
Header Mather«« fv*r. tp^ft^peai befioire Jum agitifc 

.T«& £>eath f^iAdm^x^f^ all G99tftamiw^ in Com 
fiifioo,. a?id ^ aoflfe. dm^ paWiely ilead up in faia Deif 
fences ytt jdok all thsy h^d to feai £rom .the Rage of 
4fiW^ cptdd handler ever^ body it^Ko, musmarings anJ 
indeed ther^ was*no A^ion of this Emperor^s Life more 
j«^ coodemoaMfi, than hia raflili^ putting to death 
fo grfat» ic^ wUe,. and A &ilhfid a Minifter, .one who 
W ta. WfU KfHTffd his Tslctaia both ia the^ Field<and

Cftbliitt ; by his Sttcce(t in the one, hsvihg added fb tK9 
Empire the fatiuyds City of Sahyhtty find feveral other 
Towns and Pfovinces \ and by the other, pitferved his 
Monarch from falling into a thoaiand Errors, iii to whidi 
the Impetnouihers of his Difpofition would otherwifi^ 
bave plung*d him. In fine, no Prime MinHler eref 
Kved morejulUy beloved, nor died more lamented ; the 
Soidiers, who regarded him a» their JPathtr.had no Mea-^ 
{wet in their Grief, and ail the Cburtiers, who were not 
the Creatufes of Raxamt^ regretted his Lofs as the ot*^ 
moll Misfortune to themfelves as weH as to the Stare. - 

But the more Rexaim difcoverM the Concern of 
the People for the Death of Jcihnet, the more ke trx^f 
uinphM in having had the Power ta infH6^ it rand' 
having procured the OiRoe of Grand Vizier for Caima* 
€aur that perfidious Inftrument of her Cruelties on the 
two Princes, (he now thought herfelf above the Reach 
of Fate, and mdulg^d herfelf in a Security, w^idHii 
£ffb£k, (he had never left Reafon to boaft- of. Divine 
Jullice thus loog with-beld the Blow, bot to make it 
fall with the feverer Weight, and that the dire Potion 
of its Wrath ihe was to fwallow might feem more bitter; 
when. admkiifterM to her .in^ the midft of her full 
Heights of Pride and Sweets of Grandeuh TheDeatk* 
tiiAchnut had openM the Eyes of all the grear Men of 
the Empire, and vitvf one thinking his T^m was next^ 
and equally fearing this imperioCis ahd barbarous Wo* 
man, joined themfeli^et jo a League, and refolv*d to 
make a joint Complaint to the Srand Signior of the 
Injufticts^ Murders, and Treafoiiir, by which (he had 
aboled the Power he pennkfeed her to enjoy. 

H A vxHamode themfelvev, hy fknSi Enquiries, Md^ 
ters of hcrinoft leeret bottfritiiiees; they cansM the 
whole Hsilory to be wrote^ and'OMiged the Mnflft to 
ipre(enrittb theSilSftn in the Nettie oraR hi* SAhjelb i 
bat this Priety williiig. to diiengage himlelf fironi fo 
dangerous a COmnuffion, put it into the* Hands of the 
Soltanefs VaUdi^ who bdnj^r.a Priricefs Of nneokmnoa 
Courage^ fent ah Eunuch td her Son; to inform ^im 
file had fttcka Wriciog^ and to lequriHimiby HNrDiifef 
. - > b9 
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^e owed to Heaven, to the lioJy Prophet, alid to her- 
ielf as his.Mp^fr, to gr»QC:h6r Permiffion to lay it at 
his Feet. AmUrat\ .who kneW the Hatred ihe bore Rox- 
$na^ imagined it otMy jToiilo new and. falCe Accu&tion 
againil a^erfi^n he was y (it .determined to believe inoo-^ 
cent, pot only treai«d.the 'Eanach as an Impoftor^ 
but ucterM the fevereft Menaces againftthe Sultanefs 
Valide. The Perron. ihe had made choice on lor this 
Meilage* hQii^ef er^ sot. being of a Difpoiition to ^xt- 
itx IMt to tbjQ Service .of his Miftreis, repeated in a 
firief manner the Cooi»nCS4»f the Writing, and painted 
in fuch .lively Cgloors thefiarbarity and Treachery of 
Roxana in her Attempts againft the Mother of he^ 
Lord, the Princefs Rahima with her young' Son, the 
Grand Vizier, and the two Princes, that Jmurai^ in 
fpite of himfelf, was moved by it ; and, after foroe Mo- 
ments Reflexion, demanded, of the lEunuch by what ^ 
ineans:foch a Hiftory fieli into the Hands of the Sultanefs 
V^li^$? He apfwer'd lyith Intrepidity^ that it was dc- 
liverM to her by the Mufti, Think therefore, EmperorJ 
added he, how terrible Rokana muft be to thy Subjects, 
when even the Miflionary of our Holy Prophet dares not 
approach thee with the jiift Complaints of thy faithful 
Subj^^, whom fhe h^A provoked by a thoufand Inhu- 
manities againft her. The Sultan made ho Anfwer to 
thefe Words^ . bu^ /ent immediately for the Mufti and 
Sultanefs; and oiiderM the fornier of ; them to r^d the 
Hiilory before him% which he liilen*d to with the utmoU 
Attention; and finding the Circumftances juft in all their 
I'arts, and the Evidence clear and demonfirable, he ber 
gan to wond^ how he had been fo long deceived i and 
Love giving Place to Indignation, and that growing up 
to the moit violent Ptn-y, as . the Reflexion on thefe 
things ^nter'd more fully in him, he or der'd Roxana 
ihould be brought that. Inilant into his Prefence, where, 
^s foon as fhe was come, he repeated all fhe Charges 
againft her« commanding her to make an immediate 
Keply : But fo confident was ihe of her Power, that (he 
no longer had recourfe to her ufual Artifices, and in- 
ftead of cndieavouring to juftify. herfelf by foft Means, 
I broke 
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broke «at iotodiejnoftpairaig^ottl Is^isaititns i^idl 
the S^Uaneft Vttlidi and the Ifi^fd^ uA had even the 
P^Kfamptaon ta tkrcatea them with Death. 

The Soltati, imtated with her. want of ReQ>e£l, 4okl 
her with an Air that ftitwM he was Mafier of him&U; 
that to menace belonged to him alone, as well as to 
punifli Crimes, tho^ f&nd ta the Ferfen who had been 
moft dear to him ; and thac I will do (by continued he, 
eholb of my ^ofajedb wlio'have moft blamed my Par* 
eiality fliaii now he judge. In ^peaking thefe laft Word«, 
lie drew his Poniard, and plnog'd it into the BoTom or 
ihe beautiful and perfidious Roxana^ wiih which (he 
iel), and expired that Moment at his Feet. 

This unexpected Inlianee of his Juftiee furprized 
and made glad the Hearts of all present ; but they pru- 
dently forboreanyinunedialeTcftimokiiteof it, till tlMS 
5ultan'$ aSuring them that he was pleased With this 
Conqueft over himfelf, adthoriaM their, Demonftrationt 
of Gratitude for being dcliver*d from the Fears of fo 
cruel and pow^ful an £neiny. 

Tkvs ended the Lile of this Prineeft, the moll 
lovely and moft cruel of aH her Sex, being hut three 
and twenty Vear» old, and m the fall Predion of all 
her Charms. PHfip d* H»ta^, Count dcy, being 
EmbaAador'fron Frante at Cot^anttmfU^laA 2, Sight 
of her Pfdiute, drawi^ by the fiffiious/^//i, zf^eneikmi 
as had alfo his Coui»» the Sieur JMUes de Hariay 
Sancy^ Baron of Maii ; and, if we-may' ^re any Credit 
to the Account given by thefe Gentlemen, nothing 
ever was more beautiful. 

But tho* the Crimcs^of Roxana were far from being 
over-paid b^ her Death, yet could the mamier of it 
have been eiKufed in no other vhin AmurM^ nor amon*| 
other Nations ; )but When o^e confiders that the 7nrks 
are extreme in all their Pa^ns, particularly in their 
Revenge ^— the Abfurdities of their Religion, which 
gives them no Notion of things we tremble at •— the 
Kxcefs of Tendernefs with which this Monarch had 
regarded her — the Authority he had given her, and the 
abfolute Povv^er over huiMf \ smd then reflet, how 
I * all 
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^ In z Mom^Q^ h^ wa8 cpii«uic*d oflier loeratttadep 
Jier Tre^foDS, hpr Qruclties, l^er little Cpnfiocration of 
Kim; and chat, initead of mollifying the jtiftladignficioiji 
(he p^rceiyM ^%as rais*d in l^lm, i)ie affronted hioi to his 
face in the Peffon of hif Mother, and fcem'd tp ]}ii 
Defiance to his Wrath : When all thcfe thii^*, 1 fay, 
^re well weigh'4, it wiU appear lefs $ran§e that he 
waited not the J^cfi^lc pf cool Deliberation todifpatch 
iier. H^ ^hat could flrjkje hjs Pon^rd to the Heart of 
ian innocent Priocefs his Sifier, only for demanding 
JufticQ agaip{b the Pcrfon he loved, n^ight well do the 
fimc to one v^hom he found had fo jgrofsly abufed his 
JLiOve, and the entire Confidence he repos'd in her. 

In fine, it was written, continued fhelamonit not 
«vith the Finder of Mahomet, nor that of Hali, but 
hy that of the King of I?lings, in the Legend of divine 
Providence, that tbi$ wicfeed Woxnan mould lole hiu 
Life by the Hands of him who had the mott dearly 
Ipved her. The News of her Death was no fooaerhcard 
in the City, than it f<^emM to give birth to a general 
Tranquility : Murmurs were heard no more. Com* 
plaints were ilifled, every one now vied with his Com* 
panion in praifing the Juftice of the Emperor, m 
having revengM by this Blow {o many illuilripus Fami- 
lies, for whoiii nothing but the Death of this (air, cr^el 
Enemy could have dried the Tears of the People. 

AidU RAT alfo for fome Days appearM fatisfied 
with what he had done s the Congratulations of the 
great Men for this happy Conqueft over his Pafilon, 
the univerfal Joy of all his People, and the Remains of 
a juft Indignation, took up all his Heart ; but when 
ihefc TranTports ceas'd, whcu Anger was diffipated, 
;ind he refleded on the Beauties of the Sultaneis, now 

f>ale and lifelefs by his Hand, he fell into the moil pro- 
bund Melancholy : A heavy Gloom hung lowering on 
his Brow, his. Accents were accompany *d with Sighs, 
his Words with Peeviihnefs, every thing difpleas'd him, 
the Image of Roxana was continually before his Eyes ; 
and if he paft any Moments whh Satisfadion, it was 
in his Clofet, when fhut from all Society, he contcm- 

* plated 
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]>!ated that fatal Pl£tare of lus Favoarite, which iy pttr 
petoal looking on, kept alive the Paflion he had for 
the Original. 

The Sultanefs his Mother, and UgUfi Jga, or 
Chief of the black Eunachs, ivho had not a little Share 
in the Good-will of his Mafter, thought of nothing but 
the Means of reHoring him to his wonted Vivacity and 
.Cheerfulnefi. They aiTembled all the Beauties of the 
Seraglio, hoping fome new Amour might extinguiih 
in him the Memory of the former ; they contrived rare 
Entertainments of dancing and finging to divert him ; 
but neither thofe, nor the Exercife of hunting, which 
of all others he was accuftomM to like, could drive 
'Roxana from his Thoughts. He pined inwardly, his 
Strength both of Mind and Body vlflbly decay*d, till 
he became little more than the Shadow of the once 
haughty, fierce, and lovely Amurat. 

THELAMO NTw2ts in this Part of his Narration, 
when a Servant informed them Supper was ferved up. 
This amiable Company ^were ill Satisfied with the In- 
terruption, nor would confent to take Part of it, till 
he had promifed to profecute his Di/courie, as foon as 
f he Collation was over. Miiitttus and Hortenfia were 
not however contented, as believing it would be late i 
but Urania told them, with her ufual Freedom, that it 
happen*d well for her, fmce the Curiofity they had to 
hear the Remainder of this Hiflory would perhaps 
engage them to tarry all Night; which elfe, added 
fhe, it might have been difficult for me to have done. 
That agreeable Pair join*d in replying to this Comt^ii 
mcnt in the manner it defervM : For my part, utci 
Catnilla^ with a great Sigh, I fhould be able to take 
little Repofe this Night, without having learn*d what 
became of Rakima ; and whether the Charms of that 
Princcfs were capable of putting an End to the Sorrows 
^^ Amural, 

YovR Curiofity (hall not fail of it's Gratification, 
nnfwer'd ^btlamont \ and if Urania confents to this 
IVopofal, 1 proroifc you fhall not go early to Bed. 
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Hortenfia and Melintus having faid they accepted 
the Invitation with Pleafare, they fat down to I'able ; 
where during Supper, each made a feveral '%fle6lion 
no lefs inftrudlive than entertaining, on the PafTagea 
of this Hiftory ; and all in general confefTed; that 
Tbjslamont had related 'em in fuch a Manner, a^ it 
was impoflible to hear without being intere^ed in 
them. 

After a Repaft, where all the Delicacies of the 
Seafon gave infinitely lefs Pleafure to this amiable So- 
ciety than the perfeft Friendlhip, Wit, and Good-hu- 
mour of thofe it was provided for ; Urania led the 
Way into her Apartment; and every one being fcated 
as Inclination directed, they entreated Thelamoat to 
refiune the Thread of his Difcourfe, which he imme- 
diately complied with in thefe Terms. 



The Sequel of the Hiftory of Rakima, 
of A M u R A T, 4tnd the young Prince 
their Son. 

THE Sultenefs Valide^ faid h«, who loved the 
Emperor her Son with the utmoft Tendernefs, 
perceiving that all the Cares of Uglan were in vain, 
began with Reafon to fear the Confequence of fuch con- 
tinued Griefs would be fatal to his Life, and imagin- 
ing that the Prefence of Raiima, who .had once ^iicli 
potent Charms for him, might be more elEcacious than 
any thing yet made Trial of, difpatched a Courier to 
tfiat Princefs, to acquaint her with the Death of her 
Rival, and to advife her to write to Amurat^ and de- 
mand (of him Permiflion to come to Conftdnthaph^ 
that fhc might be Partaker of that Glory he had made 
her hope. Emir Gtmer her Brothei-, who was now 
one of the chief Favourites of the Emperor, wrote to 
Vol. III. D her 



i^ralft, Co fellew the Advice of the Sttltanefs Fa/iJ^, 
This News had the EfFedt on Rakima which it is na- 
tural to fuppofe : She loved the Sultan with the utmcll 
Ardency of Paffion, and her Fears of Ro:9aua being no 
more, the fweet Idea of being in alhort Time in PofTeiTion 
of every thing flie wifhed iox^ filled her with fuch Emo- 
tions of Joy as for a Time obliterated all the Predic- 
tions of Almafaris. She was afterwards willing how- 
jpver to confult him once more, before ihe wrote to 
Amurati on which he told her. That he fbrefaw no 
Hazards at prefent in the Journey^ but that it would 
be to no EiFe^. As he now ceafed to threaten the 
Life of her Son or herfelf, ihe hefitated not to obey the 
Didates of her Heart, and di^atched ^ MelTenger to 
the Sultan^ with a Letter to this £ffe£l :

CAV U then be^ that the Lord and Lift of n^ Df- 
fires can have intirely obliterated the Memory of 
bis tender^ his e^er-faithful Rakima? Ah^ my Lord, 
fa/i to thy Remembranc/ one MoMint thy jP/r«B^/, and 
eny Lo^e^ and that Moment fwill be fufficieut to oblige 
thee to command me to throw myfelf at thy Feet — / 
am dying tjoith the Grief of being fiparaied from theei 
Oh ! therefore^ let the. Light of thy Eyes reftore mg^ 
and once more fuffer thy Sla*ve to four out all the Ar* 
dour of her Soul before thee — In thy Hands alone is the 
Life or Death of thy conftant 

RAKIMA; 

A t emerged in the deepeft Melancholy as Amurat 
had been, a I)awn of Pleafore broke in upon his Heart 
at the Reception of this Epillle: All the Beauties of i^- 
kima now prefented themielves to the Eyes of his Ima- 
gination, and/ his 6rief infenfibly diffipating, he began 
to burn with an Impatience of beholding her. He 
communicated her Letter to the Sultanefs his Mo- 
ther and QumtTf appearing enchanted with the Wit 

and 
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and Tendemefs of Raiima, and in a fliort lime fent her 
an Order to quit Damai with the Prince her Son, and 
at the fame Time a Command to Sinan^ BaQiaw'of Da- 
mas, to farnifh her with every thing requifite to main- 
tain the Dignity of her State in fo long a Voyage. 

Who would not now have thought chat the Troa^ 
bles of this Princefs had heen over i but aias ( Fortune 
had an After-game to play, which (he little expe^led^ 
but which Almafarh was fenfible of, a^id meant no 
more, when he told her he forefaw no Perils in that 
Journey, than that ihe would not be able to fet for- 
ward on it, tho' he would not difturb the fliort-liv*d 
Joy file then indulged. It was her^Deiliny to be for* 
gotten by Amurat^ and thb fudden Return of his Af* 
fedion was but momentary. The rigorous Seafon of 
the Year, attended by almoU continual Storms, would ^ 
not fttffer her to embark when the Order for her do- 
ing fo arrived ; and fhe was compelled to wait the Re- 
turn of Spring, tho* with wiiat Impatience 'tis eafy. 
to conceive, in this Interval, the Captain Bafhaw, or 
General of the Sea, brought into the Seraglio a young 
Circaffian^ whofe Wit, Beauty, and a thoufand other 
excellent Qualifications, made the Sultanefs Vaiide look 
on her as a proper Obje^l to remove all the Remains of 
Melancholy which ytt hnng about the Emperor. 

To facilitate her Defign, ihe entered into the ftri^«> 
eft J^riendibip with Zaimty for fo this Charmer was 
caird ; and having indru6;ed her in what (he ought to 
do to attract the Sultan, ^was fuccefsful evdi beyond 
her Hopes : For (he no fooner appeared before that 
Prince, than he was in^ired with Defires equal, if not 
farpaffing, all he had ever felt in his whole Life. He 
in an Inllant forgot Roxana^ RuJdma, and every thing 
that had ever had the Power of pieafmg him, aban* 
doning himfelf entirely to thas new Paflion. 1 fhall pafs 
ihghtly over this Article, bocaufe I would not rob Ur*- 
tda of the Gloa7 of particulanzing all that happened to 
Zaimef (he being now writing a Hiilory of that Prin* 
oe&^s Life, which is full of curious Adventures, and 
will , (hortly be made public. I (hail therefore fpeak 
Da 'no

no more of this lail reigning Beauty over the Heart of 
jimurat than juft what is neccHary to compleat the Story 

• In a Word, Zaime was declared Grand Sultanefs^ 
and the Bafbaw oi Damas had private Orders to delay 
•from Time to Time, under various Pretences, the Em- 
barkation of Rakima and her Son. Amurat entirely 
devoting himfelf to the Pol&Cion of the beaatiful Zaime^ 
Jiad neither Tenderoefs, nor Gratitude, for aught be- 
iide ; nothing but Plays and Feails were, to be feen in 
the Seraglio, and Amurat in the Excefs of his Delight in- 
<lalgM himfelf in the Humour of drinking great Quan* 
titles of ftrong Liquors, having for his ordinary Com- 
panions the Traitor Gumer^ and two other Pirfians as 
perfidious as himfelf, named Marcbut zn^ Jmrfais^ 
The AUlinendes of Rome/an^ which with i^MuJfulmen 
Js the fame as Lent among the Ckriftiamf put no Stop to 
4iis. Debaucheries ; and tSc Feaft oi Biiran^ which is like 
our Eafter^ gave him a Pretence for redoubling them. 
In one of thofe magnificent Entertainments which he 
gave his Courtiers, he quafPd Rofafolis Wme^ and other 
Itrong Liquors, in fuch Excefs, that it threw him into 6> 
burning a Fever, that his Phyficians immediately perceiv- 
ed their Art afforded not the Means of reftoring him. 

Diseases having deprived him of the greateft Part 
of his Children, and Cruelty of his Brothers, except 
Ibrahim^ whom the Sultaneis Validi had preierved, by 
making him counterfeit Idcotifin, and was confined in 
the Extremity of the' Empire, under the Care of the 
Eunuch Sambouii as he found his laH Moments Zf^ 
proachiag, his Love for Zaime accompanying him to 
the Grave, and flie being fuppofed pregnant, he fet him- 
felf to contrive the Means of fettling the Succeffion qn 
the Infant ihquld be bom of her j and fearing Ibrahim 
would be an ObiUcle, ordered he ihould be brought with 
all Speed to his Prefence : Btit the prudent Mother pene- 
trating this Intent, which was kuieed no other than to 
drangle him, eluded the Interview under various Pre- 
tences, and by her Addre& preferved the laft of Sultan 
Acbmff% Childrco. 

Taa 
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The Emperor perceiviog his Difeafe grow ilroog 
upon him, and every Day more and more eoncemed for 
the Intereft o£ Zaimt, bethoaght himfelf of another 
Stratagem to diTappoint the Saltanefs FaHdf in her 
Hopes for her Son Ibrahim ; which was this : He fent 
for Rablm Ciiras, Cham of the Liffir Tartary, and 
named him for his Succeflbry according to the fnndaii. 
mental Laws of the Ottoman Empire, having firil made 
a fecret Treaty with him, to refign the Throne to th« 
Son of Zaimt, in Cafe ihe Oioald bring forth one. But 
Covenants of this Kind rarely have any Effe^; and had 
not Amurat beeii urgM by an Extravagance of Dotage 
lo try all Means for fecaringthe Empire to the liTae of 
Zaime, he never could have imagined this would be 
condocive to it, fince few there are who love Power 
fo little as to part willingly with it. The Virtue of 
the ^attmr^ however, was not put to the Trial. Two 
Days after the Death of Jmmrat^ there was found in 
bis Cabinet, a Copy of tbb Agreement, which being 
laid before the Divan, they with oiite Voice declared it 
void ; and the Saltaneis Validi fent to the Eunuch 
Samboult to bring her Son Ibrabim VC^ Ompantinofle. 
But thb Prince, who had been bred in Terrors, was 
hardly perfuaded to quit his Prifon; and the Mufti, the 
Viziers of the Divan, and the Baihaws, were obliged toi 
go to him, and fwear the Emperor was no more, be- 
K)re he could be prevailed on to quit his Chains, or the 
Appearance of Idiotifm he had pot* on for his better 
Security : Nor was he altogether afiur^d, till on his Ar* 
rival at the Capital, he behdd the dead Body of hia 
Brother, over whofe Mouth he feveral Times put his 
Hand, to try if he Hill farea&'d or. not ; fo ftrong an 
ImprrSon had his Fears made on him, that he fufpe^- 
ed every thing. 

Tkb next Day, being February the 23d, 1640, he. 
was prodaim*d Emperor s and that Imbecility which 
laA been believed of him, made known to be only a^ %. > 
. Stratagem to preferve him from the cruel Policy oS * 
Vis Brother, and the Artifices of the more barbarout 
lUfunui, 
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B«vT irinfe he was thva beginiiing Ji^s Rtlgn with 
Honour and Glory^ the Prince^ Rakima^ who by Let- 
ten fraoi her Brother had been informed of the laft 
in&ieiity oi JmwMtf of the Death of that Emperor, 
and (be AdvadceiMnt oi Ibrahim to the Throne, began 
anew to tremble for the Li£t of her Son; all the Pa^on" 
Jbe had been pofiefs*d of for Jmurat was not fuffident 
M> make her forgive hia. repeated Inconllancies i and 
having entirely transferred all the AWedtkon ihe had 
bosDe htm to the young Saljman^ had now no other 
CaiK^ no other Hope, but in faim, nor knew no Fears 
but what concerned hit Safety » 

As ibt wasK however^ of a fweet and tender Di^>o« 
fition, flie conld not hear his Death without Tears, but 
they were foon dried up by Emotions of a contrar)* 
Katnre $ the Saihaw o£ Bamas re^ed the R^ment of 
Idw Peniioii haii been affign*d her by diei latr Sultan, 
seHing h%T^ he cotdd nordifpcnfs with fending her ta 
the Seraglio,, anct her Son to Bt^akim^ who was now, 
and ought to be,. Ae Di^ofer of his Fate* 

To avoid' the EftdU of this^ Menace, fhe pretended 
a Wittingifefs to comply with it, dcfiring only fhe might 
jrft be permisted-tafiilfil aVoiufhe precmded to have 
made of gomg to Mucta. Sinan^ who eimM at no more 
than her Departure; eafily confented, and furmSied i»ef 
with' the Means of travelting. 

F«0M fiktmas fte pafsM into Arabia^ and arrired 
^ the Court ef-Rtig, who was the fame that Saltan 
jhwra^ bad fubje^ed to pay htm Tribute, and obiig'd 
s^ fttbnjt his Kingdom to a perpetual Homage. This 
-Monarch was firft<>nffiR to Emir $it^mf(n, Prince- et 
Prm, and boaAbd himielf tbfcended from that inviada 
bleljevo, ds^r^ of B^iogtMf who carry *d lunAnns 
into t})e Hc^ Laudt became the declared ProtfOor oS 
Al tta 'Ghrifiia»s of the Leva^ Si€ai^m had bicc^ 
nanqniOiM in a |MCc;h'd Battle, by the Bftftaw Biapbutt 
moi U^t Prifoner to- OBt^iinopltti where, contrary tQ 
4ie Iaw o( Arms, and the Promifes n^ade \m by his 
Conqueror, tbeA^riceof the Sultan and Pjjme Vizier, 
<aufedlum t,a b^^ut tpPcathjcan4(i^V4 QnhisPHnci* 
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pafrty and vail Tresifiires which, on his Deceafe, of right 
belonged to Reia : But inftead of doing to thjw Prince 
that Jtidice he dtmanded, Amurat had fallen on Kim 
with a fupenbr Power, and fubmitted him and his Sue-* 
ceiTors to a pcrpettia,! Homage to the FmrU, It was 
therefore in this Court that Rakma hoped to find fome 
Rcpofe before (he went ititdPerfia ; nor was (he difapr* 
pointed. Reba had nothing of the Barbarifm of Jiis Na- 
tion ; on the contrary, he had every thing could render a 
Princ^ perfedlly amiable ; he was bandfome, well made, 
gay^ gallant, and courteous ; and had a Soul at once ca^ 
pable of thegreateil Aflions, and moft tender Paffions. 

BiiNofudias I have reprefentcd him, 'tis not to 
be wonder'd at, that he prepared to receive Rakima 
With the utmo'd Honours ; but her Beauty fini(h*d what 
]iis natural Generofit/ had begun ; he could not behold 
tills charming Princefs without Admiration, and that 
jftdmiration (oon grew up to Love. The Recital (he 
made him of the Misfortunes of hev Life, touched him 
!n fo tender a Manner, that he prefently thought no- 
thing could be fo great a Blefilng as the Power of oblig- 
ing her to forget them : But as a true Paifion \% always 
accompanied with Refpedb, he concealed the Aim q( 
liis Ambition, under the Name of Friendfhip. He in- 
treated her to take choice of no other Afylumthan hir 
Court for hcrfeif and Son, afTuring her he would en*- 
^loy all his Cares in forming the Mind of that young 
Prince ; and, a's foon as a favourable Opportunity 
fhould pre(€nt, would raile an Array i and engage fome 
neighbouring Nations, with whom he was in Alliance, 
to do the fame, for the eftabliflung him in the Throng 
•of his Father. ' , 

RAKIMA wanted not Diffcemment to' fee into the 
• Motives of fo extraordinary a Complaifance and ZeaP|. 
and was not a little fatisfied to find herfelf obliged tx> 
anfwer him in no other Terms, and fuch as her own 
Gratitude deofianded of her ; and the amorous Prince, 
on the other Hand, was tranfported that (he, deceived 
as he imagined in his- real Intent,, fo. readily confentdi 
to remain in his Court. 
< , D4. THIt 
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Thb Pleafure her Condefcenfion gave Urn, difFufed 
itfelf thro* his whole Air, and added new Graces to 
every thing he did. Deiiring to poflefs the Hear| of 
Rakima in fome meafurei before he attempted to de^ 
clare the Pafllon he had for her, he caufed her to be 
treated as Queen^ tranfa^ied no important Af&ir with- 
out confulcing her, and was fo afSiddous in his Cares for 
the Education of the young Solyman^ that it was impof- 
fible for any one to diilinguifii them from thofe of a na* 
tural Father. 

'TwAs by . thefe Means that Love a fecond time 
fubdued the Mind of this Princefs: She could not bo 
ienfible what Reha did for herfelf and Son, without 
feeling a certain Pity for the Conftraint he laid himfelf 
under by the Refpe^ he bore her; and perhaps, had he 
fooner declared his Pailion, (he would not have refented 
at hcyovkd Forgivenefs. But as that Monarch was la- 
bouring how to do it in a manner ihe (hould not he 
Able to difapprove,. Chance gave him an Opportmiit^ 
more favourable than any he could have formed. Ai 
Jie, one Day, came into the Apartment of Rakima^ he 
found her amufing herfelf with looking on her Wo* 
men, who were making little Crowns of Flowers for 
her Son : The young Prince had one of them in his 
Hand the Moinent of ,tbe King*s Entrance, and run** 
ning to him, as was his Cuflom, put the Crown on hi^ 
Head,. as he (loopM to take him in his Arms; and 
afterwards . taking it fuddenly off, placed it on the 
Head of his Mother, where he left it. This Adion 
made Rakima bluih ; and Reha uking Advantage of 
this little innocent Frolic of the Child, I ihouki be 
blefsM above my Sex, Madam, faid he, looking on 
her with a Coimtenance in which Love and Fear were 
.vi£bly painted, if you bad penetrated into my Heart as 
this young Prince has , done, and would accept the 
Crown of JraUa, which I noytr come to offer you« an^ 
of which, methinks, this is an Emblem. Behold, con- 
tinued he, throwing himfelf on his Knees, I lay it at 
your Feet, and with it a Heart filled with the moA 
ardent PaiHon. 

Whxii 
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' While he was fpeaking in this Manner. Saiima 
made ufe of her atmoU Efforts to raife him ; but per- 
ceiving he was deteraiined to wait her Anfwer in that 
Pofture, My Lord, faid (he to him, holding out her 
Hand, Rakima muD: be the moft ungrateful Woman ia 
the World, if, after all the Obligations you have con- 
ferred upon her, ihe fhould difdain this lail Mark of 
your E&eem : You honour me too much, continued 
ihe, jny Lord (with an Afr the moff charmingly fweetj) 
and if the Hand 1 now prefent you with is really of 
any Confequence to your Happinefs, it will be mine to 
beftow it. 

A Consent fo fudden and unhoped for, took from 
the transported Prince all Powef of anfwering as he 
would have done : The Ru/h of Rapture flopped the . 
Faflkge of his Words, and when they forcibly broks 
loofe, could only form themfelves in disjointed Sen- 
tences ; but it was eafy to judge the Sincerity of his 
Faffion by the Exccfs of his Joy : And this mute E?o-* 
quence had fuch an Effedl on the tender Soul of Raki^ 
ma, that (he made no Scruple of returning the CarelTes 
he gave her, with pretty near an equal Warmth. 

Tmb firil Emotions of this diforder'd Joy being a 
little over, Reia prefs'd for an immediate Con£rma- 
tion of his Happinefs ; and a ready Grant enfuing, 
every thing was ordered to be prepared for the Solem- 
nization of their Nuptials : And in a few Days Rakima 
was proclaimed Queen of Arabia^ with the uAial Cere- 
monies i which were attended with an univerfal Satif- 
£i£lion throughout the whole Kingdom. 

The new Queen now thought Heaven had repaid , 
ail her Troubles pafl ; (he had found in Reba a Huf- . 
band, a Lover, a zealous Proteftor, and a Father for 
her Son ; and that young Prince fo well improved the 
Advantages he received from the Care of this gene- 
rous Arabian^ that he furpaiTed in Learning, and all . 
thofe great Qualifications which become a Prince, even . 
the Expectations of thofe who had mofl good Wiihes 
for him. , 
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REBj/; who had fupported Ae O^tmamYoltt wttlk 
tjie utmoU lioipatience, fband now a Pretence to break 
it^; bx the Part he 'had in the Inteseft of young Ssfymam 
JMurat. He therefore began to make fecret Lieaguesr 
with feveralof the ncighboaring Princes^ wito watted 
but a favourable Occafion to take op Arms, in Con- «. 
junction with him, to place thif liTue of Jtakima on^ 
the Throne of his Father. But, while he was thuYi 
iparing no Pains nor Care to be fuccefsful in this great 
Enterprizc, the SuUanefs Valide made ufe of her nt- 
snoil Efforts to convince Ihrabim of the Danger that 
threaten'd him from that Quarter : But this Monarch.' 
giving himfelf wholly up to his Pleaiurcs, neglefted the 
Advice of his Mother i and^by his Injuflices and Cruel- 
tjes» in a fhort time became the Hate oPthe People. 
They faw^ with Indignation^ his Ingratitude to a Prin<- 
cefs, who had not only preferved him in a tfaoufand 
Ferib by her Wifdom, but iiad (et him on the Throne^ 
and afterwards diffipated^ by her Courage and Refblu- 
tion, alL the Difturbances of the State, nowflighnn}^ 
dlfgraced^ and deprived of all Aathority, thro' the In- 
fluence of two VUlainSy. the one of whom was S$lim 
AcbmU^ Grand Vizier^ and the other named Huffein^ 
a Man who, from a poor Shepherd, Ibrahim had ratfed 
to the greateil Dignities. The Power of thefe two- 
Men over the Emperor became fo unbounded, that they 
committed all manner of Outrages under the Sanation 
of his Name ;. and,, when any Complamts of it were^ 
made, he either feem*d not to believe, or elfe defend* 
cd> what tbey had done ;, which, joinM to his Incapa- 
city of governing, obliged the great Men oS the Porte^ 
to make known their Refolution of depofing him, or 
compelling him to reform his Condu6t. In this Com- 
bination was the Sultanefs Validi^ provoked by this 
Contempt of her ; the Jga. of the Jani%aries^ with 
the principal Officen of that formidable Band i the Ge- 
neral of the Sea, the Mufti, the Kaddlfkers, who are 
the higheft fort of Judges ; the Viziers, and fiaftaws of 
the Divan,, who are the Counfellors of State : And^ 
what is moft furpriiing, thia League, compofed of fo 

many. 



. many difiereiit Petfoas, and formed for an Enterpnze 
the mod dangerous and important chat could be, wa« 
Carried on with an iaviolabie Secrecy. The Sultanefs 
VaUde, who^ knew that all their Lives would hard^/ 
fufiice to fatiate the Revenge o{ the £niperor, and hia 
two Minions, if the Defigns they had laid fhould bedif« 
covcr'd before executed; preis'd the Mufti to cite ttra* 
bm^ ill the Name oi all his Subjefts, to render an Ac* 
Cprnit oi his Conduit in a full IKvan ; and to demand 
the Puniftment of 5*/m and Huffein. To this EfFca, 
the gi^eat Prieft of the Mabamttan Law fent .feverat 
Kadeliikers, who- had Courage to undertake fo danger* 
oas a COnMAJffion. : 

BvT the Sultan, enraged at this Jnfolence, as he* 
term*d it, commanded Jus Guard to tear them to Pieces, 
Bat t^hey refofing to obey \^ Orders, he was inflantly 
Seized with fo great a Fear, that he ran immediately 
tp the Apartment of his Mother, who, taking the Ad- 
vantage of his Pufillanimity, advifed him to appeafc 
the Divan, by delivering op to them the P^fons of the 
Grand Vizier and HuJ/siny which,, m the Danger he 
apprehended hirafelf to be in, he durft.not refufe. Andi 
theie two pernidoasCounfellors were put in to the Hands 
of the People, who immediately ftruck off both their 
Heiads^ pluAdetr'd their Houfes of the vaft Wealth they 
had amalsMi and extirpated all their Race. He followed, 
now alfo the Counfel of the Sultanefs Valide^ in nor 
aninating for Crand Vizier, Mehemet^ a Man well be- 
loved, and of great Experience : After which, (he en- 

;deavoured to mitigate the Fury of the Divan ; but her 
Attem|yts were in vain ; the Storm fhe had raifed was> 
now too high for her Difitiaiions to allay; and the 
M^fti proceeded a fecond time to cite the Emperor, . 
lending to him again^ the iame Kadelifloers who had be- 
fore undertaken the Commiflion. On which Ihrahiim 
tore the Fetfa, which is a certain Inftrument in Writ- 
»g» fign'd by the Viziers and Balhaws of the Divan, re- 
45uiring the Oifender, be he ever fo great,., to {urrender-- 
himfetf imaiediately to chax Aifembly. 
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This Behavioar being reported to the Dlvao, they 
fofe, and went in a Body to the Apartment of the SaU 
tanefs VnMe^ to which Brabim had again. retirM ; 
and having forced him from the Arms of that Princefs^ 
put htm in Prifon under a ftrong Guard. 
• Mahomet: the Fourth, an Infant of about fix 
Months old, and Son of the imprifoned Emperor, by 
Vjaime, to whom he had given the fame Rank fhe held 
daring the latter Part of the Reign of jimurat, was 
now proclaimM Sultan, and his Mother R^ent in his 
Minority. After this, the Rebels fearing that by fomc 
tmforeieen Accident Brahim might again aiTume the 
Throne, and by that they fhould then meet with the 
fame Treatment they had given to Selim and Hufftin, 
took a RefoltttioQ to eafe themfelves of thofe Appre* 
henfions by the Death of him who created them ; and 
accordingly feveral of the chief of the Div^,. aiUfted 
by fome Janizaries, went to the Prifon where that poor 
Bmperor was confined, and Arangled him the 1 8th Day 
of Jugtift^ 1648. This Murder was followed by feve* 
ral others, which confirmed the Sultanefs Zai^ie in the 
Regency, and the famous Coprogly in the Office of 
JGrand Vizier. But all thefe Matters are amply treated 
on in the IJiilory of that Princefs ; of whom Urania 
forbids me with her Eyes to entertain you with, any 
farther thaii is abfolutely neceilary for your underftan(^ 
ing the PaiTages relating to Raiima, 

The Sultanefs Valide^ who had confol'd herfelf .OB 
the Death of her Son, by the Remembrance of the little 
Refpedl he had paid her, and the Expe&tions that 
Zaimcy who owed her fi rfl Elevation of Fortune to her 
Jn(lru£tians, would in all things fubmit to htt 1 per- 
ceiving herfelf deceived, and that the Regent a^d of 
herfelf^ or by the Counfels of Coprogly, began to hatt 
iier with fo much Inveteracy, that fhe thought of no- 
thing but the Means to ruin her, the young Sultan her 
Son, and the Grand Vizier. To bring al^ut her De- 
figns, ftie prefently call her Eyes on S§lyman Amurat^ 
who, (he knew the King ^d Queen oi Arabia had 
educated according to his Birth, and the Hopes they 
. ^ conceived 
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concefved of feting him one Day Emperor of tht 
Turks. 

Skb wrote to Riba^ htiHiating^ that (he defired 
nothing more than to fee this Prince fill the Throne of 
his Anceftorsy as it was his Right, he being the only 
Son of Amttrat ; and let him know (he had formed a 
Proje£k for bringing about his £ftaUf(hment. But the 
King of Ar^hiat who W^ not ignorant that ihe under- 
took this Enterpriase rather out of Refentment to Z^imi 
than Love to. Soljman, and perceiving that the Turkijb 
Empite was at U^at time in perfect Tranquility within 
itfelfy and Peace with its Neighbours, reprefented . tp 
1ier> that it was not yet a proper Seafon to attempt an 
Alteration in the Government, and therefore adviied 
her to continue the (aroe Shews of ASt&ion for her 
young GrandfoUj and the Regent his Mother, as (he 
hs^.done $.that. toothing of hisr Intentions might be 
guefsM at, till the Moment (hould arrive when they 
«might be purroed with Succefs. . 

This wife Delay of Rgha was not at all pleafing 
to the Sult^efs f^alide, who was a Woman vehem^oc 
in all herPaflions : And i^efolving to fatisfy th^t of her 
Re«ie^ge fome way; or other, tura'd hpr Tho|ight« m 
a youog Prince, n^med alfo ^fiiymflp^ and Son of Ibra- 
Im by a Lady of the Seraglio, caird Maiama ; to her 
ihe communicated her Defign, and a(rured her of Suc- 
cefs, on Condition, when the Child (hould be pro- 
daim*d Emperor, (he would leave to her all the Autho- 
rity of the Regency. 

MAIAMA vt^ charmM with the OlTer,. and rea- 
dily promifed all that ambitious Princefs defired of her. 
But in what Manner this Confpiracy was rendered of no 
.Effect, is not necefiary to my Hiilory i I (hall there- 
fore pafs over t\try thing in Silence, till the time that 
the Grand Vizier Coprogfy form'd a De(ign of attack- 
ing the City of Candia, which bripgs me to my prin- 
cipal Subjefb. 

; The Fenetiam^ alarmed at the great Preparations 
at the Portty fent an Envoy to CoufimtinopU \ but the 
Grand Via^ier, in the Name of the Sultan, received him 

fo 
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lo'llV ^^ cxaJEtid fuch kiod Cdnditidns from like Re^ 
public, that they, preferred War to fo (hameful a Peace. 

The D%^, knowing hiftifelf unable to withftand the 
Offioman Forces of hitnfelf^ djfpatdied Embail^don M 
Perfia, Mufio^, and Tartar/ ; the latter of whOilbi 
lie knew had an implacable Hatred to the Turks, for 
the ignominioos Death the Cham, Father of him who 
feigried at that Time, had fuiS^red in their X>omimons«: 
NoF did the FeneHMs foDget to knplore the AffiKbnce of 
King Reba, offering him great Sunft of Money, to }otft- 
his Troops with theirs^ for the Recoverjr of the ^«rii^ 
Empire for hfs Son>in-law^^/^m/t«:^;7i«r<9f7 

Now did ^tAralian Monarch believe PortttRe' hail 
}>refented thae happy Crifis he had fo^ long waited fofv. 
and accepting joyfully the Offers made h\m, eatef'fl 
into a- League with the Vtnet^ami as did alio <h0 
young King of P«//ir> the Czar of 3(fir/?04^ -and thb 
Cham, of the ^tfr/«r«k - ' ; 

Tub next Step thie prddent' Pnnee tookf ^k2S n> 
gain over to his kitereit fome Bashaws, who, by his- 
SpSe9, he hea^l were difa^6t^ to the prefent Govent- 
tnentof Tirriyf To them he fei>t feveral Pi^ures Of 
'^hpnan. Jmurttt^ ^hieh were by them diijperied thn^*' 
the feveral Proviffce» of the £m'^^, to let diem f<^ 
tiie great Refemblance there wad- between^ ch» ^rfnee 
and his Father. This Stratagem focceeded fo *9^y 
that itt-a (hoyt time a great Number of Perlbnii of I^- 
ftin^'oR lifted themfeivee in the Party of the Son of 
Amurati among whom was Qrr^nr O^ly^ Bafhaw <}f 
Ahfpo^ a moft excellent General^ rich, well beloved^ 
•and a mortal Enemy of ^tffoghfi 

Thinos having {ii €iir an Afpe£b, the Gonfederale 
Armies refolved to take the Field m the Beginning of 
the Spring, and t6 begin the War by the Siege of Af« 
h^loH^ In the mean time Rakima^ neglecting, notbing^ 
for the Intcreft of her Son, went herfclf from Court to 
Court, engaging the feveral Potentates in this grand 
Affair. She paffed thro' all Arabia-, Etbhfia^ and great 
Partof the/»<A>/; her infinuating Wit, her Sweetneft^. 
her Eloquence, imd the Charms^of her Perfon^ gained 

thor 
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tbetr Hearts in fucfa a Manner, tbat thert ivere none 
who did not readily afiift her with what Forots were in- 
their Power. 

CO Fi^OGL 7* having quick Intenigence of att that 
pa(s*d, aud knowing h:^ Forces unable to withiland 
thofe of (o many Princes^ fent to the Baihaw of Alefp9^ 
to raife an Army of thirty thoufhnd Men in his Go- 
Temmenf, and to join him wick ali- Expedition. Or* 
tan Ogiy^ glad of this- Pretence, raifed, inlkad' of the 
Nember required, ieventy thoufand Men ; and haying 
aflSembled them before the Walls of Aleppo^ and having 
fhewed the Officers the Fi£lure of sifyman, fo well 
convinc*d them of the Right that Prince had to the £m^ 
pire, that they unanimoufiy agreed to own no othes 
Sovereign^ and to loft the laH Drop of their filood in 
fti» Behalf. 

Thb Baihaw-fiiding every thing fiieceed to his Wi/b, 
fent fome of the principal Commanders to the King 
and Queen of Arabia ^ defiring they woutd permit theii 
new acknowledged Monarch to put himfelf at their 
Head. They ware magntfieently received ; bat what 
touched them the moik' was the Preftnce of Soijman^ 
whoie graeeful Form, and the noble Ardour he eac^ 
prefsM for Glory^ raviib'd their Hearts with Love and 
Admiratk)n. 

The Seafon being now come for the-R^ndesvons of 
die feveral Armies^ Solyman, accompanied thofe who 
were fent for him,^ and was received by the Bafi)aw*9 
Troops with Acclamations which (eem'd to rend tfat 
Skies. 

This News being fpMad^thro* all the Provinces of 

JJia^ fevecal Bafhaws^ who had before refafed to come 

into the Meafures of Orean Ogly, now increafed th# 

Army, and threW themfelves at the Feet of Sofyman. 

Rakima, who accompanied her Hufhand and Son in this- 

War^ was tranfported at the good Succeia they met 

with s and Reia gave an undeniable Teftimony ef the 

Love he bore her, by the perfcft Satisfadion he 

exprcfs^d in the good Effcft his Cares had fyr het 

Son* 

SQLrAUHr 
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SOLTMAN wai every Day on' Horfebadc, and 
exercifed his Troops in fucb a Manner, as made every 
one believe he would be one of the greateft Generals, 
of his Times and never was an Army better pleafed 
with a Commander, nor a Commander with his Army ; 
mod of thefe Troops being Veterans, who had ferved 
under the famous Deiiy Hufein^ the Uncle of Orcan 
Ogfyt who had been fbiangled by Coprogly^ for which- 
they bore that MiniAer an inveterate Hate : That, as 
well as their Love of Solytnan^ and Confidence in their 
own Strength, made them dc&te to be of the Party to 
hXL on ConftantinopU^ and leave BahylonXo the King of 
Perjia ; and it was for thefe Re^fons their Requell was 
granted. 

It being thus refolved, after the Prayers and ufual 
Ceremonies to their Prophet Mahomet, they begun their 
March to the Metropolis of the £mpire, where the 
News of Orcau OgJ/s Revolt being already arrived, 
the Grand Vizier eafily perceived it had been occaiioned 
by his Refentment for the Death of his Uncle; and 
judging therefore he would be an implacable as well as 
powerful £nemy, knew he had need of all his Skill and 
Courage to ward againft . this nnexpedl^ Blow. Yet 
would he not give any Marks of Fear ; and when it 
was propofed in the Divan to put in Execution that 
Law, which, in times of Danger, obliges all above fe- 
ven Years old to take Arms, he rejefle'd it with Scorn ; 
and faid. He would never fufFer it to be faid, a Rebel 
could reduce the Empire to ^ch Streights. 

He did not, however, in the leail depend on his 
own Strength ; but had itBCpurie, in this Emergency, to 
the utrooS of his Subtilties, by diHribnting privately 
great Sums of Money, and maintaining Spies in every 
Quarter, he got Intelligence of feveral great Men, who 
had fecretly leagued themfelves with the Bafhaw of J- 
li/ffo, whom he immediately <^ufed to be (eized, and 
their Heads ftruck off, and placed on high Poles on the 
Walls of Conftanthifpie, This ftrudc fuch a Terror to 
the reft, that they, unaik'd, brought their Treafures in-. 
to the public Fund for carrying on the War, to prevent

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Having, by his Diligence^ got together an Army 
of a]potit two and thirty thoufand Men, he inarched to 
intercept thofe of Orcan Ogly, led by Soiyman ; And 
when they were within fome twenty Leagues of their 
Enemies, put his Son at the Head of them, a young 
Man, bat full of Courage and Prudence^ and to be di* 
r^ed by the experienced Counfels of the famous Mu- 
ftapha^ a Man of the \xXSqsA Abilities, and jperfedly 
dcvoied to the Vizier. 

T|i I s. M^mller, having left the Troops thus difpof* 
ed, returned to Confiantinofle, where his Prefence was 
abfolutely nece(&ry, he being the very Soul of the Di- 
van, and without whom that AiTembly neither could 
nor would do any ihitkg. There he repaired the Forti- 
fications, filled the Kanaparts with able Meb, and re- 
plenifiiedrhe Magazines. While he was thus employ *d^ 
hx8 Son w^ not idle ; but animating his Troops, attend- 
ed the Approach of the Enemy, who were no fooner 
come within Sight, than he fell on them with fuch 
Force, as made them fee the way to Vidlory would not 
be eafy. Bloody was the Cooteft; but, afcer tailing a- 
bout. three Hours,' ihc^Jrahian King received a n^ortal 
.Wounds which & mAch dif^ouraged that Wing where 
lie cQtnmanded* that it gave Ground immediately : And 
Acbmtt perceiving the Advantage, flew in with a Party 
of freih Troops, which put them entirely to the Rout. 
Nor did he here flop, but pierced into the main Body 
of the Army, wheie Soiyman fought with a Courage 
worthy of a better Fate, and for Tome time held the 
Battle in Sufpence. But Mujlapba having made great 
Slaughter where Qreaft Qgiy co'gimanded, thofe that 
remaned began jto'fly ; when the Bafiiaw mounting a 
frelKHorfe, got .head of theni, and, partly by Prbmi^^ 
and pardy by Menaces, obliged them to turn to the Af- 
fillance of Soiyman^ who was now affaultcd on tvery 
Side. That young Hero did, in this dreadful Day, fuch 
Wonders, as almoft jullifies the Fictions of Romance, 
^d compelled histn^ihieB to fay/That had there beca 
- -^ • • • • among 
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Among the fevcRty thoufand that he had, but five hun** 
drcd.fuch as himfelf, Vidlory muft have declared in hi* 
Favour. As it was fbpported chiefly by his fingle Bra- 
very, the Goddefs feem^d unwilling to determine for 
his Enemies ; and Muftafha perceiving, if he fhoiild 
get the Field, 'twould be a dear bought Conqueft, had 
pecourfe to Artifice, and, having formerly been intimate 
with Orcan Ogly^ fent a Trumpet, in the Generars- 
Name, to offer him his Life, with that o{ Soljnutn^ on 
(rendition they would yi'dd themfclvfes* 

This Rropofal was received by S'olykan with' the ut- 
inoft Scorn ; but, 'perceiving it made fome Impfeifioii' 
on Orcan Ogfy, and judging, on his Refufal, he (hoold 
be betrayed by him, was conftrain'd to follow the Sen- 
timents of this changing Man« and fent back an Anfwer 
of Con/ent. 

*. While the brave yOung Prince thus yielded to hii 
iidverfe Fate^ RgBa gave up his laft Sighs on the Bofoni 
of hi» beloved Queen : Madam, faid he, with a feeble; 
but intelligible. Voice, if I die withoift the Sktisfaftioii 
of having rendered you happy, I die with the Confola- 
tion of having done every thing in my Power to make 
vou fo ^ and. to pr6ve how yery dear you are to mc

kivd conduft her to my Kingdom. He couid proceed 

po farther i Death dofed his Lips for ever, and Raki* 
ma had little more than the Appearance of Life. The 
Eunuch perceiving his Royal Mailer fallen^ and mindfid 
of the Charge he had jiven him, leit the Queen to the 
Care of her WOQid)^: whilt lie M i^c of the Tern t» 
^ enq^uire 
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eoqaire the Event of the Battle, which he perceived, 
by the Trumpets fowadhag a Retreat, was now over, and 
was fbon informed of what he fekredy that the Enem^ 
was vidlorious and that Selyman Amurafy and Orcan 
Ogfy had delivered themfelves to the Mercy of the 
Conqueror, and that general Pardon was granted to the 
reft. This made him know the Queen's Departure 
was not to be delay *d ; efpecially when he learned fbme 
Moments after, that the Prince and Ba^w of Jlefps 
were put under a ilroog Goaid, and Tent to Cenftanti^ 
nople the Moment they had refigned themfelves. This 
faithful Servant returned ha(Hly to the Queen, and hav- 
ing repeated all he had been told, reminded her, with 
the utmoft Eameftnefs, of the lad Words of his iMa- 
Her : But (he was for the prefent too much ftupified 
with GrieS^ ta give Attention t<y any thing he faid i 
And even the Fears for her Son Were Ibft in the Mif- 
ibrtmie (he had juft now been Wimefs 6f. She fuffer'd 
kerfelf, however, to be guided by Zenim: Who taking 
Advantage of the Darknefs of the Night, and th^ 
Confufioii all things were in, conduced her ia a Dif* 
guife from the Power Of her Enemies, and at lail to 
Araiia, after a long and painful Marchi 

ACHME T CO PR O Gir h^iag given Orfers fbt 
carrying Sofyman and Orcan Ogfy to Confiantinople.^ 
and pardoned thofe Soldiers wha were ready to fweat 
eternal Duty to Hda^pmet, the prefent Emperor, in- 
corporated them with the reft of his Army, and 
marched to the Relief of Bahylofiy which was befieged 
by the Sophi of P^rfia. 

The Uncertainty what the Soccefs of this Battle 
would be, had put all Omft<mtinnfh into Confusion ; 
but when the News came oi fo complete a Yidlory, the 
Death of Keha^ and the Arrival of Solyman Amurat 
and Ontin Ogfy as Prifoners, nothing was to be feen 
but Joy ; but that of the Emperor and Regent exceed* 
cd all others, as they were moft concerned : They 
thought they could never fufiiciently teftify their jGra- 
titude to the Gran/d. Vizier, who had fo happily con* 
.du^ed dus Affair,. and to the Valour of whofe Son they 

owc4 
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owed tbcir Safety.- They put Solyman into the PnYort 
dedin^d for the gons and Brothers of the Emperors, 
prctan Ogly into another, loaded with Chains, and in 
vain both the ope and the other alledged the Promifc 
ionadc them by Acbmet Copregly : Hia Father'* Policy 
abfolved him from making good that Promife, and in 
fpite of all they could fay, condemned them to loCe 
their Heads. 

Being brought to the Hippodroim for that Paqx>fe, 
Solyma^ exclaim *d'agai^ft the Cowardife and Treafon 
of Oglyf which had prevented him from dying like 
himfdf in the Purfuit of Juflice and Revenge, and 
}aelded him to the (hameful Stroke of the Executionen 
The Beauty oi this young Prince, his majelUc Port, 
bis Courage and Refolution attracted the Hearts of all 
prefent ; they detefted the Villany of the Bafluw : And 
when the fatal Blow was given to Sofyman, it was fol- 
lowed by a genieral Shriek, and Millions of Impreca* 
tions on him who had occafion'd it. Orcan Ogly be* 
ing about to fufFer the fame Fate, the Fury of the 
People prevented it, by forcing him from the Execu- 
tioner,and tearing his Bk>dy into a tbouiand Pieces,draw« 
ing the mangled Limbs thro* every Street in Con^antir 
nopU^ and pouring Curfes on them as they pa&d, no 
leis in Revenge for Solyman Amurat, than for his Rebel- 
Hon ag^infl the Emperor. 

These cruel Tidings foon reslohM the Ears of the 
unfortunate ^tfiZ/xMr, who tho* (he flattered herfdfwith 
the Hope of no better Fate, yet the Confirmation of 
this difaftrous one renewM her Sorrow and Laments* 
tion ; Her Health gieatly impair*d by the Death of 
Reba^ that of Solyman compleated the Work of Death ; 
and having crown*d the Elder of thofe Sons ibe had by 
Reha^ (he funk with Reiignation from a Life, which 
flie feem*d to have no longer Employment for ; and in 
her lad Moments repeating feveral times the dear lov*d 
Names of Riha and Solyman^ made known that (he was 
going to join them withr Pleafure.

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THE LAMONThsLving given over fpeaking, th« 
amiable Company, who towards the Latter End of his 
Hiilory had been drown'd in Tears, could not prefently 
recover themfelves enough to give him Thanks. Era/- 
mus was the firft that broke filence : We feem, me- 
thinks, faid he, as if we were in Confiantinopltj or 
Arabia ; and that the tragical Accidents we have been 
told of, happen 'd in our Prefcnce, by the Sufccptibiliry 
we have of them. I afTure you, reply'd Camilla^ 
wiping her Eyes, if I had believ'd that Tbelamont 
had defign*d to have made Sdymaft and' Rakima die, 
I never (hould have had a Curiofity of knowing their 
Adventures. 

As fhe could not conclude thefe Words without a 
Sigh, her Friends rallied her in a gallant manner, on 
her Senfibilicy of things, which had happened a Jong 
time fince, and in a Country where there were conti« 
nual Incidents of the like nature. We ought not to 
laugh too much at Cartdlia, interrupted Fiorinda, tho^ 
(he is of a Difpofition perfectly gay ; that which is 
truly touching affedls her Heart in the fame manner 
with thofe who are ufually more ferious. fhelammt 
has recounted thefe. Particulars in (o lively a manner, 
that it is impoffible to be lefs moved with them, than 
if they had been present to our Eyes.

Hortinfia^ I 
think the time cannot be more agreeably pail, than in 
refledling on what we have already heard. Can any 
thing be more inhuman than this Policy of the Turks^ 
which puts to death twtry one who can pofiibly hope 
to atuin the Imperial Dignity } This Cruelty, repHed 
ErqfmmSf has ix» FoOpdatioh from their Rdigon : As 
z the 
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the whole SeGt of Mahomet are exceflhrely fdperflici* 
008, they fcruple nothing to prevent the Misforturjes 
with which they imagine themfelves threatenM, or to 
attain the Happinefs they hope for. 

It is certain, added Oropbanesy that Superftitton vk 
alaioft unlverfal amongil them : The Ottoman Empire^ 
that of Perjta^ and of the Moguls the l/itiiesp the Great 
and LefTer ^artary^ are full of Impoftors, who call 
themfeives Prophets, announcing Calamity and Profpe- 
rity ; and, for a certain Sum of Money, pretend to 
give Amulets to defend from the one, and Tali/mans to 
procure the other. 

' What furprizes me moft, faid Felicia^ b, that Peo? 
pie of Quality, who have all imaginable Care taken 
m their Education, to infpire them with Sentiments 
diiFerent from the Vulgar, fhould aeree with them fo 
much in this Opinion ; and if fucce^ful in any Enter?* 
prize, impute it rather to the Effedl of their Tali/man^ 
than their own Courage qr Wifdom. 

The SB Super(lition8> rti^i^ Ibtlam^nt^ have pro* 
duced vtiy odd Effedls in all Ages of the World. J?«- ' 
ti/sanus, a Roman Senator, who lived under the Reigo 
of Marcus Aurelius, was one of the bell Generals of 
the Age he lived in^ a very able Politician, was elo* 
quent.in his Difcourfe, and had:a uoiverfal Knowledge 1 
yet, withall thefe £ne Qualities, he was foperfticious to 
thsit Begree, that whenever he travell'd, he defceoded 
from his Chariot, and threw himfelf oir his Knees 
before fome Stones on which the People before had 
poured Libations. When he went to battk, he wai 
nef er withont a Train of Pagan Prie(b in the Army, 
who encouraged him in his Errors 1 and without £rft 
confulting them, he undertook not the moft. trivial Af«> 
fair. He had, befides thefe. Couriers continually txot 
jploy*d in Voyages to Clarus and Dsdymue, to coofult 
the fabulous Oracles which were there delivered. I 
never can hear the Name of Rutilianus^ faid Camilla:, 
.without fmiling at the Weaknefs he was guilty of, on 
this Subjed. 4ltxander the Son of Poetatire^ born of 
an obfcure £x#adi9p, but a^M^ng People, ignorant and 

fuperiliuoos. 
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fup^rfthious, efUbliih'd himVclf in Taphlagjoitiay . near 
the Walls of Ahonuf^ where he lived in the grandell 
inanner imaginable : He was Yegarded as a defcended 
God, he never went out without a great Train, who 
moved after him to the Sound of Trumpets, Cymbals, 
and Flutes. Taking AdvanUge of the Folly of thefe 
credulous Wretches, he obliged them to build a Temple 
In Honour of Giicom, or the Second JSfcuIaptus\ who 
iie faid had been born among them. This fuperftitiou« 
People, quitting their ordinary Occupations^ worked 
Night and Day in eredling this Edifice, and adorned it 
with all the Riches of the Country : It was from this 
Temple that the Impoftor afterwards delivered all hi$ 
|)re tended Oracles. 

He boalled to be defcended of Per/eut^ and that 
the Moon-, being enamour'd of him, defcended from 
lleaven (o pafs fome Hours of Sofcnefs with him ; tha£ 
from this Amour fprung a Daughter, whom the God- 
^efs commanded him tO educate with Care ; affuring 
him, that all her Offspring (hould have the Gift of Pro* 
phecy in fuch a full Degree, that they Ihould be able to 
penetrate into the moil fecret Decrees of Providence. 
The Fame of this Impoftor, and what was promifed to 
his Daughter, made RuHUanus tliink it the utmoU 
Honour to obtain her in Marriage ; and after the^Nup^ 
rials, carry'd her to Rome^ where flie was look'd on as 
a Divinity. Can one then, continued' that agreeable 
Lady, wonder at the Superftition and Credulity of 
mean People; when one £nds fuch Examples of it 
among thofe who ought to know fo much better ? 

This pretended Prophet; faid Alphanfo, had the 
Impudence to fend one of his Predictions to Marcus Au- 
rtlius ; by which he promifed him a complete Viftory 
over the Germans^ with whopi he . was then at War. 
But the Event of that Battle proved how little Credit 
ihould be given to thofe imaginary Prophets ; for the 
Emperor's Army was entirely routed by the Gtrmansy 
and more than twenty thoufand Romans lay breathlefs 
in the Field* ' He was guilty of the fame Boldnefs to 
Uropfus, added Mel^ntm^ promifmg him an Hundred 
1 • • ' and 
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and fifty Years of Life ; and that he (hould not then 
die, but be, like Mfc^lapi^s^ transfixed by a Clap of 
Thunder. . Inflead of which, he languifh'd a long time 
under a grievous Difeafe, and died when he was no 
more than«ighty Years old. Yet did not the Falfhood 
. of thefe Predidions difabufe the People ; they dill be* 
ileved, and were dill foord on. 

It isyet lefs furprizing, faid Thelamont, tO find theCs 
Errors and Superditlons among Pagatu and Mahomet* 
ansj of which their Religions are full, th^ that they 
have found Entrance fometimes among even the Princes 
of the Cbriftian Church. Eutychius, Bifhop of Cofifian- 
tittople, a mod learned and eloquent Orator, fell into 
the erroneous Opinion of doubting that Article of 
Faith touching the Refurredion of the Body ; which 
Herely gain*d Accefs among the greatefl of thofe Days : 
So much did the Example of Co eminent a Man fway 
the Minds of thofe who heard his Rhetoric, and were 
convinced of his Learning. It fpread fo far under the 
Reigns of Jufth the Younger, and Tiberius the Second, 
when in the Year 534 the ChriJIian Religion was all 
disfigured ; and thofe who dill retained its Purity, wept 
^ears of Blood to waih the Stains away. The Troubles 
which the Laniards had brought into Italy^ hinder- 
Bering the Popes from oppofing this Error, with that 
Warmth they would elfe have done ; Autharu^ King 
of Lombardy having befieg'd Rome fo clofely, that no 
Succour could be brought, the Citizens were ready to 
]>erifh with Hunger. The Pope, on this, fent to im* 
plore AiMance from Tiberius, who, touched with their 
Calamity, orderM a VefiTel of Corn to be tranlported 
into Rome, by the way of the Tiber. 

This Succour having re-animated the Romans, they 
took fuch juft and rigorous Meafures for the Defence 
of their City, that the Xing of the Lombards perceiving 
his Army much diminifhM, raisM the Siege, juH at the 
time of the Pope*ft Death. Pe/agius the Second be- 
ing elected, as foon as the Enemy was departed, fent 
Cardinal Diacres, wio was afterwards call'd Gr<- 
gorj the Great, to the IBjomxox Tiberius, to retam 

* Thanlu 
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TlLanks for the Favour he had conferr'd on Kis Predc- 
ceiTor. This Legate was received at ConftantinopU with 
infinite Honours ; his great Merit being already known 

. to sdl the C^r^iWWorld ; but that which gatn'd hinik 
the moft Gloiy, was hisJConveriion of the learned £«« 
fychius^ with whom he had frequent Conferences in the

Monarchsy were like/him; but you have thqre no more.' 
than , an imperfect Figure of him. JElius Adrianus^ 
continued he, perceiving the whole Company had quit-; 
ted their other Amufemeats to liilen to hini, was in- 
deed the moA pcrfedt Prince HiAory gives iis any Ex- 
apple oif. ' , He was na lefs confpicuous.for his JuiUce,. 
Liberality,. Temperance, Afability, and tfic; Encourage- 
ment he gave to all Arts and Sciences at hom^ thao^ 
for his great ViSoi^es und^r^hc Emp<ir9r !rr^>»,>hofe^^ 
tendered Afie£Uohs .he aqqjiired',. as well as the ix)ve^ 
and Admiration of the whole Empire. 

But' there were none, on whbih thefe noble! andt 
beautiful Qualities made morp ImpreiGon,, than on the. 
Emprefs Pbtind^^ the Wife of Trajan. This PHncefs, ' 
who was Miilrefs of a fupcrior and profound Genius^' 
laie,w ver)c well the Value of fuch a Man as Adrian ^^^ 
and as the Emperor was without Children, thought (he ^ 
oottld not make hb Sdbj^e^b a more agreeable Prefent, . 
than fiich a one to govern, them after the peath of' 
trtyfin. Purfuant to this Defign, (he cultivated the, 
Efteenii her Hofl^and had for him in fuch a Manner, that '. 
he adopted him ;, and fo greatly had the good Qualities. 
^^Utian. endeared him to the People of all Kaiiks»

dat the Decree of the Emperor wa3 attended wich unl- 
terfal Rejoicings : Nor was the AcceiSon' of any Mo- 
narch to the Crown ever attended with more fincere 
Bleflings of his Sabje^ls, than was that oiJdrian, when^ 
on the Deceafe of Trajan^, he took on him the Imp&- 
tial Sway, 

But among all his great Qualities, none were more 
defervedly applauded than his Gratitude to P/ofina, 
This iUuftrious Emprefs had nothing left to wiih, much 
more than ihe could have demanded being granted be.- 
fbre (he had Time to afk it. So great was his Encour 
ragement of Leamingr- that he feft a-f^rt two Hours^ 
•very Day for the difcouriing with Men of Letters «. 
who not only obtained from him every thing they could 
leafonably defire for themfelves^ but had the Liberty air 
lb of introducing Perfdns of Wit^ who could not: other- 
wife have been Icnbwn to him, but were certain then 
of being made Partakers of* his Bounty i and thq* h^ 
was charitable to all who ftdod in Need of his AiEftance^. 
yet his Liberality was much more extended to Men c^ , 
a fine Genius;, and in his Reign Poverty. was incompa- 
tible with Merit, efpecially thofe who poifeis^d. it in. |k 
j^oetical Senfe. He was frequently heard to fay y. Thai 
lie accounted himfelf infinitely more rich in having m(p. 
Subjeds,^ than in all the Treafures of his Empire; and; 
as the Example. o£ the Prince is the Guide^ of the Peo^ 
pie, there were never greater Hiflorians in any Age than 
that in which he lived, of which the Writings of Svt^ 
toniis^. who was his Secretary,. Plutarch ^ who was one 
of thofe he. called, his Intimates, P^^«m/, and Tro^ 
gtu PompetMit dro fufficientTeftimonies*. 

Whb.nbv£r h«..went to War,^he: always marched op 
Foot at the Head of hisTjoops,^ thereby to ehcouragp 
the Infantry, and" to, enable them by his Example tp 
£aftain their Fatigue without repining, ^ut what red- 
der*d hinx worthy the Name of the Common Sather of 
of his People,.was,.his Eafinefs of Accefs, and Affability^ 
the pooreft'of his Subjeds, if 'injiired,. had Liberty to 
make their Complaint to him,, nor did he ever forget 
oc difdaiA to. do th^em ftight, Ai he was pafling to- 
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w^ds Ki/mes, a Countrywoman, who Bad been aBu^' 
fed bV one of the Soldiers in the Rainan Army, threw 
herfelf on her Knees before hSm, and demanded Jirftice ;. 
but being then on a haliy March, be told her. That he 
had not at that Time LeifuVe: Be then no more an Em- 
peror, faid flie. On which, Mriajf^ inilead of being 
angry at her Boldnefs, replied. She did well to remind 
him of the Duties of hh Place, and commanded her 16^ 
relate her Grievance^ whkh when (be had, and he foand 
the Equity of her Caufe, he failed not to ajccord to what 
the demanded. * 

Thus Great, thus Good, thus belot*d did he livei. 
1>ut as no human Happinefs is without Allay, he fbund 
a very bitter one in tae Lofs of the Emprefs, who fof-- 
lowing him in all his Wars, was taken fick, and died 
at the City of Ktfmef\ which was then called the ^#- 
'€wd Rome; b'eing thj^ largdV^ the moil beautifuf, and 
)noft magtiitfcent of ch&^hole Empire ; feverat Em- 
i^erors havi^ig cmbellKh'd it With loffy TettipTcs, a fine 
'Ampltheatre, Triumphal Arches,, and an Aduasdu^ty. 
which Carried the fao^ed Water {ibva Vxis to mfma^ in 
ijpite of the Obftacle which Nature had pur by the Kx- 
'\€t G'arJoff, which is a rapid Ton^t puffing between 
two hi^h Mountains. Over this Riter the Romans cxt6Cr 
*W that femous Bridge called Gard^ which, by three 
"B^rldgies built one over the othfer,^ came even with the 
*!rQps of the Mountains, ever whith pafs^d the ikcred. 
Waters ; till in the Decay of the ioman Empire, the 
Xxoths^ thofe mortal* Enemies of their Grandeur; witK 
a' malicious Frlde, dbftroyed this Mii0er-piece of Att,

0)v£ cannot indeed, {ays Mfhonfi^ find an Epitafilk 
morei^ccinSt, nor at the fame time more ufeful, tb 
debafe the Pride of Mortals : And i diink Alexander 
was greatly to he praifed in the Revival of i^, as well 
as the great Care he always took concerning the Fune- 
rals of his meaneft' Soldiers, w£ich he commanded 
ihould be performed wiih iltic fame Exadlnefs as thofe of 
their Superiors, and never pardoned, any Neglect on 
that fcore. ^ 

After C/ovii^ the 6rft king, of France, reply'4 
Urania^ had been vidlorious^, in that famous Battle 
fought near Pothers, over jf/aric King of the ytfi- 
gotBs, he ordered all the I>Kid fiiould belnterr'd in onfc 
Church-yard j which is. to be {ttn to this Day, and is 
call'd the Church-yard of Cynant, on the River Vienne, 
five Leagues from Pointers \. and that a due Veneration 
ifiould be always obferved to it, had it encompafs*^ 
With a high. Wall. But,, continued Ihe, if we have found 
the l^mperoE Adrian worthy of a glorious Memory, 
and' if Marcus. Antoninus pafsM for another^i^/««, majr 
we hot put the Emperor Tiberius in the Rank of tht5 
moft wicked Princes, and ought we not to con fefs,. that 
rfhehad died in the "Beginning of his Reign, he ha^ 
deceived the Worfd with a falfe Belief of his Virtues t 
There is no doubt of what you fay, beautiful Urania^, 
reply'd Florinday There was never a greater Diffem- 
bler than this Emperor j if he ever made ufe of Virtue^ 
it was to malk his Vices ; and by that he deceived the 
Senate, the People, and even the Emprefs Livia, his 
Mother. During the Life of the valiant Germanicux, 
lear made him appear afikble and modeil ; if he met

ij.'ScWor in the Street, he w6utd gd OH One fide, to 
liave hlvn. the way friee :. In ill fjuDlic; Affemblies tc 
was\ra£!ableand complying; and ahl'ong the POor fo

z great Nuipber after him, invoking the Bleffings of 
the' Gods on their Benefactor. 

When any Pcrfon of Confideration died, this Prince 
d^if?aTn*d not to. ^flT^ at the Funeral Ceremonies, an4 
^^fcojrhpanied tl^eFrocei&on to the Grave, weeping like- 
iPerfon the molt hear of Kin. 
, When his Courtiers) and the Governors of Pro- 
vinces, perfuaded him to increafe the Taxes, he made 
'em thi& wife Anfwer : '^ That a good Shepherd ought 
*• to be tender of the Wool of hi» Flock, and not to 
•* tear, it off." The Senate were fo much charmed 
with tbefflj pretended Virtues, that they offered to give 
liim the Title of a God, to build Temples to him, and 
jpay hip divine- Honours; bat he would. pot fuffer it, 
nor even that they fhould ereft any Statues of him ci- 
ther in R^me, or any of the Provinces of the fimpire,. 
ifa,ying modeftly, ■< That great Hbtiburs tnad^ Men too 
•' onen forget themfelvcs.'* 

A vmoHTFULTrembiibgofthe Earth having ruined 
)twelve Cities in Jfia, he fent Commiflioners tb exixnitt 
cheir Lofles, and' to dillribute out of. his l^reafmy is 
much Silver to the Poor, as would rebuild their Hdufes. 
The City of Epbefw having fuffferM the mod, he rebuilt 
it all at his own Expence, and releafed the Inhabitants 
from paying the greateH Part of their Tribute for the 
jSpace of five Years. 

The Fire of Heaven having alfo confumed many 
^oufes on the Mounts Aveniine and Calian, he dif- 
barfed Money for the re-edifying them ; and in thi^i 
)j3anner made all Calamities turn to his Glory. He ap- 
peafed the Troubles inGermany, and revengM the Deat& 
of ^ntilius Farruj, and the Lofs of his Army, by 
the Valour of Germanicus, Having underftood that 
the King of Cappadocia had enter'd into fccret Mea^ 
Tures to trouble the Repofe of the Empire, he had th^ 
Artifice to 'draw him into Romtf promifing to rcdrcfe 

fome 
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tfome'Gnevance;,he had to complain of j buta$,f9on at 
he had him in -his Power, committed Sim to clofe Pri- 
(bn, redace<l his Kingdom to a Province, and fent a 
Praetor to govern it. 

HEROD, furnamed Agrlffa, Grandfon o^ Herod 
of J/calon, being come to Rome to accufe Herod An- 
iipasy was arrefled, and put in Prifon, becaufe he had 
ihadc public Prayers that he might one Day fee Caiux, 
Son of Germanicusy . on the Imperial Throne, who, 
by his Vices, was become odious to the Roman People, 
In fine, it is impofiible to carry the Diflimulation of 
Piety, Virtue, and Humility to a greater Height; 
&nd, as Urama has remarked, if he had died in that 
time, the whole World had paid immortal Honours to 
his Name. 

But, fatigued with the long Conflraint he had put 
^n himfelf, and Death, not according to his Wi(h, rid* 
ding him of the much-feared Gertnamcus, he at lad re- 
iblved to drive him from the World ; which he at length 
accompli(h*d by Poifon. The Emprefs LMa alfo/wlio 
was a Curb to his Temper, having paid the Debt of' 
Nature, he began to difcover hiinfeif apace, all fhew*d 
his good Qualities difappeared, and Vice unveilV itfelf. 
in its blacked Colours : His teng-llarvM Cfp'pfty nowj 
glutted tts^ rapacious; Appetite, ^rid' not a'D^y j)afs'd^ 
without fome otood;^ Saciriiice: 'I>'rufys^]'h]k b^n Son,*^ 
and the Delijgh^ and H6pfe of^the Romans ^''^d^^iitixi' a 
hy him, on a bane Su^icion that he WiOii^ci to be Em- 
peror. ' Anoth'e"r 2>r«/«i too,'and Wfr<?j;^^ni of Ger*^ 
manicus, were the Vi^iras of" his jealotis Doubts and* 
^Rage. Thb Tairiaan Families, and aU'th<Priifcipal of. 
the VlebetanSy treinbled at the Name !of'%'ifr/j;<j ; 'ahd 
he, who lately tliey woal<J have adored as ^ God,' they 
now fear'd ai a lievll. The mbft diftaht Provinces werfc 
: not exempt from his Tyranny, he'Caufed'TerroreVefy 
where, and at laft became a Terror to himfelf, which 
obliged him to retire into the Ifland of Cafrea, 

Tas cxccflive Loofe he gave to his Paffions, and 
•the continual Apprehenfions he was in, frop the Cru- * 
'ehie? he had^been guilty of, made him commit ilill 

• ift€)re : ' 
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iiliore : The leaft Sufpidon, or almof! Dream, was Tut- 
iici'enc to make him xloom whole Families to Death, 
without DiftSndion of Age, Sex, lor Services. Sejanuu 
Chief of the ^rdttwrian Guard, and the Creature of his 
Pleafurc, having been rajfed hy him from the lovveH 
Obfcurity to the higheft Offices of Power and Truft, 
was all on a fudden feized, condemned, and executed, 
and all his Race exterminated. 
' The Debauches be fell into at Caprea, rendered 
him wholly negledful of his Affairs : Which his Neigh^- 
bours taking their Advantage of, the Partbians fell on 
Armenia^ the Ddcians on Mijia^ the Samnites on Pan* 
nonia, and the Germans on GauL Thefe People fpread 
Defolatlon through the feveral Quarters, pillaging, ra- 
^^ging, and burning all the Frontiers of the Empire. 

At this Tihrius, r0DZ*d from his Lethargy, and 
aflembling his Troops on all fides, refolved to (hew 
he was not become a Coward as well as a Tyrant ; but 
Death took him from the Proof, and he died in the 
City cf'Mififti, in the three-and-tvventieth Year of his 
Reign. 

I RBjoic)! to hear it, faid CamiUa^ for I was afraid 
Flprinda would never have killM that terrible Prince. 
Is it poffible, continued Ihe, that after having prafUfed 
ib mafty Virtues, he ihoold irot become charm *d with 
them ? pr (hould not conceive a Horror at hlmfelf in

As t)iey.)vere poly worn ias a Difgaife, reply *d Oro^ . 
phones p and the Love of Vice the premier Faifion in 
his Soul, it is no wonder he fhonld continue truic to it. 
£bt let us quit ^hrius, interrupted Florinda ; thefe 
wicked Qgalipes leave only vnpleaiing Ideas on the 
Mind s and for the diflipating them, my Counfel is to 
take a Walk in the Garden, where the Cpolnefs of the 
Afternoon tempts ns to partake the Pleafures it affords : , 
And we may there perhaps recall to Memory fome 
Princes, whofe Virtues may erafe the Thoughts of him'

Tuikty King of the G^tbs,' 
bad all the Qualities nteei&ry to complete a great Mo- 
narch s he* was wiie, valiant, humane, and generous.' 
This Prince having befieged the Qity of NapUs^ and af* 
ter a thouiaBd gceat A^ons compelled it to fuirender i 
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«» the aeaA tioe;. he feat a oonfiderable Body «l! kis 
Troops to zitwk 4 Fortrefs caird StiJIa^ belonging to . 
siCa/airkm h(ixd .of that Name. He.gavetbe Com* 
ixign4 of thif .D^tachmcDfC to RanMce his Favourite^ 
^b^g iwilDng H iKould have the Glory of this Expedi- 
tion. Rannu€4 was brave» faithfu], full of Vivacity, 
and one of the beft made Men of his time. TQtiia, 
who knew hb Worth, placed the ntmoft CaofideDceiB 
llim* and lionottr«d him with .the higheft Mark« of bis 
Stiendibipy both in pttbUc aodvprirate ; nor did theie 
J^avoara diaw on kim tha.t.£nvy which Favourites, or- 
dinarily incur : Rammce had tber Art to make himfelf 
lidoved by the Court, the Army, and the People, and 
every one rather fought tx) ioci;eafe the Merit of his Ser-- 
vices, thao detraA from them.

This Mo- 
t^arch, who had Virtue for the Guide of all his Adtions, 
was incenfed againft Rannuce to the higheil Degree, 
and his Juftice getting the better of the Love he bore 
him, caused him to be arreiled, and brought into his 
Prefence, where, after having interrogated him himr 
felf, and finding the Accuiation but too true, he con* 
den^M him to Death, with this memorable Saying s 
That an Empire could not be fupported without a drid 
Obfervation of the Laws, and iniiiding die Penalty of 
them on every Ofiender, of what Degree foever he 
was. The Generals' of his Army, the Courtiers, and 
even the Ladies, fell at his Feet, entreating Pardon for 
this (lxSl Crime of the till now moft worthy Rannua ;

*Tis eafy, refj^H^d ^htlamont^ for Princes to be 
deceived by th^ they put Confidence in : ^jotila be- 
lieved not ^^ z> Mas qualified like RoMnuce^ could 
. . kavc 
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' hitre been capable of doing anj thhg Hot ihoitM liftte 
obHged him to pronounce the Sentence of Isis Death : 
Nor did Atcus Mariius, the fourth King of the Romamt 
imagine that Tatfuinka Prijau^ who had gainM him 
fo many Battles, and on whom he had heaped itioh 
Dignities> woatd «ver have abafed his Confidence, in 
tnrning.^he Hearts of his People agaxnft him, to ihe 
end he might afTume his Throne. 

y«T yoa fee, faid fUnnda^ that the Crime of In- 
^atkode is never HBpuniih*^. Tarquinius Pri/cus poC- 
4cfs*d many ihining Qualities, bat he was an Ufarpier^ 
SHid flain by the Sons of that Prince he had lb greatljr 
^rongM. This Reflexion is very j uft, anfwered jmHn i 
Hiftory is full of Examples how detefkble to Heaven is 
'the Sin of I ngrati tude . There is one ytry remarkable^ 
iater^pied Orfiums^ and which pogfat to make an Im- 
]>reffion on all Men : In the Year 492 of the Chnftian 
^ra, the Empire of the Eaft was held by Ataftafius^ 
furnamed Dic0rej, becaafe of the different Colour of 
] Iris Eyes, one being a perfe6^ black, and the other bhie. 
This Prince, fays PattJ Diacre^ came into the WorH 
In an extraordinary manner, and his Life was a Mix- 
tare of Good and Evil, or Virtues and Vices. At his 
Acceffion to the Imperial Dignity, he took ofi^ all thofe 
excefiive Taxes which the Avarice of his Predeceilbrs 
had laid on his People : He gave ail great Offices with 
a Diftin^ion worthy of a Monarch's Care, fuffering 
Done to be purc)iafed but by Merit alone : He appear*- 
ed generous, afl^ble, and a Lover of the Sciences, 
efteeming and rewarding Learning where-ever he found 
it. He honoured Prsciut with his Friendfiiip and Con* 
fidence | that Prccims^ who was the Imitator of Archi* 
medes^ and had acquir*d the Reputation of the greatell 
Mathematician of his Time. • In a word, the Begin* 
ning of this Emperor's Reign was fuch, as endeared 
him to his Sobjeds, and made him be elteem*d by all 
the neighbouring Nations ; but falling into the Errors 
of Eutjchtui^' he became Procedor of that Herefy, and 
promoted it throughout his Dominions: The Obfbi* 
cl«9 that the tr«e Catholicks aaempted to put to it's 
-Fa fprcading. 
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ing, made him grow a cruel and fierce Peifecutor 
m ; fcarce a Day pafsM without Tome of thofe 
4en being draggM to Torture^ in order to oblige 
:b be of his Opinion ; but few of them conform- 
acre attaint the Crown of Martyrdom in hh 
f than in that of the moft barbarous Pagans. To 
nu his Contempt of the Church, he baniih*d the 
'ch of Ccnflantinople. 

B Pope Hermijdas^ hoping to reclaim him by 
Means, fent him to Euodias, Bi(hop of Pa^ia^ 
m of eminent Piety and Learning, with two other 
nt Ecdefiaftics. Thefe Deputies from his Holi- 
eing arrivM at Ccnftantiniple^ and demanding 
ice of the Emperor, infiead of hearing them, he 
1 they -(houid depart the City that Moment^ 
g them to embark in an old Veirel full of Leaks, 
lit to fail, to the end they might perifh in the 
>rbidding his~ People at all the Ports belonging 
, either to receive them, or give them any Ai- 
\ whatever. But notwithftanding thefe impious 
tions, the Hand of Heaven proteded and brought 
luflriousUnfortunates fafe again to Romi ; and, in 

time after the cruel Emperor was killed with a 
er-bolt : A memorable Example for all thofe 
(fer themfelves to be influencM by new Opinions, 
indon the true Faith. 
AT I have remarkM in the Life of this Emperor, 

as in that of Tiberius^ faid Florinday es^tremely 
nds me : I cannot eomprehend how the Difr 
\ of Men can fo fuddenly alter from one Extreme 
other, efpecially from Good to Evil ; bcjcaufe 
Mrtuous one muft have all thofe Qualities which 
prevent fo terrible a Change,

Id make it with Safety. But for Anafiafius^

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any Advantages from it, but was fulferM to fa.\\ into* 
all manner of Wickednefs, to prove, that when we

But to leave thefe wicked Princes, interrupted Gt- 
mt//a, with her accuftom'd Gaiety, give me Leave to 
put a Qucftioa to you, which was not long fince dif- 
puted between two Perfons of great Parts, whether- 
Love or Gratitude be the ftrongefl Emotion in a ge- • 
neroiis Spul ? 

'Tis a Point, anfwer'd Orof banes, which to me ap- 
pears dilBcalt to decide, and therefore beg Leave to 
be excufed from giving a Judgment, which, perhaps, 
would not be approved, and 1 (hould alfo be at fome 
Pains to defend. J believe, faid Urania^ I can give 
yovk a little Hiftory on that Topic, wUch may ferve 
tb clear up the Matter. 

At thefc Words, the whole Company, who were 
never better pleafed than in an Occafion of liilening to 
her, joinM in their Entitaty, that ihe would not defer 
giving them that SatisfaAion.

(le^ Soidion andrCoimfeUorf ; t;he former of which 
filled one of the firft Pofts in that Governnveiit with (he- 
- hig^eft Rotation. 

The Coont iU M^and having loft his Wife, who 
brought bim' no other Beii* to his PoilelSoBs than one 
DaM^ter^ heeoaunittcd her to the Care of the Coun- 
ted Sowager ik Mayrand hii Mother. Ifahella^ for 
lb >vos this 3ro«ng Beauty calPd, in the moft tender 
Aff, jBive .Xich uocommoD Proofe of Wit and Spirit, 
that cAf dM Omk^s beheld with Pleafure,, the earty 
lttipreffioo>*fteouide^o Ibe Hearts of as many as be< 
held her. And as Ike gfew nearer to Maturity, the . 
Suii of Mer4r diif by*d itMf more Urongly in her ever/ 
WofiatfKlA^pn. , 

Not far from the Caftle de Mwfrand was that of 
fhe €!ount di Salmviy ; The Proximity of Places had 
given Qccafion to roar)^ Alliances between their Fa> 
miliea t and the Counts de May and and Saim^ny wero 
firft Couiios ; Salmfi»y had no more Children than ^ 
oatf SoQ^ about 'a Year older than ykh$lh^ and. a 

Daughter 
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B&nghter fbmething younger than her fair Kinrwoman, 
but bpth of diem gave the moft promiiing ExpedbitionSj 
not only for the Beauty of their Perfons, but their ready. 
Aetaroment of the difibrent Qualifications proper to their • 
Sex and Rank. 

Thv young. Sa/fMfry pafs^d few Days without vifit- - 
jng tbeCa^e ^ Mayrontf: And as he had a Difcem- 
nlieflt fsLt above his Agej the Charms of If^^Ua ap* 
yeared to him fo far above that of any other of her 
Sex, that his young Heart was (enilble of a Paflion for 
)Kt^, long before he was capable of diftingiiifiung by 
what Name to call it.- ^ 

As he was formed fbr Love, Ifabtlla could not fee* 
him fo often without feeling Emotions little different 
irom his i bat as the Innocenc^of their Age rendered 
them unacquaiated fhnn what Motive the Pleafure 
Aey took in entertaining each other proceeded, fo 
did it xdfo hiad» them^ from concealing it.

fiiftiua*d, thaivcouldhave been imagined'at her Years i 
the young S/tlmony^ fotmd himfelf obliged to exert his 
ocmod Wit for hor Confolation, and the Coontefs di- 
<tfiMpr«n«^,iAtendixxg nothing more than to-execote' the 
¥ 4 • Will 
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Wiil of her Son, and willing to give Salmenj an Op-' 
portunity of being oftener witii her, that the Love (he 
perceived dawning in their Hearts might encreafe with 
their Years to the ftrongell Pafiion, defired the .Count 
his Father to permit Madamoifelle de Salmonj to live 
under her C^re with I/abella. 1-his Propofal he em- 
bracM with Pleafure, and the beautiful Mariana was 
conduced by him to the Caftle, where (he was received, 
with all the Demonftrations of an unfeigned Satisfac- 
tion. 

These young Ladies Toon felt for each other the 
mod tender Regard, and Mariana expre£ing one Day 
the Sincerity of hers : As we Iqve like Sifters, {aid (he, 
innocently, I wi(h we were fo,.or that Law might 
attone for what Nature has denied, by uniting you 
with my Brother.

He 
accompany *d thefe Words with fo pafiionate a Gefture, 
that it was impoffible for a Heart prepoiiefsM as hers 
was, to treat him with that Referve young Virgins 
generally do the firfl Declarations of Love : A^ flatter* 
ing hcrfeif that the Sandtion of a Parent's Will was 
fuSicient to excufe the mod ready Acknowledgment (he 
could make: If, faid ihe, obliging him to rife. Madam 
^€ Maytand zK\XTt% me it was the De&re of my deceased 
Father 1 ihould be yours, and I am convinced that 
your Felicity depends on my Confent, 1 (hall neither 
be fo undutiful to his Memory, nor ungrateful to your 
Paffion, as to fearch any Obftacles to prevent the Ac* 
complilhment. 

This Declaration,accompany^d with all thofe Graces 
which are ftudied by others, but were natural to J/a^ 
Biiiof tranfported the enamour M Sahnony with fo ex^ 
ceflive a Joy, that he was utterly, unable to make any 
Reply, for fome time ; but when he did, it was in fuch 
a manner, as convinced her how much, how truly his 
Soul was devoted to her.

entire Confidence ; he therefore gave him Orders td 
%eak to IfaieUa alio, and* to oblerve what EfFe(^ thitf 
News produc*d both on the one and the other. 
-> Madam/^ Mayraud was very much furpriled, and 
bad enough to do to conceal the Difq^iiet it gave her i 
but as (he cpuld not refuie feeing^ the* Count, Oxe an« 
fwer*d^ that he kneW ver j well he had no need of that 
Ceremony to- iatvoduee hun thtie* A& for J^iaitlla^, fho 

received 



received this Me^enger with fo perfefl a Joy, that Sal^ 
many at his Ketttrn was convinced he had nothing to fear 
on^er Part, The fame Day he went to the Caftle de 
Mayrfwd^ and was treated by the Countefs with a 
Coldnefs, which not all her Crvilities could hinderfrom 
being viable ; but whatever Damp that might give him, 
the £rft Looks of IfaheHa re^animated him in fuch a 
manner. That he knew no Bounds to the Excefs of 
his Love and Joy. 

}^z found her Beattty fa improved, that he con^ 
templated her for fome time with Admiration ; and 
thefe two Years of Abfence had fo much added to his 
manly Graces, that Ifahella beheld him not with lefs 
JVojider. Thefe faithful Lovers entertained each other 
with fuch an unfeigned Tendemefs, as left neither un^ 
convtnc'd that Death alone could divide them. 
* But though the Count dt Salmony had appeared to 
^ive all his Admiration to the Obje6t of his Love, yet 
t^ald he not be infenfible of Delight, to fee bis charm- 
ing Sifter Arrived at iuck Perfedtion, as nothing but a 
Brother, or a Perfon ilrongly prepoffeisM with another 
I^Qn» could behold without Tranfport : And thefe 
1%ee Perfbns infpired .by Love and Friendlhip, and 
pdOefliog all the Qualities which could endear them to 
each others pafs^dfome Hours together in fo fweet a 
Contentmcht, as made tfaem forget they had any thing 
to fear. . 

The Sun giving place to encroaching Darknefs, the 
Count took his leave of the Countefs, without feeming 
to have remarked any Change in her Behaviour, and 
retiimM to the Caftle of Saimony^ where he pafsM the 
Night with more Tranquility than he had done many 
preceding ones. 

The News of his Return being fpread abroad, his 
Waking was attended by a great Number of Vifiters, , 
all the young Nobility of iangmdoc coming to pay 
rheir Compliments to him, to offer him thejr Service^ 
and to condole with hrni for the Death of his Father,

HAUTERIFE had no fooner enter'd the Room, 
than he ran to embrace the Count with open Arms, 
and all the Tokens of a moft perfeA Amity : Behold, 
faid he to him, this Rival, who, in fpite of you, wiU 
be your Friend, and who gives up his Heart to you^ 
•with a Sincerity worthy of a happier Fate than what 
his cruel Stars ordain ! This Manner of Behaviour had 
in it fomething fo noble, that the Count thought it 
his Duty to anfwer, with the fame Cordialnefs. Toa 
are well afliired, Tep\y''d he, that a Proceeding fiich as 
yours cannot but attra^ an extreme Confideration on 
my Part ; believe alfo that I am as fenfible of it^as I 
ought, or you can wifh, and that on any other Motive 
than the PofTeiTion of Ifab^lla, I fhould readily yield 
to you. 

Akd as for me, refumed Hauteri've^ %^^Z back 
fome Steps, and looking attentively on him, I find ydi^ 
fo worthy of her, that fliould any other dare to difpute 
with you the Attainment of her, I would ufe him ^ 
my mofl mortal Enemy. Pity, me therefore, continue! 
he, who have fuch Sentiments, yet am unable to van- 
quilh a Paflion which I know divefb them of all their 
Merit to your Friendfhip. No, replied Salmony^ taking 
him by the Hand, and making him fit down, I find 
hy the Emotions you have infpired me with, that *tis 
not impof&ble for a generous Heart to love the Man 
who would deftroy its Peace. 

HAUTE R /r£then recounted to.himthe Begin- 
ning, and the little l%grefs, of his Love, in Terms fo 
touching and fo truly pi&urhtg the State of his 3oul, 
from which Hope was entirely baniih'd, that Salmonj 
could not liHen wkhgut Regret s but refle^ing it was 
his Rival who addrefs'd thofe Complaints to him, he 
found it fo extraordinary, that Ke could not forbear 
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ikiiling! Nothing CarCf (aid he, is more afloniihir^ 
than that being your Rival, and (o lately brought to 
(look on you as a Friend, that yoa will compel me alfo 
to become yo^r Con^dant. It is yet more ftraoge, 
replied the other, that I fhould be yoqrs : I have onJy 
Difdain, Rigour, and l)efpair to inform you of, and 
•is fufficient Coniblation for the Trouble i give yoa: 
$ut with what Daggers mud my Soul be pierced, whek 
yoa relate what pafles in your Interviews with J/abellaf 
The mutual Love, the Ardour, the interchanged Vows 
vfeyerlafting Fidelity f Ah my dear Count, vouchfafe 
toiiften to my Complainb, finc^ they can be no Pre- 
judice to yoa. 

JSA UTER IFE propoonced thefe Words with 9 
!Look, ih which Defpair was painted in fuch lively Co- 
lours, that the Cqunt entreated him with a ferious Air, 
to be ^ured that he would always be tender of his 
Peace. And to put in pradice what he had faid, he 
immediately clianged the Pifcourfe, and became fuch 
entertaining Company, tbat the other, charmed witli 
the Pleaftire of his Conyei;fatioxi, almoft forgot his Love 
and his DeTpair. S(ilmofty would not fuffer him to de- 
part, and tarrying with hrm two Days, in tbat time 
thePs generous Rivals found fo much Merit in each 
twher, that the Pity of the one greatly increafed, and 
the Envy of the other dimiiuih'd, 

U RAN J A was in this Part of hcr'Hillory, wheii 
• Perfon deiiring to ipeak to her on fome domeftic 
Aifeir, fhe defircd the Company would entertain them>' 
felves till her Return, which fhe a^ured them fhould be 
in a fhort time : But that Promife could not hinder 
them from feeling the utmofl Impatience for the Sequel 
of an Adventure, the Beginning of which fillM them 
witfe an £:ipe£lation of fomething very extraordmary •

^fe Se(iuel of tbi Hiftory of the Count 
D E S A L M b N y, and Madamoifelk P i 
Mayrand. 

ON the third Day thefe f/\tnd\y Jlivals left the 
Caftleof ^a/wtf»5^, to make a Vifit to Iftthtlla ; 
who, extremely furprized to fee them together, gave 
them a very different Reception : To Hauuri've fhe 
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•nly paid thofe Civllittes -his Quality demanded ^m 
her ; but addreifing herfelf to Salmony, with an Air 
full of Sweetnefs, began to reproach him tenderly foir 
having given fo much of .that Time to his Friends^ 
which he knew was fo valuable to her : And the Count 
excttfed himfelf by telling her, that all thofe Occupa-> 
tions which detained him from her, fervM only to 
heighten his Ddire of feeing her, and feeling the Blef- 
fmg in a more elevated Manner, when at liberty to 
enjoy it. Hattterivt^ to whom this manner of enter- 
taining each other gave Wounds more terrible than 
the iharpeft Weapon could have done, entreated they 
would accompany him to the Apartment of Madam 
the Countefs de Mayrand, Neither of them could 
well refufe this Propofal ; but Saimoriy, in giving hi^ 
Hand to Ifahella^ teftiiied by a Look, that he expeded 
thb Interview would have fomething extraordinary 
in it ; nor was he deceived in his Conjedure : They 
had no fooner approached the Countefs, than. Madam, 
(aid Hauteriifi to her, you fee before you two Rivals, 
who, without cea£ng to be Friends, entreat your Per- 
xni0ion to adore the incomparable J/abilla. I know 
the Count ftands in no Need of fuch a Petition, his 
^rvices have been long fince accepted, nor do 1 hope 
to have any Advantage over him : All I defire is to 
prove xsiy Conftancy not lefs firm, my Love not leis 
violent, and my Submifllon not \tii refignM to the di- 
vine Will of her who charms us. both, than his have 
been. Tho^ I might be difpenfed with, rejoin'd the 
Count, from the Declaration I am about to make, I/a- 
Bella having been promifed to me from her Infancy, < 
the Refped I have for. her will not fufi«r me to difpute 
sny Right when it ihal! be contrary to her Inclination : 
She is therefore at full Liberty to chufe between us ; 
and if the fuperior Merits of my Rival ^re of more 
Force than the Commands of a Father in my Favour, 
and-lmy own repeated Proofs of an inviolable Fidelity, 
I fiiall fubmit to her Decree without mttrmuring, tho* 
I cannot without dying. 
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You both do too much Honour to Ifahella^ repIyM 
the Countefs ; if (he was Miftrefs of herfelf, T doubt 
not but the Equality of your Merits would render it 
difficult for her to decide between you. 'Tis true^ her 
Father had fome Defigns of giving her to Count ^^2/- 
m^tr^ \ but had he lived, there is more than a bare 
Probability he would hive chang*d his Mind. It was 
the Difcretion of Ifabella which obliged her to conform 
to his Will ; but he being no more, the fame 'D'lkxz- 
tion muil teach her to fubmit to the Will of thofe who 
reprefent him, and who have now his Authority over 
her. 1 1 is not for Perfons of her Condition to be guided 
by theil: own Inclination, which too often blinds them 
in the Choice of a Hulband ; and it is their Duty, Wif- 
dom, and indeed their Intereft, to have no Wiihes but 
fuch as are £rft formed by thofe who have the Right of 
dilpofing them. 

ISABELLA eafiiy perceiving to what End this Dif<^ 
courfe tended, and that Madam de Mayrand was go- 
ing to declare for Hauters've, took the Liberty of in* 
terrupting her in thefe Terms : I (hall never hefitate. 
Madam, faid ihe, with an Air modell, but at the fame 
time rciblv'd, to conform my felf to the Will of my 
Family, in things where my Intereil is common with 
theirs : But in this Affair 1 think myfclf the only Pef- 
fon concerned ; all the Repofe of my whole Life de- 
pends upon it, and I hope your Pardon when I fay, 
that this is too tender a Motive to be fubjugated to 
the Pleafure of another. I blufh not to confe^ I love 
the Count dt Salmony, 'tis an Affection that has grown 
up with me almoil from my Infancy, authoriz*d b/ 
the Command of my Father, by your own, and by 
the Conftancy and reiterated Services of that deferving 
Chevalier, whom, for along Series of Years, I have re- 
garded as my Huiband, you as a Son, while Hauteri'Vi 
was never thought on. If it is not for Perfons of my 
Condition to follow our Inclinations, it is yet lefs be- 
coming us to violate pur Promifes : Honour and JuAice 
ought to be the Guides of all forts of People, but much 
more are they to be held facred by us, whofe A£lioDs 
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krve as an Exnmple to all beneath us ; and I muft avow, 
that were it pofGble for roe to eHrange my Heart from 
bim it has fo long been accuflom^d to lovey I never 
could be brought to break my Faith where it has been 
fo folemnly given. 

This courageous H^ply touchM Madam df May- 
rani to the quick ; fhe was about to make a Return to 
It, in a manner which would have made her Grand- 
daughter know the Power fhe had over her, and which 
ftie would exert ; when Hauterive^ perceiving her In- 
tention, prevented her, by faying. There is nothing. 
Madam, in the divine Ifahella'B Difcourfc that is not 
too juft to give Offence to Perfons fenfible what Love 
and Honour enjoin ; and in fpite of th.e Defpair it caufes 
in me, obliges me to confefs I (hould think her lefs 
worthy the uiblime Paffibn I have for h^r, had fhe any 
Sentiments different from thofe fhe has declared. I de- 
fire not, continued he, with a deep Sigh, that (he 
ihould be conflrained in her Choice ; all I afk, is Per- 
miffion to adore her, and to be^aliowM fomuch time 
to tedify my Conflancy, as may affure her that ^thing 
is capable of changing it. 

You fhall have all that you think neceffary, -faid the 
Countefs ; for I here declare, that if Ifahella confents 
not to be yours, flie never fhallbe the Count's, till yoa 
approve fhe fhould be fo. In fpeaking thefe Words 
Aie rofe, and palling haflily to her Clofet, left them ^at 
Liberty to praife her Condud, or to complain of it, 
according as they were agitated by their different Sen- 
timents. 

To have the Power of defering our Happinefs, faid 
Ifabella to Hauterinje, is methinks, but a mean Con- 
folation For you, fince it will only give you an Oppor- 
tunity of beholding every Day freQi Marks of our Fi- 
delity. That defpairing Lover wa? incapable of making 
any Anfwer to thefe Words ; and the Count de Sai- 
monyy though he had refolved to do as little as was pof- 
iible to enhance the Grief of his Rival, had now not 
Power to retain that generous Determination ; but 
throwing himfelf at the Feet of Ifabdla the Moment 
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the Counters had left the Room, thatik*d the Charmer 
of his Soul for the Declaration (he had made in his 
Favour, in Words fo full of Extafy, that it feem*d as 
if he had been doubtful of his Happinefs till that Mo- 
ment. 
• HJUTERIf^S had his Eyes fix'd on them with fo 
mournful an Eamefbefs, that the beautiful ^^sr^ffa, 
who was with the Countefs when they entered, and had 
been prefent during this Scene, was touched with the 
moil tender Concern ; and well knowing what had put 
him in this State^ could not forbear interrupting a Con« 
tentment which ihe faw gave him fomuch Pain. She 
ran to I/ahiila, and embracing her, told her ihe muil 
thank her in her Turn, fince it could not be expefled 
but that ihe was deeply intereiled in all that concerned 
her Brother. This Action obliging the Count to rife 
from the Poilure he had been in, and turning towards 
Hauterive, he beheld him rather as a Man dead than 
living ; add upbraiding himfelf for having been the 
Caufe, by xhe unwary Rapture to which he had given 
a Loofb, he took him in his Arms, crying, *' My dear 
** and eenerous Rival, pardon a Lover, who, in his 
" Excels of IJappinefs, forgot every thing.'* 

It is eafy for me to pardon your Forgetfulncfs of me, 
reply'd Hautsrivi, iince I have forgot my{df in a con- 
trary Emotion. Ceafe then, faid Ifahella^ to profe- 
cute the Caufe of it, defiil from feeing Objeds whiclv 
can never hut contribute to your Defpair. Content 
yourfelf with knowing that I feel for you ail that Friend- 
(hip can infpire ; and as your Virtue enables you to love 
your Rival, let it alfo ferve you to overcome a PaFion 
fo deibudive to your own Peace, and fo great an Ob- 
ilacle to the Happinefs of thofe who are fo dear to you. 

A Passion, Madam, anfwer'd he, which owes its 
Birth to you, is not fo eafily. extinguifh'd. That very 
Virtue in you which deftroys my Hopes, inflames my 
Wiihes ; and that which is in myfelf, ferves but to 
make me more wretched, by teaching me how jufl it 
is to adore you ; no, I can die, but never can ceafe 
to love yoo. Thcfe Words were accompany'd with a 
G a Gefture 



Geftare full of Defpair ; which not being able to com« 
inand, he went out of the Room, without permitting 
the Count to attend him even to the Door, and imme-i 
diately took Horfe, and left the CaiUe de Mayrand. 

Both Ifahtlla and the Count were fenfibly touch*d 
with his Condition ; but as the Misfortunes of a Ri- 
va' ferve only to increafe the Happinefs of a Lover bc- 
lov'd, how generous foever ; Selmony could not grieve 
for thofe of H^iuteri*Oe^ any farther than he was coa>- 
peird to do fo by theNoblenefs of his Nature : And 
his own Joy foon furmounting all other Confiderations^ 
he again indulgM theTranfport of his Soui^ and pafs*d 
the Remainder of the Day in a Satisfaction which he 
alone could be able to exprefs. 

But ic was not fo with Madam de Mayrand^ the 
Courage and Refolution of Ifahella had extremely dif» 
pleas*d her : In the firft Emotions of her Rage, (he 
was about to forbid the Count de Salmony the Sight of 
his adorable Millrefs from that Moment ; but as (he had 
a great Share of good Senfe and Honour, tho' both 
at this time werie blinded by the exccffivc Wealth of 
Hauferive, (he refle6led that (he could not treat de 
Salmony in that manner, without incurring the jufl Re- 
proaches of the whole World ; and therefore contented 
himfelf with this Confolation, that the time allowed 
him to be abfent from his Regiment would (hortly be 
expired, and that then (he (hould be at full Liberty to 
bend the Mind of Ifahella^ which ftill (he defpaired not 
ef doing, when he (hould be removed* 

The Count de Salmonyy on the other hdnd, know- 
ing his Refidence in that Country could be but for a 
(hort time, omitted not a Day paying his Vifits to J/a' 
hella : The difconfolate Hauteri've came hither too 
fometimes ; but the(e tender Lovers were fo cautious 
in their Behaviour in his Prefence, that he had nothing 
to complain of, but his own ill Fate, in compelling 
him to interrupt the Happinefs of thofe whom, could 
it have been purchafed any other way, he would have 
given the beft Part of his Blood. He would frequently 
vtter Words to this 'ESkGc ; which his Proceedings 
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leaving no room to doubt the Trath of, made a rtrj 
great Impreifion on all who heard them. 

But of all who knew the fad Situation of his Heart, 
none was fo feniibly aiFefted with it as Mariana : She 
c6uld not forbear avowing her Concern, and one Dajc, 
in the Prefence of her Brother, Ihefaid^o Ifabtlla^ that 
ihe thought Fate was extremely unjufl to the Merits of 
Hauteri'ue^ and that fo many Perfeflions as he was 
Mader of, ought to have inticled him rather to the ut- 
mod Felicities, than the Misfortunes he had but too 
much Reafon to complain of. 

How, Sifter, reply 'd the Count, docs the ill Fo^ 
tune of my Rival occaiion in yon more Regret, than 
my Happinefs gives you Pleafure ; would you buy his 
Contentment at the Price of my Life ? No, certainly, 
cry'd fhe ; and if I offer up any Prayers to Heaven for 
him, it is not for what would oppofe your Satisfac- 
tion. But how is it poilible, again demanded he, that 
you can wiih his HappineOi, without defiring my Ruini? 
Very eaiUy, refumM (he, with. the moll charming 
Spri^tlinefs : I wiih that he might ceafe to love l/a- 
hilla^ and that his Heart might be infpired with a 
Paffion for fome other^ who, by being unprepofTefsM, 
might know what is the Due of Merits fuch as jiis. 
She had no fooner fpoke thefe Words, than her whole 
Face was tm£tnr*d with a rofy Hue s which Ifabelta 
percetving, and a thonfand things occurring that Mo- 
ment to her Remembrance, teftih^ing the Concern ti^is 

.young Beauty had exprefi^d for the Sufferings of Hau- 
tifi've, made her prefently aflbred ihe took a greater 

tintercft in his Fortune, than pofiibly ihe was herfdf 
yet fenfible of; and looking eamefUy on Yt^t, No Per* 

. fon in the World,, faid (he, is more capable to infpire 
him with fuch Sentiments than yourfelf, my dear il/«* 

. riana ; and I am perfuadcd, that if he knew the leaft 

' of yours, thofe he has fox me would immediately 

. vanifli. 

Because I blu(h, re^^y M itftfrw7»tf, Ymiling, yon 

imagine prefently that yob read in my Heart things 

which are not (here. But J aiTure yoo, I am very f^r 
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fion feduig for him any Part of that Attachment I fee 
between my Brother and yon ; liowever^ I do not be- 
lieve yoo will blame me for confefling, that his nncom* 
aon Minits have made roe fet a higher Value on him, 
than any Man I have yet feen. 

No, cryM the Count, and I Ihould believe thtitt 
wai nothing wanting to my Happinefs, could J onoe 
kehold you the Object of his Defires. This was not 
the only Converiation they had on this Subject ; and 
the beautifol MarsMu^, by beinj; accuftomed to hear 
the two Perfons in the World moft dear to her, wifii 
iie flNght make as Imprcffion on Hautervve^ became 
inteifibly to wiih it herfelf, and, in fine, to know that 
'Was Love, which ihe had till now taken only for 
Efteem. - 

BvT sow the Time prefixed for the Deptftnre of 
SalMMy approach^, and the Thoughts of it antici- 
pated the Melancholy foch a Separation muft naturally 
oceaCoii. The OMmeeii iiMv the wiih*d*fer Mooientr 
with }oy, Hatiirivi witkont Hopt^ an^ the tWo 
Lovcm with M ineKpreffifale Grief i hut Eats W9s pre- 
paring for them fomffhing moi« teniklev. and one 
.ilighi quHb a cruel Change m the Defigot of both the 
me and tke other. 

A Man named Ga/a, bom at Mar/dlUi^ who had 
been JbrsMrfy a Domeftk of the Coont di Miyrmmd, 
being fooie ifane finee taken Frifoiier by a Cmrfiur of 
Jlp^f firand kiiCftptivity fo rigoroas, diaf, n/ relieve 
l^mfelf from it, he renoane*a the O^^is flsuth, and 
cmbnc^d that of the Umh&ifimam^ This \Apoftacy rea- 
^r*d him f(^ d^sur to his l^troo, that from his Servant 
le beeame hit Friend, and was made fcfy him Com- . 
sunder of a Veflel : He went feveral Voyages, and 
Kturned with great Succe^, cruizing about the Coafir 
^Frwinti and Languedoc i which Ports he was per- 
tly aecfuaiated with, filing to go out again, he be* 
thought himfelf of the Caflle de MayranJy ini which 
lie had fo long lived. * He doubted not of gaining a 
coniici^rable Booty, in cafe he could fnrprize it i and 
reinedibring the Avenue to it from the Sea, he landed 
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under the Shelter of the Night ; and pofling fome Men 
well armM at convenient Diflances, to give notice of 
the Approach of any body that way, went dire£Hy to 
the great Gate, accompanied by thirty of his Crew, 
Wretches ftanch in Murder, and who by a long Habit 
of Cruelty^ had thrown off all that was humane in 
th^m. 

The Caftle, tho* well defended from Robbers on 
all the other Sides, was little fortify'd towards the Sea^ 
as apprehending no Danger from that Quarter i and this 
bloody Band eafily forced their Way into the outer 
Court, where fome of the Servants being lodged^ had 
their Throats cur, without the leaft Warning of their 
Fate. All within the inner Apartments were buried in 
the moil profound Sleep, when the Nolfe the AfTailants 
made in entering, awaked them in a Fright which is 
not to be defcribed : The wicked Ga/a flew diredlly to 
the Chamber where lay the Countels, and having fe- 
cured her, proceeded to that of Ifabella and Mariana, 
chaining all thofe Ladies, with fifteen Women Attend- 
ants : After having mnrderM all the Male Domeflics.

Nor were they a Moment too foon in the Difpatch 
of this yillanous Enterprize : A Shepherd who was 
watching his Flock on a high Mountain near the Caftle 
^e MayranJ, perceived in the Clofe of the Day, a Vef- 
fel riding near the Coaft^ as did alfo the Watchman be- 
longing to the Caftle ; but both the one and the other 
iniitook it for a Bark belonging to Fiihermen, till the 
Noife of forcing the Gales being heard by the Shep- 
herd, made him fufped fome Part of the Truth ; on 
which he ran immediately to the Caftle de Salmon^, 
and awaked the Count, letting him know the Caufe of 
this Ifitrufion. 
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Tho* it was I'xnpofllble for him to comprehend the 
worft of this Adventure, yet to be told that Jfahella 
^as in any Danger, was fufficient to animate^a Lover 
fo faithfcd as Salmony ; he prefently had all his Men 
in Arms, and well mounted, he rode, or rather flew to 
the Caflle dt Mayrand^ where the frightful Solitude, 
the Carnage, and the drippM Chambers informed him 
but toq/ully of , his. Misfortune ; he wafted not the 
Time,' however, in unavailing Complaint, but ran to 
the Sea-fide, where he arrivM the vesy Moment thofe 
Wretches had weighed anchor. The Dawn of Day 
rendering Objedb diftinguifhable, he there beheld the 
Ladies on the Deck ; and being near enough to have 
his Voice heard, he cried out to Gafa to releafe the 
Prisoners, and hie ihould make his own ISfoni/or their 
Ranfom. , -^.III::^ 

But fuch Offers, tho' made by the CouiSl in the prei- 
fent Diilra^lion of his Soul, could not expe£t to be re- 
ceived ; Gafa knew very well, that had he turned 
back, the Ranfom of his Prifoners mud have been a 
Gibbet for himfelf and Followers, and therefore gave 
no other Anfwer to the Words of Salmony^ than a Dif- 
charge of his Guns, with which two of the Perfons 
who had accompany *d the Count, werekilPd, and him- 
felf receivM a Bullet in his Shoulder ; which made him 
j^ll motionlefs, and, in all Appearance, dead. The 
Cries which Ifabella and Mariana fent forth at this 
SpedUcle, would have touched any Hearts except thofe 
who had now the Difpofal of them ; but thefe Barht\^ 
rians were inflexible to all, and the Winds favouring 
the profperous Mifchief, fo fiiPd their Sails, that they 
foon loii Sight of Langutdoc, 

The Troops of Count Salmony^ perceiving there was 
no Remedy for this Misfortune, bent their whole Cares 
for his Recovery, who they found was not dead : And 
leaving carryM him to the Caflle de Mayrand, the Sur« 
geons who drefsM his Wound told them, there was 
yet no ceruin Judgment to be form'd concerning the 
Danger of it i but they were the more apprehenfive, 
when having recovered him from the Swoon he had 
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feag lain in, he fell into fuch violent Tnmfportp of 
mingled Grief and Rage, as might have been^^bieiof 
themfelves to have deftroyed his Life without^he Af- 
finance of fo terrible a Hart. 

This unhappy Accideat being foon divulged, there 
feemed to be a Strife between all 3ie Nobility and Gen- 
try of thofc Parts, who fliould mofl contribute to give 
him Confolation in fo iad an Exigence ;. but he who 
. bore the Prize yf^^ Hauterive. This Friend and Rival 
quitted hin^ neither Night nor Day, adminiflring to 
him every thing, he took with his own Hand, and 
omicing nothing for the Re-eilablifhment both of his 
Mind and ^ody, that could be expe&ed from the mo^ 
tender Brother. Saimony found himfelf under fuch 
Obh'gations to his zealous Cares, that tho* he wiih'd 
to die, he could hot be fo ungrateful as to attempt any^ 
thing which fhould render them fruitlefs ; and when- 
ever overcome by the Violence of his Defpair, he would 
refufe thofe Things which were necefTary for the Reco* 
vtty of his Healthy You mull live, my dear Count ! faid 
Hauterhjty yoa muft live to. deliver Ifahellay and to 
receive the Crown of your Fidelity, by a happy Mar- 
riage with her ; and you muft alfo live to acknowledge 
(he Endeavours of the unfortunate Hautervve. 

You flatter me with Hopes, replied Saimony ^ with 
a Voice all languiHiing, which my Reafon will not per- 
mit me to entertain s but fince my Life is necefTary to 
enable me to return fome Part of the Favours you have 
confer 'd on me, do with me what you pleafe, I con fen c 
to prolong a Breath which brings no other Advantage 
with it, than the^Pleafure of obliging you. 

'TwAs in this manner thefe generous Rivals teili- 
fied the mutual Regard they had for each other,, which 
by .the Novelty of it iurprized and charmed all who 
were Witneiles of it, during the firft Days oi Saimony* % 
Jndifpofition ; but when he was thought out of Dan- 
ger, and appeared fomething more tranquil in bis Mind 
than he had been, he took any Opportunity of commu- 
. nicattng to him a Defign he had formed ; and fitting on 
the Bed-fide by- him : A' y^^ ^^ ^^^ ^ ^ Condition 
G 5 ia 



to trkindy my deaf Stiimony^ laid he, and, according to 
all Appearance, cannot be of a long Time, I have re- 
folved to take a Voyage for the Delivery of Ifabella ; 
and have already wrote to the Court, to obtain Per- 
mifiion to leave the Kingdom for fome Months ; which 
as i doubt not of procuring, 1 have regulated my Af- 
fairs in fuch a manner, as will enable me to redeem 
Madam and Mademoiielle de Mayrand, with your 
charming Sifter, and all the Captives taken from this 
, Oaftle. I fhould have been glad you could have been 
Partner in this Voyage ; but as that is impoffible, 'yoa 
xauft refolve to lee me go without you, as foon as 1 re- 
ceive an Anfwer from the Court : But be aflbred that I 
iball cake no Advantage from the Service I am going to 
Tender IfaMla^ nor will even mention my unhappy Paf« 
fion till I have reftored her to the full Liberty of pur- 
iaing her Inclinations. This I fwear by every thing a 
Man of Honour has to hope or fear ;• and' I flatter my- 
felf that you have a good Opinion enough of me to give . 
Credit to my. Faith, when ib folemnly given. 

The Count was fo charmed with this Refetution of 
TRMtteii*ve^ and the delightful Hope of ieeing Ifabella 
again, that for fome Moments he fbrgot it was to his 
Rival he was to owe the Obligation ; and looking on 
him, on this Occafion, only as the deareft of his Friends^ 
\!t thanked him a thoufand Times 9ver, for having 
taking fuch a Refolution, and as often conjured him to 
let nothing prevent the Execution of it. 

A PEW Days fucceeding this, in which Hauterrve 
^Siad declared his Intention,, he received an Anfwer from 
the Court, with Permil&on to go wherefoever be pleaf- 
cd. Having fettled every thing beforehand,* he depart- 
ed immediately, taking leave of no Perfon but the Count 
de Salmony^ who embraced him tenderly with thefe 
Words : I have a thoufand things within me, firug- 
gling for Vent, faid he $ but I cannot refolve to fufped 
your Friendihip, or your Honour, i underftand yoa, 
rej^lied Hauterhje ; you fear to exa£t too much from 
your unhappy Friend ; but^I beg you, for the fake of 
your own kepofe, aa well as for that of the EBeem I 
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iK^oald maintain In jour Heart, to reft fectire that T wril 
a6l in every thing as a Perfoo no more interefted in tbd 
* Freedom of Ifa6i//a, than that of Madam de Maj' 
rand^ or your Sifter the beautifu} Mariana, Aftef 
this they embraced a fecond time, and HauteH*ve be- 
gan his Joarney to Marfeiiles^ where he was obliged 
to wait a confiderabte time for his Paflport : They 
told him here, that there was a Jmv at Lighom^ to 
whom the Regent of Alper h'ad given a great Namber 
of blank Paftports to be filled up at his iSicretibn ; ho 
' was therefore advifed to go diredity thither. Accord- 
ingly he embarked, and had a '^txy (bort and fortunate 
Fai&ge : At his Arrival he was foon conducted to tho 
Houfe of Saeerdoty, where he acquainted him witk 
kis Name, Qua] ky, and the JVfotives of his Voyage. 
The yen» (iften*d with Attention, and having accepted 
all that the Generofity of Hauterrve offered him, aC- 
Aired him of doing every thing in his Power to fkctli-- 
fate his Enterprize. As a Proof of what he had faid, 
he immediately gave him the PaflTport he defired, 
accompanied with Letters to the Regent of ^i^iVr, andf 
%o fdveral Correfpondents he had in that Placer 
And having fortunar«'y a Ship jaft ready to fet fail^ 
Hauteri^v^ embraced the lucky Opportunity, and tho 
Wind ferving, went aboard the next Day. 

But while the Interefts of If^ella thus employed 
her Lover, that unhappy Lady was in Difficulties more 
dreadful than coiikl be imagined either by Hauterrve 
or de ScUmony. The perfidious Gafa well knowing all 
this iiluftrious Pajnily, retained fome kind of Coniidera«^ 
tion for them, never feparating Ifahelia ^nd Mariatu^ 
ft^m the Coantefi dt Mayrandy and treated them with 
more Refpe^ than could be expeded from a Man oF 
Us Profeffion ; but 'tis more than probable this fieha* 
viour was excited lefs by Good-nature than his own 
Interefty the Grief of thefe Ladies being fovioleorj^' 
that he jullly feared Death would deprive him of- the 
great Sums he expected to get for the Difpofal of 
them, and therefore endeavoured by aH the Means hi^ 
€oald» to render their Captivity lefa irkfome^daring theu^ 
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Vcjkp^ ingoing to expofe them to Sale^ as fooa at 
they maid strive at Jlgitr : Bat, in fpite of all his 
Care^ the Ceuntefs was ftized with a Malady which ' 
made jUl about her juftly defpair (he would be able, 
confidering how kr flie was advanced in Years, ever to 
recover. As the two young Beauties were one Day 
weeping by her; Ceafe.to lament, faid (he, *tis I who 
mm the Caufe of your Misfortunes : *Tis for this I have 
drawn down the Wrath of Heaven on me, and 'tis - 
for that I am every Moment reproaching myfelf. 
I would' have tore you from the deferving, the faithful 
Salmony^l I contrived all manner of ImpedimenU to 
part you, when I (hould have contributed to your 
Union in purfuance of your Father*s Will, and my own 
Promife.^ 'Tis a Happinefs I now defpair of» 

feeing Death will ihortly take from me the Power.-*— 
But as for you, hope twtry thing from the proiedting 
Hand of Heaven, fomething within informs me that 
Salmony is ftill living ; and, if fo, I doubt not but he 
will foon find the Means of redeeming you. I defire 
BO more than to be forgiven. This TenderAefs, and 
^e fad Condition Madam the Countefs Mras in, made 
Jfabella and Mariana almoil di/folve in Tears i they . 
did cyery thing in their Power .to con(ble her, but in 
vain ; and (he died when they were in Sight oi Jlgier^ 
leaving thefe young Ladies ib wholly taken up with 
Grief for her Lofs, as for a while made them forget 
even th^ Horror of the Captivity they were going to 
enter into, and the juH Apprehenfions of what Treat* 
aient they might find from tbofe Barbarians. 

Beimo landed in Jlgitr, the cruel Gafay without the 
leaft Remorfe for what he had done, or was about to 
do, expofed to Sale the two beautiful Slaves, and re- 
ceived for them a very confiderable Sum of a young 
7urk^ caird ZtHm^ Son of a Renegado of Prvoina t 
whidi Country daily fends forth lo mxof Apoftatea 
from the Chri&iam Faith, t]iat nothing is fnbre com- 
mon than to hear the yrtry Children, when ehaftifed by 
their Parents, cry they will go to Turfy, and be made 
4^lah§mitami aad this tbey frequently do. 
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- ZEL IM found ib many Charms in hi^ hir Slave!^ 
that he repented not of the Purchafe he iiad made ; 
and judging by their Air and Deportment that they 
were Perfons of Quality, caufed them^ to be treated 
with Refpe^l. He had placed them in a HoOift which 
his Father had built after the manner of the modern 
Architedure» and had eyery thing about it to render 
it pleafant and commodious ; here he placed Perfons to 
attend them» and gave flridl Orders that nothing but 
Liberty fhould be refufed them. As he was of a Dif- 
po£ition more humane than mod of his Country, and 
alfo expected a very great Ranfom for^them^ he was 
fenfibly afieded with their Griefs, and permitted them 
to write to their Friends. Thefe Letters were fent by 
the way of Leghorn^ and happened to be diredled^to 
. the Care of that fame Jew to whom Hauterhve had 
addrefsM himfelf. 

Ma ]>£M0 I s £ l l e s de Mi^rand and de Saimny be- 
t gan now to think their Captivity would not be fo ri* 

1 gorous as they had apprehended ; and this good Ufage 

f of Zelim*s would very much have abated their Melan-^ 

choly, could they have entertainM the leaft Hope of 
the Count being dill numberM with the Living : Bat 
as often as they refledled on his Death, and the Man- 
ner of it, they relapfed into the mOft violent Defpair, 
cfpeciaUy Ifaheilai fo much is Love above Nature,' 
that it compelled her to fay, if Salmony were dead, (he 
wifli'd not to be relieved from Slavery ; for Liberty 
had nothing in it could allay her Sorrows for fo terri- 
ble a Lofs. But whatever her Paffion might at that 
» time fuggell, fhe was foon after of a contrary Opinion^ 

and thought nothing fo great an Evil as being in the 
Power of Zelim. 

Ti|is Turk could not fo frequently gaze on the 
Beauties of Ifahdla^ without feeling their ordinary 
Effe£b ^nd if his Pity, joined to the Self-intereft of 
I ^ prefervmg the Lives of two fuch illuilrious Captives, 

. , * had before made him Jreat them with all kind of Indul- 
gence and Refpeft, a flronger and a more violent Paf- 



0f pteafing the adorable Ifahella, Bat as he loved, Ke 
alfo refpedted her, and that Relpe^l kept him from de* 
daring himfelf too fuddeoly. He therefore fought firft 
to engage her Friendfhip and Efteem by magnificent 
Prefents, Treats, Balls, Mufic^and whatever he thought 
night charm the Senfe of this young Beauty : In fine^ 
the AiUduities he paid, were fuch as might eaiily be 
fufpeded from what Souinre they (pning, Marianm, 
as moH: at liberty to examine them, perceived it iirft, 
and having made Ifahtlta Partaker of her Conje^ures, 
chat refolute Lady was moft cmdiy alarmed, but took 
a folemn Vow, rather to kill herfelf than fuifer the leail 
Indignity to be offered to her Honour.' Nor was it 
long before (he found that (be flood in need of all her 
Courage ; for ZtUm perceiving his Gallantries had but 
little Effcd, determined to diicover his Paffion more 
plainly, imagining that everything might be permit- 
fed him with a Slave, and condemning his Own Timi- 
dity, which had fo long reflrained his Tongue. With 
this Intention he went one Day to their Apartment^ 
and looking on Ifahdla with Eyes in which 'twas eafy 
to read what pafsM in his Heart, I repent, faid he» 
that I permitted you to write for your Ranfom, fince, . 
were the Treafures of all France oi!er*d me in Ex- 
change for you, they would not have Power enough 
to prevail on me to reftbre you. ^fty, continued he, 
J am fo far from being able to live without you, that 
I an^ refolved to make you mine by Marriage. I flat* 
ter myfelf fuch a Propofal will not be difagreeable to 
ywk : I have Riches fufHcient to put you in Pofieffion 
•f eftry thing you can defire, and Love enough (0 
make you the entire Miflrefs of all I have. 

Scarce could Ifabella contain herfelf at this info* 
lent Difcourfe; birt reHe^ing that (he was in hb 
Power, her Difcretion got the letter of her Refentment, 
and (he chofe rather to foften than provoke him. I am 
perfuaded,' faid (he, that fuch an Offer would appear 
extremely advantageous to' any other; but the State I| 
am in compels mc to refufe it. I have been long fince| 
fontnidied by the moft foleam Engagements to the) 
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Brotlier of this amiable Lsidy, who is here Partaker of 
that, Captivity, nothing bat your Generofity could have 
rendered fupportable : My Religion, therefore, and the , 
' Laws of my Country not permitting me to give my 
Faith to any other, I hope you will never adt towards 
sne in' a Manner which (hall oblige me to repent the* 

Efteem I have conceived for you But if you (hould^ 

added (he, after a little Paufe, be affared I am enough 
ienfible of what is owing to my Sex and Birth, to en- 
able me to preferve my Honour, by giving myfdf 
Death before your' Eyes. 

She pronounced thefelaft Words with a Tone, which 
convinced Zelim (he had Courage enough to execute 
what flie threatened ; and as prefumptuous as lie was, 
made him fee nothing was to be won by Violence ; 
he coniidered alfo, that if there was no Poffibilfty of 

faining her, it were better to have a great Sum for 
er Ranfom, than to lofe all by her Death. He was 
not without Hope, however, that the Continuance of-^ 
his A(]iduities might win her in time to recede from her 
Confiancy to the former Lover s and, throwing off all 
^ that Boldnefs he had aiTumed for the Explanation of his 
Faffion, I befeech yon, Madam, faid he, not to ima- 
gine I in the Icaft depended on the Power I have oveir 
you, or ever (hall make any other Ufe of it than fuch as 
you (hall approve : The only Means I (hall put in ^ 
pra£lice to gain you, (hall be by my Submiflions and my 
Conftancy ; and, as I fee I have offended, (hall lay this 
Punifhment on myfelf, to quit your Prefencc, nor pre- 
fume to return without having firH obtained your Per- 
miflion. 

With tbefe Words he went out of the Room, 
leaving Ifahella extremely fatisfy'd with this good Ef- 
feA of her Moderation, and believing it beft to perfid 
in it, gave him leave to vi(it her again on his entreat- 
ing it ; he, on the other hand, -obferved fo fb-id a De« 
corum, that his Eyes only difcovered he had ftill the ' 
fame Violence of Paffion that his Tongue had lately de-^ 
' dared. But the Slaves he had given her for Attendants^ 
. were continuidly entertaining her wiUv :he great Riches 
* • and 
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and Mcrit9 of their Lord^ the coniiderable Employmentt 
he had in the Regency, and the many heypie A^oii» 
hfs had done; all which ferved only to fill Ifabella with 
the utmofl Contempt for the Bafenefs of thpfe Women, 
who being moH of them Provincials^ had no more Vir- 
tue and Spirit than to become voluntary Slaves to the 
Enemies of their Religion and their Countiy. v. 

Things were in this Situation when Hauterive af» 
rived at Algier: He had (Irong Recommendations from 
Sacerdoiy to a Jew called Salem^ and through his In- 
tereft was fo much befriended, that he immediately 
gained Intelligence of every thing he dtiiTtd to know- 
They went together to the Houfe of Z^/fiR, .and the 
Jiw having informed them of their Bufinefjiy' offered 
a very great Ranfom for Ifabella and Mariana ; but 
he feemM loth to hold Difcourfe on that Article ; and 
when Hauteri*ve prefsM the Matter, and added con- 
fiderabiy to the Sum propofed by the Jew^ he told 
them, at laft, that all they could fay would be ineif- 
feftual, for he had refolved to fend thefe Slaves to the 
Grand Signior^s Seraglio, as it was his Dut^. to« do, 
on account of their extraordinary Beauty, t .:%« 

Tuss£ Words were like a Clap of Thunder to the- 
amorous Hauterive ; he could not reflrain the AnguiChr^ 
of his Soul from breaking forth through his Eyes ;: 
and this it was that made the quick-fighted Zelim re- 
fufe him the Privilege of feeing the Prifoners, eafily 
difcovering he loved by his Emotions, and doubting 
not it was Ifabella who had charmed him ; and that.ke 
was the favoured Lover for whofe Sake (he had been 
deaf to his Pretenfions. He therefore difpatchM them 
with no other Anfwer>. than fuch as alnioft diflradted 
Hauterive. - Salem^ who faw his Defpair,^ told hini, 
that nothing was more common than for the Turks ta 
behave in the Manner Zelim had done, thinking by 
that Menace to enhance the Ranfom of their Captives ^ 
bufr bid him take Comfort, for he would contrive fome 
Means for the Deliverance of thefe Ladies, if he im- 
peded nor his Defigns by any Ad of Impatience. Hautg" 
Ww was fenfibly touched with the Good-nature of ti^ 
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Jiw^ and promifed to be guided by him In evtry 
thing. 

This Vilit had given Zilim little leis Difqaiet, and 
with good Reafon, aiTuring himfelf that the Knowledge 
of it woald add not only to the Indifference of Ifa^ 
hella for him, but alfo to her Melancholy, refolved to 
keep it a Secret from her ; but, in Spite of the Care he 
took, a young Slave, whom Mariana^ by her Good- 
humour and Generofity, had engaged very much in 
her Interefls, difcoverM to her, that a French Gentle* 
man had .been to treat with her Mafter concerning her 
Ranfom, and that of Ifabtlla ; but ^entreated her not 
to reveal what fhe had told ; becaufe, as Zilim had 
commanded none fhould fpeak of it, he would not fail 
to take away her Life for her Infidelity. Mariana 
eafily fatisfied all her Fears as to that Point ; and ob« 
liging her to defcribe as near as flie could the Features 
and Shape of this Gentleman, the Slave anfwered in 
fuch a Manner as aiTured her it could be no other than 
Hawteri^ui. 

MARIANA was fufficiently acquainted with the 
Difcr^tion of I/abella to know it would be no Breach 
of her Promife to the Slave to inform her of this Adven.- 
ture; which, as foon as fhe had done, that beautifql 
Lady was touch'd with the moft fenfible Gratitude for 
the Generofity of Hduteri'Uii but, at the fame Time» 
as this News more convinced her of the Death of the 
Count di Sa/mofy, by his not having accompany^d 
that obliging Rival, (he fell into fuch Agonies of Grie^ 
that Nature, too weak to fuflain them, refufed her Aid, 
and the opprefs*d I/abella. it\\ fwooning into the Arms 
of Mariana ; who, frighted beyond Meafure at this 
fudden Accident, ihriek*d out for the Women to come 
to her AiMahce, and they were all employed in en- 
deavouring to recover her, when Zelim entered the 
Room, So unexpedled a Sight put him into the utmoft 
ConHernation ; he demanded of Mariana a thoufand ' 
Times the Caufe, bat (he was able to anfwer him no 
•therwife than by her Tears« 
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At lengtli, Ifahella having opened her Eyes, caft 
them on the Earth with fo langaifhing and dying an 
Air, that the Fear of lofmg her changed all the Rcfo- 
lutions Zelim had formed ; and beginning to imagine, 
that \rf fome Accident (he had dtfcover'd what he had 
endeavoured to conceal, thought now to make a Merit 
of revealing it. I came, faid he, approaching her, to 
inform you, that there are People in Algier who have 
ofKsrM me confiderabie Sums for your Ranfom,^ and 
that one of them is of your own Country 5 but yoa 
are not in a Condition now to lifteii to the Reafons 
which obliged me to j-cfnfe their Propofals. Mariana^ 
perceiving that IfahtUa made Vio Reply, fpoke in this 
Manner : Thfefc Accident?, in a Captivity fuch as our»> 
^iiiid file; have nothing extraordinary in them ; but, me- 
* thinks, it is much more annazing that you, who pre- 
tend to iove Ifahelhy can chufe rather to fee her die 
•than at Liberty ;. the Igdifpoiition file laboun under is 
€€ca6onM only by the ernel Idea of being for ever de- 
prived of feeing all thofe of her own Cpuhtry. 

I LOVB her enough, rep!y*d the f«ri, to give her 
that Satifffa^ion inarmediately, were I aflured mat the 
Frenchman who is here now, were any other than your 
Brother. 

At thefe.Words, Mariana, pretending an Ignorance 
•of every thing, cry'd out, What fert of Man is he? 
The Pi^ore Zelim made of him in his Defcription, con- 
ficmcd what they be/ore imagined^ that it was really 
Jlantiri*!^ ; on which. No, £iid Mariana r this can- 
not be ray Brother ; but, I believe, he is a Pcrfon of 
Condition in our Province, whom Gencrofity alone has 
brought for the Redemption of two miferable Captives ; 
and yott would confer an Obligation on me, which I 
ihcfuld be ever ready to acknowledge, if you would 
permit me to entertain him. The TurA^ after' having 
given himfelf a Moment's tin^e for Refledion, confent* 
-ed to what fte defined, and fent immediate Word to 
the Jew and HmuUri've^ that, if they pleafed, they 
Slight have free Leave to vtfit the Ladies. 

But 
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But he no fooner heard they Were beIow» than he 

took them into a private Room, and declared to them 

his trae Intentions ; adding, that it would be in vain 

for them to think of redeeming Ifabella^ but if they 

^^voiiid forward kis Deiire with her, he would refign to 
•them Mariana wtthoiiit Ranfom, and it was on this 

.Condition only^. he told them, that he would confent 
to an Interview. Hauteri'Vi^ who was impatient to 
fee Ifabella by any Means, feem*d to agree to what he 
faid, and they were then conduced to the Apart- 

<jnent, where they were expected by Ifahtlla and 

^ Mariaha, 

Thb Sight of HMtteri'Vi renewing the Remem- 

-branch of the Count 4i Salmany^ had thrown Ifahilia 
into the Condition £he had but lately been recovered 

'from, had not her Gnth found Vent in Tears, which 
poured in great Abundance from her Eyes, while (he 
received the Salutations of that faithful Lover, who 
afterwards paid his Compliments to Mariamai and 

;thei« wasfomething fo monmliil in this Meeting, that 
8ighs were for ibmc Moments the only I^anguage at^ 
of them cooM nUke ^feofi Jf/kieUa^ Mt \m, ovef* 
coming thofe violent Smotiotis which had deprived her 

rof Speech, thank'd Hautirpift^ in the xm&. ^UigiQg 
Terms, for the Pains he had uken for her ; and lokl 
him» that» in Spite of her lodifFerence for Life, after 

* the Lotfes fixe had fiifhun*dy (he could not avoid being 
ienfiUe of what he had ondcrtaken for her Deliv^ranee. 

Ths SB Words giving him a Sufpidon that (bo 
thoaghe the Count had perifhed by that Wound they 
' iaw him receive, he delayed not to free her from an 
Error fo £atal to her Repofe. If the Lofs of Madam 
de Mofrand^ reply*d he, and your Liberty, makes 
Life feem a Burden to yon at prefent, yet. Madam, 

* you ought to remember there is a Perfon not lefs dear 
'to you, who could not furvive your Death. The 

Count d€ S'almoi^ has a Right to expc^ you. (houM 
live for him ; axid if you think the lUtle I have don<r, 
or ihall be able to do, either for you or him, merits 
your Regard, you cannot contemn Life» without in* 

* ♦ • juficg 
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juring the Gratitude you are pleasM to exprefs for my 
Services. 

Hew ! cryM the beaatiful Mariana^ does then my 
Brother live ! on which Hautirive recounted all that 
had befallen him, concealing nothing of his Defpair^ 
and the Impoflibility it wouM have been to have pre- 
vaird on him to have out-lived the Loft of IfabtUa, 
had not his Cares, and the Aflurance he gave him of 
undertaking fomething for her Deliverance, made him 
IiAen to the Pleas of Self-prefervation. This little 
Hiftory excited Millions of Acclamations from the two 
fair Captives ; which being a little over, Hauterive 
proceeded to inform them of the Converfation he had 
with the Turk, and the Conditions on which he ob* 
tained Permiflion to entertain them. 

He had no fooner mentioned the O^r of Zeiim to 
reftore Mstriafra without Ranfom, than fhe cry^d out, 
with a Gaiety which, till then, had iong been a 
Strujger to her Voice and Eyes, No, I will never am- 
fent to that Article, Liber^ is not fo precious to me as 
to make me wiih the Enjoyment of it without Ifabella^ 
and I will never abandon her, tha* I (hould be con* 
ilrain*d to become the Wife of a Turk too. Neither 
Ifabilia nor HauUrivi could forbear fmillng at thit 
little Sally s but as the Tim^e was predons, they em* 
ployM the remaining Part of this Vifit in oohful ting what 
was bed to be done ; and it was concluded among 
them, that Mademoifelie di Mayrand ihould contioiie 
to treat Zelim with her ufual- cool Civility, and that 
Hautirinje fhould give him Hope that Time and Affi- 
duity might vanquiih her ReMance s and that while 
they amiUed him in this Manner, the ytw (Salem) 
ihould make ufe of liis Intereft with the Regency to 
force him to reilore her. Every thing being thus agreed 
on, they took Leave, that too long a Converfation 
might not give Occaiion for Sufpicion i and the Jew 
and Hautiri*ve relating the Matter to Zelim, as it had 
been refolved, he gave them a-very mag;nificent Colla- 
tion, afluring Hasaerive, that if Ifubella ^ew more 
Tokened by his Words, there was nothing he would not 
do to recompence (g great an Oblig^tioo. Tttxa 
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. This perfe£l!y'generous Rival exz&ly maifltain'd 
the Promife he had made the Count at parting, and 
though having gain'd the Confidence of Zelim^ he was' 
permitted to vifit, as often as he pleafed, the Charmer 
of \m Heart, yet did he never in the lead make any 
Mention of his own Paifion ; but he conjured her to 
live, and reward that of dt Sa/mony, He alfo wrote 
him from time to time a faithful Account of every 
thing that pafled ; the Jew fending his Letters tinder 
Cover to his Friend Sacenioty at Legbornf who from 
thence tranfmitted diem to France, A confiderable 
time elapfed in this manner, without being able to do 
any thing for the Delivery of I/ahella ; and Zelim per- 
ceiving no Change in his Favour from the Behaviour of 
that Lady, began to fufpe£l Hauierive had not dealt 
with him as fmcerely as he expeded, and, refolving to 
be fatisfied, concealed himfelf, when he knew of his 
coming, in a Cloiet, where he could hear diilinflly 
every thing. As this little Company imagined not they 
had fo dangerous a Witnefs, they communicated their 
Thoughts with the utmoil Freedom to each other. 1/a^ 
hella laid to Hauterwe^ that (he could no longer fup- 
port the cruel Conilraint (he was under in being obliged 
to liflen to tht odious Addrefs of a Turk ; and that if 
her Enlargement was not very foon efFedted, it would 
be prevented by her Death. 

HAUTE RIFE entreated (he would not yet pro- 
ceed to any thing that might drive Zeiim to Extremes, 
tellii\g her it was Patience and Time alone muft do 
their Work ; and then informed her, that Father /e Fa* 
cber^ Conful of the French at Algier^ had promifed to 
ufe his utmod Intered with the Balha, to oblige Z/- 
lim to redofe her for a reafonable Raofom. 

The Turk loft all Patience at this Difcourfe, and 
flying out of his Concealment, utter'd a thoufand Re- 
proaches on the Perfidy, as he termM it, of Haute- 
rive i and told Ifahella^ that (he had now no other Re« 
medy but to refolve to yield to his Defires, for Liberty 
was what fhe mud never hope for. After this, he de- ' 
fired HauUfivi to quit his Houfe that Moment^ and to 

returo- 
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return to it no more. 'Tis cafy to conceive the Indig- 
nation Hauteri've was inflamed with ; bat being inl* 
nitelytoo weak of himfelf to oppofe Zelim and his Re- 
"tinue, which, on Occaiion, were within Call, he was 
compeird to fubmit ; and, fearing for Ifahtlla^ he had 
again recourfe to'Difiimulation ; and taking Zelim aiide, 
he laboured all he could to perfuade that Turk he had 
not fpoken in that manner, but to, prevent any Vio- 
lence he was apprehenfive Ifahella might oiFer to her 
own Life. But all this was without Effe^, and he was 
not able to prevail on him to fofFer his Admittance any 
, more. 

Nor had the Jew been more fuccefsful in his En* 
dcavours : Father le Vacher had indeed greatly influ- 
enced the Baflia ; but tho* he fent feveral times to 
Zelim y and the King oi Algter alfo required him to de- 
liver his Captives, yet not all the Authority of the one 
or the other was fuflicient to obtain it of him : His 
great Credit and Intimacy with Mefemorti, General of 
all the-Land and Sea Forces, enabled him either to op* 
pofe or elude the Efibrts of the Conful. 

HAUl^ERJVE was in the moft cruel Dcfpair, 
when the Algerines received News that Le*wis XIV. 
had taken a Refolution to chaflife the Infolence of thefe 
Corfairs, who were continually making Defcents on 
the Coails of Languedoc and Pro*vencef carrying away 
the Inhabitants, and making them Slaves, plundering 
the Country, taking the Ships, and by that means de- 
ftroying the French Commerce with the Levant ; that 
for this Purpofe he had equip'd a ftrong Fleet, whidi 
was now ready to fet fail, and thefe Tidings being con- 
lirm'd from all Parts, every body was employed in put- 
ting the Ci ty in a Pofture of Defence. Frefli Intelligence 
of this approaching. Misfortune arriving every Day, 
Hauteri've was foon informed that his moft Chrifiian 
Majefly had nominated Monfiear the Marquis de Siuef' 
. »/, Vice- Admiral of France ^ for this Expedition, and 
began, on hearing this, to entertain new Hopes of hav« 
ing ic ftill in his Power to be of fervice to J/abella. 

Thi 
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The very Name of this Marquis fill'd all Algitr 
with Terror ; they could not forget how fatal he had 
formerly been to them, nor that in the preceding Year 
he had deftroyed a great Number of their Veffels in 
different Encounters, and that he had purfued fome 
belonging to Tripoly^ who, unable to get intc^ that Har- 
bour, took Refuge in that of Scios^ which is an Ifland 
of the Archipflago, under the Dominion of the Grand 
Signior, and fortify'd by the Turks ever iince SoJymam 
the Magnificent made a Conqueft of it from the 
Genoefe. - 

The Corfairs hoped to avoid the Refentmcnt of the 
King in this Afylum^ where they were under the Pro- 
tedlion of the Grand Signior, and had the Promife of 
AfTiilance from the Baiha ; but neither the Citadel, 
nor the Fort which overlooks the Harbour, nor the 
Ramparts of the City of. Scios^ could withHand the Can- 
non of the Marquis de ^efne ; he foon deflroyed the 
Fort, and attacked the Citadel and Ramparts fo fu-< 
rioaily, that in three Hoars time all was in a. Blaze : 
the Corfair's Veffels to the Number of Fourteen, then 
lying in the Harbour, were all either burned or funk. 

l^His temble Example might well make them dread 
the Approach of fo formidable an Enemy a fecond time, 
tho* it had not deterred them from provoking him to 
it, by fending out Veffels to pillage on the French 
Coafls, as I have already related : The Terror they 
were in, made them take all imaginable Precautions ; 
they eredled Batteries of Cannon on the Sea-fide, they 
liad a triple Chain made to the Gates of the City, and 
obliged every one to go out of it, who by Age or 
Weaknefs was difabled from defending it. 

These extraordinary Preparations engroffed Zelim 
in fuch a Manner, that the two fair Slaves had an entire 
Relaxation from his PerFecutions, and the Grief of not 
feeing Hauterive, .was in a great Meafure attoned for, 
by being eafcd of the hated Prefence of the other. But 
though he was employed in another Place, yet did he 
negled^ nothing which might prevent their Bfcape; and . 
the Fears he was in of lofing them in this Confufion, 

put 
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pat him on new Projeas not lefs d^ftruflive to their 
Kepofe^ than the Sight of him would have been. 

To fecare them at once from the Dangers to which 
every one is expofed in a Siege, and equally from any 
Attempts for their Enlargements, he removed them to 
a Houfe fifteen Miles diftant from Algier, under the 
Care of an Eunuch, whofe Faith to him he had expe- 
rienced : But this was not fufficient to content him ; 
he could not be eafy while Hauterive remained in Al' 
gter^ and perceiving he made no Preparations for his 
Departure, refolved to get him privately murdered. 
But this Defign fucceeded hot as the other had done ; 
Saiem the Jrw was entirely devoted to Hauterivi, and 
knew the Humour of that Nation : He penetrated into 
the Defigns of Zelim, and obliged Haut,erin;e to day 
very much at home, never fufFering him to go out but 
with a fufiicient Number of Slaves for -his Defence : 
He was, notwithftanding this Caution, once attack*d ; 
but getting the better of thofe who afTaulted him, he 
extorted from the Mouth of one of tl^em a Confeilion 
of the whole Matter.- 

This was enough to convince Sahm there was no 
Safety for his Friend in that Place < he therefore fent 
him to alittle Village thirty Miles from Algier^ with 
Letters of Recommendation to an intimate Friend he 
had there, and a drift Charge to conceal him from 
every body. This obliging Jew aflured him alfo at 
parting, that as foon as the Frenth Fleet fhould arrive, 
he would find Means to inform the Vice- Admiral of the 
Misfortune of Ifahella and Mariana^ and begged 
therefore that he would make himfelf eaiy, (ince thofe 
Ladies were now removed from the Sollidtations of 
Zelim, But all he could fay was too weak to combat 
with the Defpair, which now had taken empire in the 
Bread of Hauteri've, and he proceeded on his Journey 
to Elquir with little Hope, and an Infinity of Me- 
lancholy. 

CpuifT Jt Salmonyt in the mean time being per- 
feSdy recovered, and receiving Letters from Haute* 
rive of the Difficulties he found in accompliflung his 

DefigQ 



Defign, refolred to. go in Perfon, and cither rcilow 
^ Liberty to ihefe who were fo dear to him, or die in 
the Attempt. He had no fooner heard that the King 
designed to fend a Fleet thither, than he went to Thou- . 
lofif where the Marquis was at that time ; and ac- 
quainting him with the Captivity of Ifahella and Ma- 
riana^ and the double Intered he had in their Deliver- 
ance, entreated he might be permitted to accompany 
him in this Expedition. The Vice- Admiral received 
him with Pleafure, omitted nothing that n^ight con- 
fole him, and aflured him, that, except Fortune fhould 
be more averfe than he had Reafon to exped, the Free- 
dom of Perfons fo dear to him fhould be accomplifhed. 
Soon after this, a calm Sea and favourable Wind called 
on them to embark ; which, every thing being ready, 
they accordingly did in the Beginning of May^ 1683, 
and bad the Satisfaction to cad Anchor the 20th of 
June in the Road of Algier^ whera they were met by 
iive other Ships under the Command of the Marquis 
de Anfrenjille. On the 22d they held a Council of 
War, and the next Day difpofed the VefleJs and Gal- 
leys in the mofl proper Manner for bombarding the 
City. On the 25th they began the Attack, but with- 
out any great Succefs : The next Night, when the 
Befieged thought of no fuch Matter, they plied them 
fo furioufly both with Bombs and great Cannon, that 
in an Hour's time feyeral Parts of the City were on 
fire: The Palace of Hufan, the Dey or King o£ Ai- 
lier^ was confumed the firft 5 and the wretched Inha-. 
bitants had fufficient Employment to quench the fpread- 
ing Flames, without offering to annoy the Enemy, who 
Hill continued profecuting what they had fo fuccefsfully 
begun. The Dawn of Day prefented the AJgerints 
with the moft dreadful Spedaele that Imagination can 
paint ; their VelTcls funk in the Harbour, their Bat- 
teries demolifh'd, and a great Part of their City laid ia 
Alhes : So horrible a Devaftation was fcarce ever known 
in fo fhort a Space of Time. The People and Soldiers 
cried out for Peace with the utmofl Vehemence, and 
the* T^ty having affcmbled the Divan, it was agreed 
Vot.IU, , U that 
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that Father U Vachtr^ the French Conful, accompanied 
bjr an Algerint of Quality, Ihould treat with th« Vice- 
Ad miral. 

But the Marquis de ^efnt rcfufed to liften to any 
Terms of Accommodation, till they had firft delivered 
all the Captives, of what Nation foever, that they had 
taken out of French Ships, or from the Lands. . Thi« 
the Algerlnes were compelled to comply with, and the 
next Day brought, in two Shallops, a hundred and 
forty- two Slaves to the Fleet, with Fromife to recall 
all thofe who were in the Country cultivating the Lands 
or bthcrwife employed. 

' The Count de Salmony feeing not his Midrefs nor 
Sifler among the Number, teftified his Difquiet to the 
Marquis de ^efne ; but Salem the Jewj^ watchful for 
the Liberty of thefe iIlu(!rious Slaves, had informed 
Father U Vacher in what Place Zelim had concealed 
them, and had caufed a falfe Report to be fpread of 
. their Deaths ; and a full Account of all this was fent 
by the Mouth of one of the freed Slaves to the Vice- 
Admiral, who the fame Moment he was informed of 
it, ordered the Condudors of the Shallops to tell the 
Divan, that if Zelim did not reflore the two Captives 
he had at his Country Houfe that very Day, the fuc- 
ceeding Night (hould complete the Deftrudion of their 
City and themfelves. 

On this Menace, the Divan ordainM that Zelimy on 
'Peril of his Life, ihould yield them up, and forthwith 
fend them to the Vice- Admiral. It is not to be doubt- 
ed but that Zellm^ who had done {o much for the Pre- 
fervation of thefe Captives, made many £vafions to 
avoid delivering them ; but all his Artifices were of no 
£f!edl, nor was there any Appeal from the Decree 
which gave them Liberty : He was therefore conftrain- 
ed to fubmit ; and ilnce he was fo, conducted them 
himfelf to the Ship, where the Marquis de ^efng 
was, making a kind of Merit of what he did but thro* 
Compulfion. 

Never was Extafy fuperior to that which thefe 
Ladies felt at feeing themfelves at Liberty, and among 

Perfoai 
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tliat which fucceeded it ; when, after having received 
the Congratulations of the Marquis ^e ^efney and 
infwer'd to the Praifcs he could not forbear giving of 
their extreme Beauty, they found themfelves in the 
Arms of the Count de Salmony. 

What Tears now fell at the Remembrance of paft 
Misfortunes f What Tranfports did the prefent Happi- 
nefs excite! A Meeting fo unhoped, and fc ardently de- 
fired, infpired Sentiments, which none but faithful, 
generous, and tender Hearts are capable of conceiving, 
and which are not to be defcribed by all the Pomp and 
Elegance of Words. 

After having indulged all that Love and Nature 
could fuggeft, the Count's firil Care was to inform him- 
felf ofHhttUri've: Mademoifelle deMayrand let hinj 
know how they had been feparated, and that ihe had 
never been able to hear any thing of him fince. Thii 
Difcourfe embitterM the Sweets the generous Saltnony 
had {o lately feafted on ; even Love could not render 
him forgetful of what he owed to Friendlhip : He 
communicated his Difcontentto the Marquis de^e/ne^ 
who immediately fcnt to Father le Vacher to inquire for 
him of the ^fw 5^ /^/»; and in a fhort time they re- 
ceived the News that he was living and in Health, but 
that it was not thought fafe for him to appear at Al- 
gUr^ till the Peace was concluded, or Things fettled 
fome way or other. 

All this was done in the Interval of refloring the 
Chrifiian Captives, the Number of whom, brought at 
feveral times to the Admiral, was f ve hundred and 
forty- fix, of feveral Nations, but all taken in the French 
. Service. After this, the Marquis conlented to treat 
on a Peace, and to that end fent the Marquis de An- 
frcvilUy and the famous Defcomcs Engineer General, 
to let the Divan know the Conditions on which Lenxit 
the Great had permitted them to withdraw their 
Forces. • • 

Thb firft Article was, that they fhould reflore all 

the other Chrifiian Slaves which were ftill difperfed at a 
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l)iftance through their Territories ; and the^econd, that 
all the Damages done to the FreiacJb in their Ships, their 
Merchandize, and their Lands, ihould be made good. 

Th I s laft Condition was too conTiderable for the Dty 
to grant, without the Confent of Mexemorte^ as he 
was moil concerned in it, being General of the Cor/airs^ 
and a Man held in high Eflimation both by the Sol- 
diers and fcople. He was therefore called to the Di- 
van ; but he no fooner heard the Propofals, than he flew 
into the utmoU Rage, faying, that thofe at the Head 
of the Government had fold the City to the French ; 
and that, for his Party he never would confent to buy 
the Friendfhip of an Enemy, at fo dear a Price as the 
Reilitution of all had been taken from them. Having 
fpokc in this Manner, he left the Divan 5 nor would 
return, tho' his Prefence was feveral times deiired. 

He was not, however, idle in this Interim ; he fum- 
moned all the chief Citizens and Soldiers to his Palace, 
where he told them Huffan was a weak or treacherous 
Prince, that he was unworthy to feign over them, that 
he had affronted the Nation in reiloring the Chriftian 
Slaves without any Security of having their own in Ex- 
change ; and fo incenfed them againft this unfortunate 
Prince, that they refolved to aflaflinate him the follow- 
ing Night. Accordingly at Ten of the Clock, at he went 
hii Rounds thro' the Works (a. Cuftom always obferved 
by the Deys in the Time of War) eight of thcfe Vil- 
lains, chofen by Mexemorteiot that Purpofe, attended 
his PaiTage, and ftabb'd him to the Heart before he had 
the leaft Warning of his Fate. 

MEZEMORTE was immediately proclaimed King 
with the general Acclamation of the People, and to (hew 
how much he merited the Honour they had conferred 
on him, he told them he would retrieve the Glory of 
Jlgier, or die in endeavouring it, talking loudly how 
dear he would make the French pay for having taken 
Advantage of the foft Nature oi Huffan i and as foon 
as it was broad Day, orderM the white Flags to be 
taken oiF the Battlements, and red ones, the Signal of 
War, to be put up. This Infidelity fo highly incenf<Kl 

the 
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tlie Marquis, that he renewed his Attack the fame Day: 
Bombs, Cannons, Fire-balls and Battering-rams were 
at once employed in this general Aflaujt 5' and before 
Noon the beft Part of the Buildings were either con- 
fumed or beaten down, TJie Flames of the City min- 
gling with thofe of the Veffels in the Port ;• the Cries of 
thofe that periih'd in them ; the Blood which ran dream- 
ing through the Streets ; ,and the dead Carcaffes in 
Heaps ftopping up the Paffages, afforded a Spedtacle fo 
terrible, as might have moved any Hearl but that oi 
the barbarous Mezcmorte: But it ferved only more to 
heighten his Rage againft the French y and fo little did 
he regard the Rights of Nations, or his public Faith, 
that in Revenge for what their Countrymen had done, 
he caufed all the French^ which fojourhcd in that City, 
to be murdered, and feized on their Effects. Not even 
the facrcd Robe of Father h Vacher the Conful, ^ould 
proteft him from the Fury of this favage Monfler, wh» 
caufed the holy Man to be Ihot from the Mouth of a 
Cannon mftead of a Ball. 

The Vice- Admiral learned this Excefs of Barbarity 
from the Mouth of fome Slaves, who, to efcape the 
Cruelty oi MexemorUy betook themfdves to the Waves, 
and fwam to the French Ships, as alio that Zeiim had 
perilhM in this laft Attack. 

HAUTERlFEy who remained flill in hisConcealw 
ment, was from Time to lame informed of everything 
that paired by the faithful Salemy and the Knowledge 
that I/abella and Marianahzd reconrered their Liberty, 
and were on board the Ship of the Vice-Admiral, gave 
him the extremeft Satisfadlion; it was the more perff^ 
as he was entirely ignorant that Sa/mofty was with the 
Fleet, and had none of thofe jealous and impatient 
Emotions, which otherwife not all his Generofity 
> could have defended him from. 

The Month of Augufi being now over, and that cJT 

September ordinarily bringing Winds which render chefe 

Coafts very dangerous, the Marquis was* c^iged td 

hoiil Sail, contenting him felf with having revenged the 

. Indignities offered to his Royal Malker, &<:« the Sealbn 
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of the Year would not permit him entirely to eartirpatc 
this favage Race. 

BuTl^fore their Departure, the Count JeSaimoir^ 
found Means to convey a Letter to the Jinu for Haute- 
rive I which being feat to him» he found it contained 
*shefe Lines. 

To the Sieur H A u t^e rive. 

•'T^/^ nvitb the utmoft Grief of my Hearty my Jear, 
X and generous Rivals that I find myfelf obliged 
to quit thefe Seas *without you. I came njoith the Hope 
of deli'vering you with our adorable Ifabella, nuho parts 
luith the fame Regret as I do i and ivire njoe not af 
Juredyou are in a Place of Safety ^ there is nothing I 
fwould not baxard. rather than abandon you. Belie^ue 
that the Joy I fed in the Liberty and Prefence of thofe 
fwbo arefo dear to me^ is greatly allayed by your not be- 
ing Partaker of it ; and that I Jhall tafie hut an im^ 
ferfeii Happiiiefs till 1 embrace wu.

iff^l/7'£iJ/;^£rcceivedthi8Lcttcrafew Days af- 
ter the Fleet had failed, and it was with the utmofl Sur- 
prize he found the Count had been at Algier^ and that 
jie was ordained to give Ifabella that Freedom himfdf 
had ilrenuouily but vainly endeavoured to obtain for her. 
He doubted not but they would meet ; but then not 
believii^ it would be fo iuddenly» and in fuch a Man- 
lier, he had not armed his Heart to endure the Pangs it 
mu^ infill on him. He was obliged fome time to give 
Way to his jealous Tranfports ; but as he had never 
4iiy Hope of fnpplanting the Count in her Eileem, and 
was too generous even to wiih it ftrongly, he contented 

" himfelf with lamenting his own ill Fate, without envy- 
ing the Happiaefs of his Rival. 

•> MoRsrsua the Marquis ^i^^f ^^^ was no fooner 
gone, than the Algerhses began fcrioudy to confidcr 
the «iferable Statdi to which they were reduced ; 

their 
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tbcir City, lately fo beautiful and flounfhing, now three 
Parts deilroyed ; their Ships^ jyhkh were their Strength 
and Riches, reduced to Afhes j their Magazines con- 
fumed, their Soldiers but fo many dead CarcalTes ; and, 
what was more dreadful than all, the Probability that 
this terrible General would return next Spring to iinifh 
their Ruin. All thefe Reiledions might well put them 
on taking Counfel how to redrefs their prefent Calami- 
ties, and ward againU the future* 

MEZEMORTE, who had been the fole Caufe of 
thefe Misfortunes, perceived in what Situation the Ge- 
nerality of the People's Minds was, and fearing the 
fame Fate he had inflided on Huffan his Predeceffor, 
with infinitely lefs Juftice, he began to caft about hov/ 
to prevent it, which he now found could be done no 
other Way than by a Peace with France. He fent 
therefore for the Je^w Salenty knowing the Correipond- 
ence he had with the Intendant at Marfeillesy and; 
opening his Mind to him, told him, that the greateft 
Service he could do him, and whiclx he would reward, 
would be to fend a Letter to the Intendant, with another 
he would write to his Mod ChriAian Majefly to entreat 
Peace, and that he was ready to fubmit to any Condi- 
tions he fhould impofe. 

SALEM took this Opportunity to enlarge Haute- 
rhve^ and anfwered the t^ty^ that he could do more to 
oblige him than he had afked, or could po£ibly expert. 
There is, my Lord, faid he, a young French Man of 
Quality, who came hither with a PaiTport fome Time 
ago, to redeem a Friend of his taken Prifoner by one 
of your VeiTelsj but the Troubles and DiibadUons of 
this Place obliged him to retire to Elquire for his better 
Security. This Man, continued he, Ihav^ fome imall 
Influence over, and I know him capable by his Wifdom, 
Merit, and Rank at Court, to do very great Services 
to the Alfferints, 

MEZEMORTEy charmed with this News, defired 

the yeiv to bring the Perfon he mentioned immediately 

to Algieri which the other readily complying with, in- 

ftruQed H&uterive in QVQry thing he was to do : And 
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Mezemorfe at his being introduced, was to wcU pleafed 
with his Mien and Manner of Deportment, that he 
doubted not in the leaft tlie Truth of what Salem had 
faid. Having therefore communicated his Defigns to 
him, and given him Letters for the King, and Mon- 
iieur the Marquis de Seignelay, he made him many 
confiderable Prefents, and appointed two Tt/rh of Di- 
lllndion to attend him in his Voyage, and bring back 
the AnAver of his Moft Chriftian MajeHy. 

HJUTERIFE was not wanting on his Part to re- 
compense liberally his Friend S a/em; after which he 
embarked in a Ship of 7a»/V, which was then in the 
Port, and in a fhort Time arrived ^t^ar/eil/es. 

But while Things were thps tranfa^ng at jHgier^ 
the Count de Safmonyy with Ifahella and Mariana^ 
being happily once more in PoiTeiTion of the Caflle ^ 
Mayrandy having pafs'd thro' the Ceremonies ofVi- 
frting, and being viiitedby all thePerfons qfDifUn£Uon 
round about, the beautiful Ifahella being at Liberty to 
difpofe of hcrfelf, was married to the Ccmitt with all 
the Pomp ufual on fuch Occafions wit^iPerfons of Qua* 
lity. But while Sahneny was enjoying the Reward of 
his Fidelity, with Traiifports which demonftrated the 
Excefs'of his Love, Hauteri've heard riie News of 
tbdr Marriage, with Emotions terrible enough, tho* 
not with fuch as a Lover lefe generous would have been 
inftigated by : Great was hisDefpair, but ftiU conti- 
nuing the faithful Friend, he wrote to the happy Pair 
a Letter of flncere Congratulations, but at the feme 
Time piftured otjt the forlorn Condition of his Soul in 
Terms fo moving, that they could not read it without 
Tears. After having acquitted himfelfof the Commif- 
fion with which he was charged by Mexemorte^ he re- 
. turned to Langnedocy in a State of Mind which none 
was fenfible of but hjmfelf. 

The Countefs de Salmtmy nofooner heard of his 
Arrival, than, by the Advice 6f her Hufband, ihefent 
to entreat his Prefeilce at the Caille de Mayrand, It 
was impofTible for him to refufe fuch a Summons ; and 
without being able to rcfolve in what Manner he Ihould 

behave^ 



behave, he immediately obeyed it. But alas I he knew 
not in what manner he fhould be reducM at beholding 
what he had only been told of: To fee IJahellu in the 
Arms of the Count df Saimony^ was more than all his 
Refolution could enable him to fuHain ; and he appear- 
<^ rather as a fine formed Statue than a living Man. 
The beautiful Mariana could not perceive his Difor- 
der, without being touched by tbem in the moft fen- 
fible manner : Tears forc'd their PafTage , through her 
Eyes as (he approached to falute him, and in fpite pf 
the Stupidity his prefent Griefs had thrown him in, * 
he penetrated io far intd her Heart, as to perceive (h« 
had Sentiments which deferv'd his utmoft Acknow- 
ledgments ; nor did he* fail to make them, as well as 
the Perplexity he was in would give him leave to do. 
I wiih from my Soul, faid that charming Maid, that 
we had never known you, or that you had never loved : 
I find you fo worthy, that I cannot help accufing the 
Stars of Injuftice, in defining you to ib hard a Fate i 
and (hould have oppofed the Sentiments of Ifabdla 
with my whole Force, had they been in Favour of an/ 
other to your Prejudice, than my Brother. Thefe Words 
sv^re accompanied with fuch irrefiflible Graces, that 
Hauterkfe could not forbear looking on hei^ with mord 
Attention than his Pafiiou for Ifahelia would ever give 
him leave to do before ; and on this Examination found 
her fo beautiful, that he reproached himfelf for not 
having given his Heart to her, father than have fufier- 
ed it to be tormented by an unhappy Paflion, whichr 
even in its Beginning had nothing wherewith to flatter 
his Hopes. 

Tmjb Count and Countefs, who had confalted what 
to do, interrupted the Converfation of Ha»tm*Vf and 
Mariana i and Ifabetta giving her Hand to him, con* 
dudled him into her Clofet, where. Salmony went \tk 
with them,, after having defired Mariana in a low 
Voice not to follow them. Hauteri've feeing (he war 
npt there, aiked feveral Times where ihe was, which 
Inquietude giving the utmoft Satisfa^ion to her Bro- 
tbei^and Sifter i You (hall fee her prefently, faid the 
H 5 latter 
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. latter fmOing, but the Count and myfelf have fomething 
of Importance to communicate to you. The Obliga* 
tions you have conferred on us, continued (he, with a 
more ierious Air, are fuch as we (hould be unworthy to 
have received, could we be capable of forgetting them. 
Be afTured that, after my Huffaand, nothing is fd dear to 
me as yourfelf, and that I am your only Rival in his 
jnoil tender AfFe^lions : Thefe Sentiments which yoa 
£> well merit, and which are in our Power to give yoa 
Proofs of, ought to cbmpenfate for the Want of thofe 
which it was impoflible for yoa to infpire me with : 
But to give yoa yet a more folid Confolation, and unite 
yoa to us by all the Ties of Ijove and Priend(hip, we 
naft give you a Wife. Mademoiselle ife Salmony is 
worthy of you : Her Beauty, Wit, and Virtue, me- 
thinks, ought not to fUnd in need of the Step we take 
to excite your Regard : But the Obligations we have 
to yooy carry us beyond all other Cenfiderations than 
the Recompence of them. Yes, my dear Hauterwe^ 
added the Count, embracing him, if I had any thing 
more valuable than Mariatta, I would readily Sacrifice 
it ta repair the Lofs 1 have caufed you to fuftain : 
Make your Reflexions on what we have iaid, and I 
flatter myfelf you will then not be difpleafed at being 
linked to us t>y an indifiblubl^ Bond. 

Reflbctions f cried Hauteri've : Is it permitted 
me to make any on an Offer of this nature ? Could I 
Tefiile Mademoifelle de Salmvny withoat doing her a 
Wrong which my whole Stock of Blood could never 
expiate ; without rendering myfelf unworthy of the 
Condefcenfion you have made me ; and without dif- 
honouringthe little Underfianding I have received from 
Nature and Education ? No, no ; there is no need of 
refle£ting before I accept the precious Gift yoarFriend- 
fiiip vouchiafes me : I know the Value of k, but would 
yt^ to merit it. Mademoifelle di Saipuny fliould 
take up all my Hearty and I defire only a little Time to' 
give it her eDtire,and free from thofeChains which have ' 
fo unhappily ei^ved it : My Siacentj and Gmtitude, 
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and the Charms of the incomparable %farmna may 
anfwer for me that it will not be long. 

This Demand was too reafonable ,not to be com- 
plied with by the Count and Countcfs ; and having all 
three embraced with the utmoft Tendernefs; they went 
out of the Clofet to join Mademoifelle ^ Sa/moriy, 
who was then walking in the Garden. 

HAUTERIFEy who wifhed for nothing more than 
to extinguiih all. the Remains of his unfortunate Pafiion, 
and merit the Confidence the Count had repofed in 
him, began from this Day to indulge Reflection on the^ 
Beauties and good Qualities of Mariana; and that 
amiable Lady, who truly loved him, found fb well 
the Secret to improve the Sentiments he entertained in 
her Favour, foraetimea by the moft fprightly Gaiety, 
fometimes by Difcourfes the moft folid, and always 
blending, with the moft engaging Softnefs in her Air, 
Modefty, and Wifdom,' that his Soul infenfibly be- 
came releasM from its former Eonds ; an,d Mariann 
took the Place of Ifahella with fo powerful an Empire, 
that none would have believed ftie had not been the 
£rft capable of making an Impre£ion on him. 

There now remained nothing but the nuptial Cere- 
monies to render thefe equally enamoured Pair as 
blefs'd as Love could make them : Which being in a . 
fhort Time performed, thefe four illuftrious Lovers 
liv'd together in fo perfeft an Tntefligetice and Con- 
cord, that they attrafted the Efteem of the whole 
World. But tho' Gratitude was the iirft Motive that 
opened the Eyes of Hauteri've to diftinguifti the Merits 
of Mariana, I cannot be of the Opiniori that that Paf« 
fiori would have the Vidory over Love, if Abfence, 
Time, and unfurmountable Obftacles do not combine. 

While this agreeable Union was forming, con- 
tinued Urania^ one of the Turks who came with Hau- 
teri've to the Court, received a Command to return to 
jilpin and acquaint the Divan what they had to hope 
frdSnr the Clemency of the King ; who about a Year 
afterward, on the Arrival of their Ambafladors, ac- 
cepted t}ieir Submifiions^ and granted Peace to i^rss^- 
H 6 morti 



fKtrte on his retaliating fomePart of the Damage thofe 
of Lanruedoc and Provence had fuftained, among 
whom the beautiful Countefs de ^almonj had no incon- 
fiderable Share. 

This Hiftory gave an extreme Pleafure to the Com- 
pany ; they were beginning to teftify it by praifmg the 
Manner in which Urania had gone through fo long a 
Difcourfe, when a Servant informed them Supper was 
on the Table ; where being fat, the Convcrfation turn- 
ed wholly on what'they had been hearing. The Cha- 
tsij^cr o£ Hauteri'ue exacted a general Applaufe, as did 
alfo the Refolution and Conftancy of I/ahlla, and the 
wife Conduft of the Count de Salmony ; but all agreed^ 
that when Love and Gratitude are infpired by different 
Objefts, Love will always have the Preference. 

URANIA would not permit Hortenfia and Melintas 
to go out of her Houfe that Night ; and this charming 
Society, in order to render the next Day more long^ 
feparated themfelves fooner than ordinary, giving fom» 
Hours of Repofe to Nature, that Ihe might aniraat« 
them with new Spirit when they awaked.

FIFTEENTH DAY. 

IRANI A had no fooner quitted her Bed 
than fh^ pafs'd into Julians Apartment^ 
where the reft of the Company coming 
in a fhort time, the Converfation bcgaa 
with the ufual Vivacity, tho' on ordinary 
things ; 'till Camilla^ willing it ihould turn on the in- 
ftruftive, began thus : I have been dreaming all Night, 
faid Ihe, of the Barbarity of the Algerinesy and the 
deplorable Fate of Father le Vacher ; and I think Zrw 
is the Great could not inipofe too fevere Conditions for 
the Punifliment of fuch Cruelties. 

They fufFered, as you iave heard, replied Urania, 
in the Lofs of every Thing valuable to them i and 
tho' they feemed a while to glory in their Obftinacy^ 
it coft them dear in the End. Obftinacy, added The^ 
lament y efpecially in an unjuft Caufe, not onIy.de- 
ferves, but for the moft Part draws on the moft terrible 
Misfortunes. It was this that occaiioned thofe long 
and bloody Wars, between the Republics of Pi/a and. 
Genoa^ in which both of them fuiFered confiderable 
LofTeSy and terminated in the total Deftrudion oiPifa. 
Th I s Diffention began on the Right of nominating 
a Perfon to be Bi/l^p of Corjica^ to which both of 
them pretended. **Thofe of Pi/a maintained, that* 
Muza^e, £ang of tfie Saracens, had taken thic Ifland 
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from the Genoefe j and that they having fince aMed in 
delivering it from the Iniidelsy ought to be invefted in 
thofe Prerogatives whjch the others had forfeited by 
their Incapacity of defending it. The Genoefe on the 
other hand alledged, that they had been in Pofieillohof 
thofe Prerogatives for many Ages; that the Invafion 
of MuxaBe could not deftroy their Right ; and that 
• this was only an Ufurpation of the Lords oiPi/a, 

Neither receding in this Difpute, both thefe Rc^ 
publics raifed Armies; many Battles were fought by 
Sea and Land, with various Saccefs; but the Genorfi 
had moft frequently the better : And after a War of 
more than twenty-five Years they obtained a Vidlory> 
which put the finiihing Stroke to this long QuarreL 
Thofe of Pi/a feeing no Remedy, were conllrained to 
entreat Peace-; but the infuiting Conquerors refufed all 
Accommodation but on the moil hard Conditions. The 
firft was, that they fhould give up for ever, to the Gf- 
noe/e^ the whole Ifland of Corfica^ and all the Preroga- 
tives they pretended to have over it. The fecond, and 
moft mortifying was, that they (hould pluck down 
the Tops of all the Houfcs in Pifa^ leaving them no 
more than one Story high, fo the end^ faid the Geuotjfe, 
that ivhen they fee their Palaces^ and thofe mamif cent 
Stru^uret fo much humbled, it may he a Curb to tht 
Pride of the Inhabit ant Sy and put them in mindiuhat is 
onuing to their Fanquijhers and Mafiers. The Senate 
and Lords ti Pifa could not contain their Rage at this 
Propofal, and the People became fo^defperate when 
informed of it, that they chofc rather to fet the whole 
City in a blaze than fubmit to fuch Demands : But the 
great Men fhewed in this Affair, lefs Contempt for 
Life than the Populace, and by demolilhlng their £ne ' 
Palaces, they firft gave an Example which the reft by 
degrees were perfuaded to imitate; and in a ihort time 
all thofe lofty Turrets and gilded Spires which orna- 
inented this beautiful City were reduced to fiat Roofs 
of fo many fingle Floors. But the Hate which this In« 
ibleooe Of Coaqueft occa£oQ*d> ftill continues, and 
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joubtlefs Will, for many Generations, among the Na^ 
tives ofPifa^ 

Behold, therefore, f\xr{\xtA ThelcnoTity how ft- 
verely the Sin of Obftinacy was punKhed in this Re* 
public, and jadge if it had not been better for them to 
have receded in fome Points, than to have endured 
fo long a War, in which a great number of Lives were 
loft, and to fee their Buildings fuiFer a Diminution (o 
ihamefttl to the Inhabitants ? We hear of many fuch 
Incidents in Hiftory, faid Julia^ which one cannot re- 
fle£l on without being amazed that Men fhould fo far 
be fw^yed by an empty Pride, and Tenacioufnefs of 
what, it often happens in ftriA Legality belongs not to 
*cm : As it was with Pi/a, that Republic having, in- 
deed, no Right over the Ifland oiCorfica^ unlefs twety 
Dominion which aMs the other, may be faid to have 
one. 

STILICONy ^2A^ Alpbtmfi^ chief Commander of 
the Legions of the Emperor \^(?»^r/»/, was the moft 
verfed in all the Stratagems of War, the moft courage- 
ous, and moft implacable in his Cruelty of any General 
of his time ; having led the Imperial Army againft; 
Radaguatfe King of the Goths^ who had entered Italy ^ 
ivith numerous Forces, aiid committed great Devaftati- 
ons, overtook him in Tufiany^ where the other waited 
his Approach to give him Battle : But Stilicon know- 
ing that not only the Glory, but Safety alfo of the Em- 
pire depended on his Succefs, was unWilling to hazard 
10 great a Stake; and, therefore, artfully ftiifced Places 
fo often, that he greatly harafsM the Gothic Troops, 
iuid at laft, by a Mafter-piece of Cunning, enclofed 
Vm in the Streights of faifole. They had no fooner 
pitch'd their Tents, than Radagvaife was feniible of 
his Error ; but tho' he attempted to remove, was pre- 
vented in all his Enterprizes by Stilicon^ who kept his 
Forces as it were at Bay, fometimes feeming to leave 
a Paftage free, then cloftng it^p agaia with the dead 
Bodies of thofe who marched forward. In fine, great 
' Numbers peri(h*d by the Stratagem, and the whole 
3ody of the Army was ^eatly weakened by Difeafes * 
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ftnd Famine : Having no Commumcatioa ^th any 
'J'own, they were at* length tompelled to cat their 
Horfes ; but what was infinitely more terrible was, that 
the excefiive Heats that Summer had entjrely dried up 
a little Rivulet that run thro' the Valley, and had ferv^ 
ed for fome time to fuflain Nature. Having now nei- 
ther Food nor Water, they fell dying on the Earth, 
like Autumn Leaves from the Trees, and thofe which 
yet . furvived, were too weak to inter their Compa- 
nions. In this Calamity they fent every Hour to 5//- 
/iV«/r ; but he refufed their Meflages, and could not be 
prevailed on either tofupply them with theNeceilaries 
of Life, or to grant them Liberty to depart, tho^ they 
made him all forts of Submiilions, and would gladly^ 
have fubfcribed to any Terms he would have proposed. 
He had the Cruelty to let the King, the Generals, and 
a great Number of Women and Children who follow- 
ed their Hufbands and their Fathers, perifh in thi» 
miferable Manner ; and exulted, that he had defbroy* 
cd, with little Lofs to the Empire, an Army with which, 
the unfortunate Radaguaife had promifed himfelf the 
Conqueft of all Italy, 

Th I s was a Grange Cruelty in my Opinion, cried 
Tlorinda^ and I think Stilicon had acquired much 
greater Glory if he had been more humane. Indeed, 
interrupted F^//V/^, he fhewed himfelf, ori this Occa- 
fion, more barbarous than thofe to whom that Name 
is generally given. 

War has great Privileges, anfiverM Erafmus^ and 
a General is not to be blamed, who puts in pradiceall 
forts of Stratagems that may conduce to the Deflrac<« 
tton of his Enemy. I condemn not, refumed that 
amiable Lady, the Artifice by which he dijirefs^d the . 
Enemies, but the Cruelty he treated them ivitby when 
in his Power. I believe there are none here. Madam, 
faid Melintasy who would not find it very difficult to 
a£l as Sttticon, Certainly, added Orophanes ; but it 
mufl flill be allowed, the Empire owed it*s Safety to 
this total Ruin in that great Army, who would elfe 
liave recruited, and been no lefs cruel than they had 
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been in the Heart i( Italy, plundering and committin|; 
all forts of Outrages wherever they paffed. 

It is \ery eiSential, faid Or/ames, to a General who 
makes uCe of Stratagems, to be perfedly acquainted 
with the Charader, and even Difpofition of thofe he 
would pradife them upon ; to the end, that knowing 
what his Enemy is capable of enterprizing, he may 
alfo know how to prevent and break his Meafures. 

In all Times, and among all Nations, added Ti^ 
Umont, the greateft Generals have had recourfe t(y 
Stratagem ; but without fearching the Records of An* 
tiquity, there are yet flagrant in our Memory, many 
fingular and glorious Examples. Moniieur dt ^urenn§ 
with a handful of Men, his Army confiding of no 
more than fourteen thoufand, deftroyed the Imperial 
Forces, tho* very near fix to one, and in Poflefiion of 
Alfatia. The Germans apprehending no fuch matter^ 
were enjoying themfelves, and fcatterM up and dowa 
tlie Country, when the Marflial fupprissed and attacked 
them at the Foot of the Mountains of that Prdvince. 

Th^ Stratagems of Monfieur the Marlhal de Lmjc 
imhurg at Fltrus, and at Lukb^ gained him two verf 
great Victories over the confederate Armies, command* 
cd by Count Waldec, At the Battle of Steinkerque^ 
the Prince of Orange and the Duke of Banjotia made 
life of a Stratagem, which mud undoubtedly have been 
fticcefsful, had not the Genius of Luxtmlnerg beea 
fuperior to theirs. The Allies having furprized him 
before he could range his Army in form of Battle ; they 
had already broke through the Brigade of Bourbon^ 
and taken {\x Pieces of Cannon, which they turned 
againft the French: Biit this was deflihed to give 
never-dying i;,aurels to the gallant Prince of Conti^ 
and the Marfhal de tu^ieemturg ; who, perceiving*' 
that all was in Danger, did things which were almoft 
fupematufal, aiid in Repetition Will hardly be credited 
by After-ages : In a word they, and they alone, for it 
was their Valour that aniinated the reft, made Vf(ftory 
turn her Face to the utmoft Difappointment of thofe 
two great Gcnerals> thieTrince of Orange and Duke of 
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Ba*varia, who in the beginning of the Figtit, Iiad iif* 
fured themfelves of a contrary Fate. 

Thb MarHial Je Luxemburg returned this Deoep- 
tion, faid Orfamet^ and tho* it was very difficult to 
furprize the Prince of Oran^e^ his uncommon Pene« 
tration making him fee almoil evtty thing, yet could 
he not prevent one which was not a little fatal to hit 
Army. The Marihal having no Opportunity of at« 
tacking his Enemies, they being encampM in a Place 
too advantageous, he orderM fifteen thoufand Pioneers, 
with a great Number of Cannon, to go toward Lieges 
and then followed with the whole Body of his Army, 
having provided them with Store of Ammunition- 
Bread^ and a prodigious Quantity of all forts of Vic- 
tuals, which he caufed to be bought up all round the 
Country. This News being immediately reported to 
the Prince of Orangit he doubted not but the Marihal 
was going to befiege liegi. In this Belief he decamp- 
ed, »id pafled the River Qeet^ with a Refolution of 
following the French Army, and enclofmg them behind, 
when they (hduld be {et down before that City : Bat 
how great was his Confufion, when, being entered oa. 
the Plains of Nemsind^ he perceived thoie whom he 
thought fo far off, were within half a League of him ; 
and no fooner found the Succefs of their Stratagem,- 
than they turned and marched up to. him. Night was 
•jufl coming on ; but this great Prince had Prefence' 
enough of Mind to give all necdiary Orders to avoid 
Confufion in his Troops ) he obliged them to work all 
Night to make an Entrenchment, nor gave any Mo- 
ments to rcpofe himfelf, but by his Prefence encoaraged 
them to negled nothing fo great an Emergency requir- 
ed: But in Spite of all thefe Precautions the Marihal 
broke in upon him, and forced the Fight while he waa 
yet unready for Defence. In this Battle the Allies lofi 
a great number of Men ; and the Trench might be faid 
to have gain'd a compieat Victory, (ho* it muH be con- 
feis!'^^ to the Glory of Nafau, that never any Man be*ir/ 
haved with more Courage and Condu^ ; nor did ^^^Jr 
any Troops more anfwcr the Expcdlations of their if^ 
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neral than thofehe led, tho^againft all the Adirantaget 
the Marihal di Luxemburg now had over them, they 
could not hope to conqaer. 

Among the many Stratagems which have met with . 
their defired EfFed, faid Oropbanes^ we mafl; not omit 
that made ufe of at the Camp of Diaane, by Monfiear 
the MaHhal Je Villars ; when furprizing them with 
Sword in hand, he deflroyed the greateft Part of their 
Troops, difpers'd the reft, took the DutcJ^ General 
Prifoner, and all the Provifions and Ammunition that 
were to be conveyed into the Army of Prince Eugene, 
then befieging Lafufrecy, which obliged him foon after 
to ratfe the Siege, and occafiotied the Redo&ion of 
three coniiderable Places which had coft the Allies 
three feveral Campaigns. All this was the Fruit of ont 
great Vidory ; and the Peace that followed thereupon, 
crowned that Hero with immortal Honour. Nor did 
he fkil to receive, replied Urania, the juft Reward of 
bis Valoar and Prudence from his augull Matter, and 
the whole Kingdom. It is certain, added Erafmus, 
that no General ever deferved more of his King and 
Countr>% than did the Marihal de^ Villars. He was a 
Man formed as it were for War, and had in him all 
Qualifications nece^ry to complete a great General : 
He difcovered the moft admirable Talents at the moft 
early Years, and in the firft Eflays of his Arms, gav« 
Proofs that he only wanted an Opportunity to do th't 
greateft Anions. 

There is no Charadler, in my Judgment, replied 
Fl<frtnM, more illuflrious than that of an Hero, nor 
do 1 blame Ambition in a Monarch when it tran^ 
ports him no farther than for the Glory of his Coun- 
try ; but in the Quarrels which liappen between Princes, 
methinks good Manners ihould always be obferved 
with the utmod Stridtnefs. 1 have fcen fome Decla- 
rations of War which have been filled with the moft 
'injunous Expreffions, and by the Heat and Fury with 

hich tbeyfeem to have been wrcne, carry more the 

ir of a perfbnal Hatred, than juft Confioeration for 
the. Good pf their Subjeds. 1 hey (hould, methinks. 

codider. 
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conficler, that tho* there b a time in which War is ne- 
cefTary, it may be followed by one wherein Peac£ may 
be acceptable ; that their Manifefto^s remain to Pofie« 
rity, and that InyedUves for the moft part do more 
Prejudice to him that makes them, than to theObjedl 
they are made upon. I know ^tis requifite that a Prince 
ihould equally inform his Subjedb and his Enepiy with 
the Reafons of his making War ; < but then I would 
have him only (et forth the Juilice of his Caufe» with- 
out entering into particular Piques or biting Reproaches. - 
. It feems to me, that Kings in all their Adlions 
ought to be agitated in a manner different from other 
Men i that is to fay, with as much more Grandeur and 
Noblenefa, as they are elevated in their Station above 
their Subjeds ; and that in all their Quarrels they 
ihould avoid the Weaknefs of the Vulgar. 

Nothing, beautiful FUri/tdg, can be more juft 
than this RcfiedUon, replied Thelttmonti we read in 
Hiflory that thofe Heroes whofe Names are io greatly 
|-efpe£^, gained no leis Honour by their manner of 
msdungWar, than by their great Vidories. In the 
Wan of the Gruh and Perfituu^ in thoie of Pilopatt* - 
mfut^ oi Darius and AUxander^ of Cmfiir and P^trnpey ; 
what a juft Decorum was obfenred ; what C^nJiJirati^n 
jdid e^^xy generous Enemy treat the other with f 

A famous Hiilorian, fpe&king oiDtwutrius and Pf^ 
iimy^ two of Alixander*% Succeffors $ 7i&# foU Defirt 
•f Glory y faid he, inflamed their Hearts^ they nuert 
fresfrom Envy^ jivarice, or Hate^ and behaved nvith 
tnore Honour in Enmity^ than 'we find ufually fraSifed 
umong thefe nuho prefefi Friendfoip. 

It is thus that all Princes ought to a£l, and I believe 
this excellent Le0bn of the Ancients, that wejhouldireat 
amr Friends as Perfins nxfho might one Day be our Em^ 
miis i an4 QW Enemies as thofe who might herea/ter 
become our friends, was chiefiy intended for them. 

I never read or hear of a contrary Behavioar, faid 
Orfames^^ but it fnrprizes me, that neither Policy, 
Aor Glory can correct thofe wild Sallies of Paffion, to 
.which alone we can aicribe that little Refped a Prince 
« . .\ pays 
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pays to Us own Dignity, in abufibg it in die Perfon of 
his Equal. It is indeed highly for the Interefk of all 
Men to obferve this Rule, but infinitely more fo for 
thofe^ whofe every Adiion is not only confpicuous^ 
while they Uve, to the whole World, butalfo regiftcr'd 
for Pofterity to cenfnre or approve, till Time fhali ba 
DO more. 

ORSAMES was about to continue his Difcourfe, 
when Urania was infornned Dinner waited them ; on 
which they adjburn*d to the Hall, where having placed 
themfelves at Table, they gave a little Relaxation .to 
ferious Entertainments ; • but though the Converfation 
could not be faid to be altogether fo inftrudive as it had 
been, it was not, however, accompanyM with lefs 
Wit.

It is remarkable, that the four- 
teenth Days of the Months have always been fuccefsful 
to France, The T4th kAJum^ in the Year 41 1, A^r- 
irtntut King of France joined the Romans and Goths 
near Cbal^nes in Champaign, and fought the famous 
Battle of Catalamman, with Attilla Kiiig of the Huns ; 
in whtch -periih'd a hundred and eighty thoufiuid of 
ihofe Barbarians. 

- Thjb 14th of A&y, 1559, Lenjois the Twelfth gain- 
ed a complete Victory over the Vsnstiavs in the Battle 
of Agnadei or Giarradadda, where the Venetians loft 
twenty thoufand i^en, with the greateil Part of their 
Country ; and but five hundred of the French Soldiers 
died in the Field. 

The 14th of May, 1515, >is Succeflbr Francis 

the Fufk w0a the Battle of Marinnon over the S*wifs^ 
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who had declared themfelves ProteAors of Maximilian 
S/brxa Duke of Milan, and were now juftly puniihed 
K>r having broken the Treaty of Alliance made widi 
France : Fifteen thoufand StvUs dying on the Spot, 
three thouiand were made Priioners, which with Uieir 
whole Artillery, Baggage, and the Dutchy of Milan^ 
were the Prize of this great Viftory. So cruel was the 
Combat, diat the King being thiri!y, and calling for 
Water, the Ofiicers could find none fit to prefent him 
with, all die Rivers near the Camp being tindured with 
the Blood of his Enemies. Dreadful as Hiflory repre- 
fents the Fight thefe People had with Julius C^ar, it 
was attended by Confequences yet kfs dreadful than 
this with Francis the Firft at Marignon. 

Tab 14th of j^pril 15449 the Count d* Anghien, 
Genial of the French Army» gained the Battle otSert^ 
files, over the Imperial Forces, compofed af Germans 
and Spaniards : Fifteen thoufand Imperialiib lay breath* 
lefs on the Earth, and two thoufiuid hve hundred and 
twenty-five were taken Prifoners. Of the Spaniards 
feven thou^d were flain, and fix hundred and fifly- 
aine, with their General, and an immenfe Booty, 
brought in Triumph to Paris, 

Ths \ ^h of Vannary 1553, the FrM^i^ obliged the 
Emperor Charles the Fifth, to caife the famous Siege 
of Meniz, which he had attacked with a formid^le 
Army. 

And the 14th of March 1590, Henrj the Great 
won that memorable Victory over the Army of the 
League, which at one Blow defboyed the Hydra that 
had fo long difbubed it's native Country with intefUne 
Broils : AU the rebellious Towns fubmitted upon it ; 
and it was never in the Power, either of the Spaniards,' 
or any other Neighbour jealous of the French Gloxy, 
to revive the dying Spirit of this once dangerous and 
turbulent Fa<5iion. 

You convince us, faid Celimena, perceiving 7hela' 
tnont was filent, that thefe Epochs were too happy 
for us not to excufe our Superitition ; and methinks it 
would be an ObfUnacy not lefs pardonable wholly to

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iHf^t Days wUch brought Occurrentes fo itmarkablx 
fottunate. 

Birr 9 replied Felicia^ if the Freu€h have Reafoa 
to account tiiofe Points of Time m hapj^, the Van- 
quiihed have the fame to look on them as die reverfe, 
and I ihould be curious to know, if I could, vtdiat the/ 
laid of them, f^tte is no doubt, faid Erafmus, but 
thofe who fnffered fo confiderably, put tho& Days in 
the Rank of the moft unfortunate. But, continued he, ' 
it is not only to Ftimce the NumbetJiMf //m has been 
fo lucky. William^ fumamed the Conqueror, Duke 
^Nonnafufy, obtained that great Victory over Harold 
Kiuff of England^ whidi put him in Poffeflion of the 
whole Iflandon die ,14th cli Avgufi 1066. 

This Prince, affiftedby the Troops of ^/liam the 
Eight, Duke of Guyemn^ and Couftt of Poitaui of 
Hu^ dt Liguria, Count of Main ; of Gi^, Count of 
Pontbiiui of Eufiae$t fecond Count of B9ulogni\ of 
William the Firft, Count of Ari/^/; of Bahhmu, 
Count of Flanders f'^l^ Brother-in-hiw ; and by/thofe 
of the Count of Brgtagney met Harold on Hafiings 
Dotuns in England, the two Annies confifting of near 
an hundred dioufand Men each ; where, after a very 
fharp Fight, /^//i^riiv was vi£h>rious, and that beautiful 
Kingdom fubmitted to him by the Laws of Cpnqneft. 

It might flill be iaid, replied Alj^fi^ that the 
good Genius of France favoured this Invafion ; the 
Duke of Normandy being la Native of it, and the great- 
tSt Part of his Forces^ After he had gained, added 
Orofifonos, this famous Battle, in i^ch King Harold ' 
loft his LiJFe, as did alfo the Count of Cork nis Bro- 
ther ; he marched his conquering Troops direffly to 
Lflndon, well knowing that being die Me^opelxs, all 
the other Cities would take Example by it, and had 
ever done fo in all the Revoluuons England had known. 
He therefore refolved to allow no R^ofe to himfelf or 
Army, dll he fhould fix his Title in the Redu£Bon of 
this City, which he found in a Confbfion sot eafy to 
deicribe. 
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T H B Approach of tl^e Conqueror was no (boner 
known, then the Lords aiTembled themfelves in ^ 
Tower of London ; but they had little Time for cool De-^ 
bates, the People came in great Number? about the 
Walls, crying out in a tumultuous Maxlher, thatthe^ 
odght to fubmit to William Duke of Normandy^ fiiKc 
the Crown had been bequeathed him by King Ethjuardi ' 
and that it was better to preferve their Lives, their For* 
tunes, and the Honour of their Wives and Daughters, 
by opening their Gates freely to him, who elfe £ui the 
Power to force them. Thefe Words fo often repeat^ 
with fuch Vehemence, made the Lprds eaiilv perceive 
they (hould be conftrained to comply with them ; and 
whatever Defiresthey might have of oppoiing William^ 
there was now no Time for it : The Counts Ednjoin and 
Idoreandf two Brothers, and experienced Generals, had 
beeh able to bring to London no more than four thou- 
sand outof that^eat Army which had followed Harold ; 
and there ^was (o little Hope of being able to raife a new 
one time enough to prevent the Paiuge of the Conque- 
or^ that it would have been little better than an AfH 
of Deiperation to Hand out aeainfl him. 

I N opight, therefore, of all the Remonfbances made 
by Siigand Archhifhop o£ Canterhwy, and Primate of 
the Kmgdom, who emplov*d all lus Rhetoric to dif- 
fuade them from acknowledgine; a Stranger, it was re- 
folved among die Principal Lor£ of the Court to throw 
themfelves in a Body at the Feet of William to implore 
his Clemency, and offer him their Allegiance. They 
were the more confirmed in this Defign when they heard 
that Edgar, who was the only Prince remaining of die 
ancient Britons, accompanied by the Archbimop of 
Tork, the.Bifhop of Durham, and the Counts Edwin 
and Moreand, were gone to meiet the Conqueror a;t 
Berkbamftead. There was therefore no Room for Delay* 
and the Mayor of London, with all the principal Men 
of the City, as well as Lords of the Court, fet forward to 
aflure him their Gates whereopento givehim Entrance. 

H B received their Submilfiom pracioufiy, and the 

liext Day nuu^ched towards the Capital^ whmhemade 
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a triumphant Entiy on the zzi, of OSoUr 1066. four- 
teen Days after his Defcent in England, Nothing could 
be a Spedacle of more Magnificence thah to fee a Priifce, 
followed by an Army of a hundred thoufand Men, fur- 
rounded by a great Number of the Nobility of France^ 
whom the Love of Glory alone had engaged to accom- 
pany him in his Expedition ; and by thofe of England^ 
V^ho conduced him to the Palace of the Kings <n Et^* 
landy amidft the joyful Acclamations of an innumerable 
Multitude, who teflified now as much Love as they had 
done Hate fome Days before ; and all this was done 
without any Confufion, or without any Abufe of Vic- 
tory in the Conquerors, or Murmur in the Vanquifh'd. 

No R was this wife Prince puffed up with Pride at his 
new Exaltation, but being of that Philofopher's Opi- " 
nion, who faid. Ill-fortune trod on the Heels of good^ 
in this Affluence of Profperity, when every thing fuc- 
ceeded even beyond his Hopes, he warded agauSi the 
reverfe by all manner of neceffary Precautions 5 and ea- 
lily feeing the People of England were of a fickle, un- 
certain Difpofition, he divided his large Army into five 
Bodies, wmchhefent into feparate Counties to awe them 
into a Perfeverance of that Dutv.he defired from them. 

H|s Coronation being fixed for Chriflmas Day, he 
fpoke to the Archbifhopof Canterbury ^ whofe Office it 
was to perform that Ceremony ; but how great was the 
Surprize of this Conqueror, who, all covered with 
Glory, and in PolTefiion of the moll abfolute Power, 
had nothing in him which could compel this Prelate to 
reflrain the Sentiments of his Heart ; but anfwered him 
with the moft determined Air, that the Holv Oils 
ought not to be adminifler*d but to legitimate Kings : 
Tlmt Conqnefl had iiot the Power of making him any 
other dian a Tyrant and Ufui3)cr, who by Force had 
feated himfelf on a Throne to which he had no Right. 
If, (kid he, you would be a King indeed, call a Uee 
Parliament ; and' if the people elefl vou to reign over 
them, I fhall be the firfl to acknowledge vou as my So- 
vereign, and to poor on your Head that facred Un^Uon 
which gives the Title of Royalty. Bot till I fee you 
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eftabliihed fo by the Laws of the Land, no PerfuaiionSy 
or Force, Ihall prevail on mc to drefs you in a pageant 
Greatnefs, and make a Mockery of thofe divine Cere- 
monies by which Kings are conitituted. 

Thb Refolution, or rather the Boldnefs of this Pre- 
late, left William in the utmoft Aflonifhment ; yet did 
he not feem to refent it in the leaft : But believing it 
would not be prudent to call any Aflembly of the Peo- 
ple for his Eledion, as pretending liis Right was uncon- 
teftable, he addrcfs'd the Archbifiiop of Tork^ who, 
lefs fcrupulous than his Grace of Canterbury ^ performed 
the Ceremony on the appointed Day- ; and rejoyced to 
have this Opportunity of difputing the Premacy with 
the other : Which he did fo warmly, that all his Suc- 
ceflbrs have ever fince kept it up j and tho' it has cre- 
ated infinite DifluTbances in the Church, not all the Me- 
diation that could be made, has to this Day been able 
to put an end to it j for tho' the Archbilhops of Can- 
terbury have been in Pofleffion of the I'itle, yet thofe of . 
york pretend to the Right of it, and would never be 
brought to recede from a Claim to that Dignity. 

T« E s E Sort of Quarrels, faid Arelife, are often the 
Caufe of great Diforders in Rehgion : Where-ever tlie 
Prelates quit the great Defign of their Funftion, and 
obHinately uphold fome particular View either of Li- 
tereft or Ambition, Herefy takes it Opportunity to 
creeping the Rage of Party is fermented. Rebellions 
againft the Civil as well as Eccelefiaflical Jurifdidion are 
immediately formed, the fupreme Authority is affronted, 
and the vtry Fundsunentals of the greateft Monarchy- 
are capable of being fhaken. 

Obstinacy, replied Thilamoniy is the infeparable 
Companion of HereiV, as I could eafily make appear 
in a thoufand Examples out of HiAory ; bujt as I have 
^now a very remarkable one occurs to my Remem- 
brance, that (hall fttffice. 

In the Year 1628, continued he, Monfieur the 
Prince de Condt^ Father of him who has filled our An- 
nals with fo many heroic Anions, commanded the Army 
of the King, agamft the Cal<vinijl$ who were then in 
I 3 open

ctpen HebeDioa, and had poiTefs'd themfelves of feveral 
PiroviQces in die Weft of rrance. This great General, 
among other Places, befieged the City of St. Se<vir, 
and having made a confiderable Breach in the Walls by 
his Artillery^ ordered his Soldiers to give a general Al- 
&ult I but they were repulfed with id much Vigour, 
that they were obl^ed to retire within their Trenches. 
They made variouis Attempts afterwards^ but with the 
lame Fate ; and the Prince defpairing to take it by 
Stonn, fat down contented, that Famine would in a' 
ihort Time make them ghdly furrender. When their 
Difbreft was at the Height, and greater Numbers pe- 
riih'd thro' Hanger thw had done bv the Sword ; he 
offered the Reiidue the moft favourable Conditions, yet 
would not theie obftinate Wretches hilen to any^Propo- 
fals of that kind, chufing lather to die with their Wives 
and Children the moft miferable of all Deaths, than live 
by the Mercy of a Kkkg they were refolved to throw off 
all Allegiance to. 

. F A M I K B within, and continual Aflaults without, had 
at length left very few alive ; yet weak and almoft ex- 
> piring as they were, their Obflinacy remained in full 
Strength j and to deprive the Prince's Army of all Ad- 
vantage by their Conqueft, they deftroycd by Fire all 
their rich Furniture, which was too bulky to be eafilv 
taken away ; and one Night when it was very daric 
made a Hole in the Wall, Uiro' which they crept, car- 
rying with them whatever they had preferved from the 
Flames, and made their Efcape to the Mountains, 
were they all pcrifhed miferably. 
• At the Break of Day, the Prince bein^ told that nt) 
Perfon was to be fecn on the Walls, made his Troops ad- 
vance cautioufly, imagining fome Ambufcade ; but per- 
ceiving the Gap made in the Wall, heeafily conjeAured 
the Truth, and was prefentlv confirmed, when after for- 
cing die unddFended Gates, he found feveral Men loaded 
with Goods, and endeavouring to follow their Compani- 
ons the fame Way they went ; thefe he caufed to be ilain 
on the Spot : And thus perifhed all the Inhabitants of 
that imhappy City, ViSuns of Herefy and Rebellion. 

Tali 
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This was indeed, f^d SiMana, a ver3r terrible Ef- 
fed of Obilinacy ; and I think one cannot too much 
^ard one's felf againf): a Vice which never fails to bring 
Its Punifhment alone with it. 

Obstinac Y9 added Oropbdnes, is the moft pernici- 
ous Quality a PeHbn can be guilty of, becaufe it not on- 
ly occaiions all Manner of Crimes, but alfo encoura^ 
a Prefeverahce in them ; it utterly defiroys all the focial. 
Virtues, and in Matters of Religion is the Ruin of that . 
very Motive by which it pretends to be fupported; 
Meeknefs, Humility, and a ready Conformity to the 
higher Powers in all lawful Things, being the very Fun- 
d^entals of the Cbriftian Dodlrine. 'Tis whplly own- 
ing to this Vice of Obftinacy, that the Cinifiian World 
is fo much divided in itfelf ; while thofe, who profeft 
themfelves the Followers of Jesus, wafte their Time 
in DiiTentions with each other, on meer Formalities, 
and Things not at all necefTary to Salvation, the Ene- 
mies of our holy Faith gain Ground, and make a Jeft 
of our unhappy Mifunderilandings, 

Tufs is an unhappy Truths replied yulia ; and in 
thofe kingdonis, where all Opinions are tolerated, and 
every Profeiibr inveighs with equal Warmth agaiiid the 
other, how difficult would it be for an Heathen, who 
ihould comp among them, to know which was in the 
right, or whether m were Uot guilty of fome Errors ? 

It was this, faid Meliniaj, which, gave occafion for 
that fevere Saying of a Turk, that* the Cbrtfiians 
chang^ their OpiAions in Matters of Rel^on, as often 
as they did the Faihion of their GariTients ; and as &r as 
he could peixeivf , every Man made fuch a one for 
himfelf as pleafed him beft. 

You fee, faid Celimtna, tumii^g to Sihiana and 
Arelifi^ in what kind of Entertainments this charming 
Society pafs their Time. I doubt not biit you are al- 
ready convinced of the Truth of what I told you ; but, 
continued fhe, I am fure Urania will not om)ofe the 
Deiire I have to regale your Eyes as well as Ears, by', 
letting yott partake s|ll the Beau^ of her agreeable, 
Retreat. >. 
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Tmo^ I have nothing in it, which I can flatter my* 
ttV, wjU anfw^r the Ddcription your Goodnefs haa gi- 
ven of It, anfwered Urania, yet I am obliged to com- 
ply with your Requeil, becaufe I hope me beautifiil 
Silviana and Jrelije may find it commodious enough 
to be honoured fometimes with their Prefence. . 

At thcfe Words all thi5 Company rofc up, and Ihe 
conduced the fair Strangers thro' all the difFerent A- 
partments of which her Houfe was compofed : They 
appeared charmed with the Order every thing was in, 
the pkafant Profpefts from the Windows, the Neat- 
nefs, and the Delicacy of Fancy Urania had fhewn in 
her Choice of the Furniture, Piftures, and Hangings ; 
biit above all, they were delighted with a CloTet, in 
which were a ^at Number of Silk-worms, thofe 
little Animals which fpend their Lives for the Pride of 
Mankind. ' Seeing they were all at work, and the nice 
Oeconomy with which every thing prefer either for 
their Suftenance or Labour was prepared lor them, Ce- 
limena cried out, Urania is ignorant of nothing. This 
Acclamation was feconded oy Silviana and Arelift^ 
and every one agreed that nothing could be more^plea- 
iing than fuch an Amufement. 

It cannot, faid Urania, be reckoned among the' 
ufeful Occupations to keep thefe Creatures, becauw the 
Sun has not Power enough in this Country to render 
their Produ6Uons ferviceabletts in Climates more warm, 
I pafs a little Time with them, continued (he, without 
any other Motive than an Occafion to admire the Work 
of Providence, who has ordained (b fmall an Animal, 
the Source of the greateft Commerce in the Univerfe. - 

Their Induffay, and thediiftfrent Metamorphofes- 
which are neceifary for the Multiplicatkm of their Spe- 
cies, is I think to' be reckoned among the Wonders of 
Nature, and deferves the Attention of the whole World. 

*Tis true, iaid Camilla^ and I could pafs whole 
Days unwearied, in fuch a Contemplation ; but while 
we fo jttfily give our Admiration to tnefe litde Animals, 
tnethinks we ought to tefti^our Gratitvde tothofe 
who firil difcovered the Uiefulnefi of them ^ and I 
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fliould be glad to know to .whom we are to flracb 
obliged. 

Thb Chinefe undoubtedly^. anfwered Theiamonf, 
were the firft who found out their Worth ; and the Way 
of ordering them, to as not to have this beautiful IfTue 
of their Bowels turn to no Account ; becaufe twelve Re- 
ligious Men of the Order of St. Bafily who were Miffi- 
onaries in China, brought the Eggs from thence into 
Grace, and infh-u^b^d that Country in the Art of pre- 
ferving them during the Winter Seafon, how to feed 
them when they became Worms with the Leaves ofMuI- 
berrtis, to take the Silk^m the Shells, and to put it in a 
Condition afterwards for twiflmg and weaving. They 
found fuch an Advantage in this Manufadure, that they 
planted MuJhrrits thro' all their Grounds, and in a few 
Years all Gr^^r^ and JRa Minor, was cover'd with Trees 
of that Fruit, efpecially the White, the Leaves of which 
are accounted beH for thefe Animals. The Emperors 
have had fuch a coniiderable Revenue from their Silk» 
that feveral Edidb have been pafs*d by them, to forbid 
on Pain of Death the Tranfportation of any of thefe 
Eggs : But in Spite of thefe Precautions, the Italian Mer- 
dumts procurra great Qoantities -, but not having the 
right Method of managing them, when in their Enclo- 
fures, they could never outave one Seafon : So that either 
thro' the Negligence or Ignorance of other Nations^ 
Grace for a long Time was in Poffeffion of this Trea- 
fure, and engroi&d the Commerce of the whole World. 

But at laft, Roger, King of Sicily, takmg up Arms 
againll Manuel Comnenus, Son of yolm Comnenus, Em- 
oeror of Conftantinople, for haying violated the Law of 
Nations in ill-treating his AmbaiTadors, made a League 
with the Flcrentines, and the Republics of Pija and 
Genoa ; and thefe Powers . being joined, in the Year 
^i I CO made a Defcent on the Ifland of Cercyrum, now 
called Corfu : Which having fubdued, they pad on and 
took the Cities of Thebes, Calchidy, and many others, 
where they found an immenfe Booty ; but the moft con^ 
fiderable to them was the Manufaflures of Silk. The;^ 
brought with them all the Men and Women employed . 
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in tending the Worms, in rolling the Balls^ and wind- 
ing the Silk, as alfo aU the Inftraments and Utenfils of 
the Manufitflore, with a prodigious Quantity of the 
Effgs, and tranfported this rich Treafure into Italy, 
vwre the Art was in a finallTime not only underftood, 
but improved ^nd brought to fuch Perfedtion, that it is 
the greateft Revenue of the place, as Hfo o£ Provencip 
Laf^uedoc^ and Spain, 

Th b r e is one Thing, faid Si/wafia, which I cannot 
forbeai: taking notice of; and that is, that to exprefs 
a Curiofity here, of knowing any thing, be it on what 
Ibever Subjed, one is imm^liately (atisfied in a Man- 
ner fo engaging, and fo little common, that *tis a kind 
€kf Happinels to be ignorant, that one may receive the 
Pieafure of fuch In(&u£Uoh. 

As Ceiimina knew the Modefly of Thtlamont made 
him entirely avofe to Praife, ihe interrupted Silviana 
in thefe Terms : We (hould never have done, faid ihe, 
were we to indulge thofe Refledtions, which are indeed 
Ae Due of every thine we find in 1^ Place : But as I 
liave beeun to take me Liberty of prefcribing Rules 
to this Company To-day, I am of Camion, that a 
Walk in the Gardens would give new Charms to the 
Couverfation. 

'Thb Sun being now near his Decline, this Advice 
was too agreeable not ^o be complied witib, and bei 



adjourned to the Terrafs, Si/viana and Jre^e foun< 
ttew Matter for Admiration. I am no longer (urprized, 
&id the former of thefe amiable Ladies, at the Impati* 
cnce Meiiniai 9xA Hortenfia exprefiM to come himeri 
for I already begin to dr^ the Moment that muft take 
2ne from a Place fb full of every thing that can delight 
either the Mind or Senfe. 

The Motive which ob^es yon to quit us, anfiver^d 
Celimena, will eafily confole you. I proteft, added 
Jnlifty with a Bmfli, that gave her new Attraftions, 
itiothine but a Union eameftly defired, could make us 
JLeave this Ccoipany withoat the utmoft Reluctance. 

If you would have us ghre Credit to Words io o- 
1>lisbg» iaid Orofiamh J^ >&nft fpeedily return to 
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08, ai^d briiu;. widi yoa tlu>fe Gendeinen, wlp tie 
fbor^iy to j>e Sappy in t)i^' Title of your HuAnu^cb. Anii^ 
whatever «ife may be )vanting in this Society, I cas^ 
promife you qne Satisfadion, that you may enjoy the 
Liberty among as of loving and confeflingit, without 
iny Dagger of being cenfored or ridiculed. 

Therb cannot certainly be a greater Bleilittg in • 
married State, reply*d Sihiana, t^ fuch a Freedom ; 
and I believe the Incpnflancy of the ]|4en has been the 
only Cauie it is fo lit(le pradlifed. The Hufband is 
^ifhamed to pretend a Paffion, which fo many know he 
is incapable of feeling ; and the \y3e dre^ eivins 
fny Demonftrations of hers, left fixe ihould be wM^ 
on as a mean-ipurit^d or coo fond Woman. 

'Tis certain. Madam, faid Enipam^ tiaH the In- 
conftancy of bot]^ Sexes had very qear abrogated the 
Cuiiom of married People ]behaving each to other wit^ 
any fort of Tendemefs ip public ; out I think it begins 
to revive s^ain iince Divorces have been lefs frequent & 
the Difiici^ of b^ing feparated, makes both Men and 
Women weigh with the utmoft Seriouihefs their owa 
Inclinations, and the Merits of the Perfon to whom they 
are about being united : and not entiy into that State 
without being well detennined, there follpws not thoie 
Occafions for repenting it afterward, as ufually hap-* 
pen^ when Whim, or a fudden Fl^t of Paffion was 
the Motive. 

YjsT for fi^ that, replied Atf^fo^ we often iee 
Perfons very unhappy in Marriage, .who have not en- 
tered into it without a lox\g Jt.efle£lion. Nor do I 
think any can be faid to enjoy the Pleafnres of it truly^ 
who intent themfelves with a fiihple Regani and Ci^ 
vility : The fame Warmth of Paflion whicn occaiioned 
that Union, muft continue, or it will fink into an in- 
iipid Indolence, which by Deerees will become infup- 
portable. Nor is it fufficient £at this Ardor ftiU reigns 
on one of them, it muft be reciprocal, fuch as I dare 
believe is between us all; elfe t declare 9 Divorce is 
xathcr to be wiihed than condenm'd. 
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' But, Gad Felicia, it vna the^Afitirance diatetrenr 
one had of being able at any time to 'throw oSBoaii 
which grew uneafy, that niade People fo little careful 
of fofming tiicm by Sweetness, and Good-nature ; 
the refore, I think the Pradice is well laid afide, fince 
it was in reality no more than ^ Sandkm for Incon-' 
ftancy. 

Of aUthe Divorces I have read of, laid Oropbaneri 
I know none more fuipriztn^ than. that of Etbelrel^ 
King of Englandi and if Fnida will relate the HiP 
tory of it to you, I am perfuaded you will be of my 
Opnion. I hope my dear FtUcia, replied Urania^ 
will not deprive us of that Satisfa£Uon^ nor refufe me « 
Complaifance I have always had for her. 
' You need preils me no farther, faid thatamkble 
Lady ; and as I ought to conform. to tiie Rules eila- 
blifhed here, and we have time enough before Supper, 
I wUl give you the Hiilory of the Lm of diat Princcas 
well a& I am able. 

Thin having paufed a little, as if to recolledl 
the Pai&ges ihe was about to menticHi, ihe began in this

England. 

ENG I JND\aA been torn wiA continual Wart 
and Diflen£ons, fince the Conauefl of the Sax^ 
0ns who had divided It into feven Kingdoms ; nor cou'd 
it be iaid to enjoy any Tranq^uillity till the time of 




;Coaib of Gaul, difbibuted among them fevj^ of the 

^hfooids, which they occupied ia the maft induflrioua 
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Manner ; To that wkh a few Years time, aad the Bene^ 
fit of 'a perfe^ Peace among themfelves^ and with their 
Neighbours, this State carried on an exteniive Com- 
merce, and became greatly rich sad flomifhin^. 

Thb Fertility of the Country, and Convenience of 
its Ports, joined to the Cares of this wife Monarch, 
fixed ai Prosperity in Engiandy which continued till the' 
Reign of Etheired one of his SucceiTors, who arrived 
at the re|al "Dignity in the Year 1004. This Prince^ 
whom Heaven had endowed with all the Qualities re«' 
quifite to complete an amiable Man, and great King» 
had been a very happy Monarch, could he have van- 
quifhed his amorous Inclinations, or had his Paffion 
i>een accompanied with Confbncy. 

Hb had received his Education under the Care of a 
Prince of his own Blood, n»ne4 Edgar : If at any time 
there arofe an irregular Emotion in his Soul, it wa§ 
immediately checked by the Admonitions of this wife 
Governor : Accuftomed always to obey the Dirediion of 
tbis Guide, the young Etbelrfd examined not into his 
pwn Heart, nor thought it necefiary for a long time to 
coniult on any thing", as believing it fufiicient to avoid 
Evil, to conform himfelf to tread in the Steps of fuch 
a Leader. - ' .:- 

Bu T as Children, who while fupported under the 
iArms, walk in Security, no fooner are triced alone^ 
than they fall ; fo the Difpofition oiEtbtlredj Jiis Wit, 
his Generoiity, and the Art of making himfelf be^'^d 
wherever he pleafed, fo much deceived the Pettetrati<»^. 
of Edgar^ m-udent as he was, that believing him inca-^ 
(able of falling into any grds Errors, he was willing to 
. fe? him regulate his Conmid himfelf, and fomething toD^ 
early relinquiihed that Authority, the Right of Protedlox^ 
of the Reaun, and Governor, had given him over him^ 

ETHELRED being of an Age„ in which the ex.^^ 
terior Graces are the moft admired, when the Crown 
was fet upon his Head, his People faw him wear it with^ 
Acclamations of Joy, which feemed authorized by axf 
aiTured Belief, that it was his due to reign over them^i^ 
us much by Preheminence of Virtue, as of Blood. . 
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Tub firft Vefrs of Us Rekn decavtd not thfe Udi* 
E^qpedbitioiiSy not only his Subjedf^ but th% wkdb I 

World had conceived of him ; Juftice» fweetly tem- 
pered with Mercy and Wifdom, were the Companiona | 
of his Authority : And even in the Choice of his Fa- I 
vouritesy a Point where few Princes do not err, bedif^ 
covered an admirable Difcemment» and a Love for 
Vntue. Amc^g thofe who deferved andpofleiied that 
Title, was a Lord of the Court, named Corjk : In hint 
lie.phced the greatefk Cobfidence, and his good Quali- , 
t^ were fo juftifiable a Claim to die Favours he re- 
ceived, that he enjoyed *em without that Envy which 
ordinarily attends Royal Bcwnty. 

Tho* the Court of Etbiirtd was full of Princefies 
and Ladies of great Beauty, yet had he never ihewn 
m pardcnlar Attachment to any of them ; but, by a 
(eneral Gallantry, made known he was not unac- 
quaintBd with the Methods .of infpiring foft Defires, 
wiiile infenfible of them himfelf. 

But now amMroached the fatal Moment when he 
Ihottldnoioiigerbo^ftaLSieityiinconqueiable. Having 
an)OintedtogooneDayinto4hcCk>ttntry, on a Party 
ot Pleafnre wiAfomeofUt Nobles^ the* Streets ana 
Houfes otLondBH wh^ii chronged with People to behold 
Um pafs ; and cUerving^with Pleafure this Teftimony 
cf his Sttbjf^ Love, he very often raifed his Head, as 
heroad^Horfdback, tojOiew himfelf with more Con- 
veii^Ge to thofe in ^ Windows. It was in this Ac- 
tioh that he had the Opportunity 6[ {being in one of 
diem a young Perfon of about fixteen or feventeen 
Years of Age, but of fo fuiprizing a Beauty, as imme- 
di^y rivetted hb Eyes on her Face. He cobU not 
Tofift the Pkafure iheContemf^btion of her Charms ga.ve 
him, and perhaps had continued gasing much loneer 
thanhedio, ifhisHorfe, unaccuftomed to thefe Pautes, 
liad not removed him; but tho' he rode forward, 
his Head was tumed toward the Place where ihe was, ^ 

till too great a JDiflance barred the Profpeft. 

But when he no longer^ beheld her with his bodily 
Eyes, diafe of his Mmd M feafied on her Idea, nor \ 
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did the Div€«fions he partook in the Coontiy inglte ker 
one Mdnentflbfent from him. Inline, hisP^onwas 
as ftrong as it was fiidden, and nothing being able to 
compemte for the Pleafure of feeing her, he retivtied 
to Loniion much foonei' than he intended, and widi £- 
motions vaftly different from thoie with which he left 
it. As eveiy Movement of a King is immediately 
blazed abroad, the fame Maltitude who affembled to 
bdbold his |;oing, were WitneiTes of his coming^back : 
but he received not the Acdamations of the tranfported 
Fopi^ce with thatCheerfnlnefs he was wont to do ; the 
Charmer of his Heart, and who his impatient Eyes 
were infeardi of, appeared not. The Hoafe which had 
prefenttid her to him, was now (hut uo, and the Hope 
of a ftcond Interview entirely banifhM. 

60 great and miexpefted a Difappointment ftruck 
him to the Soul, nor could he conceal the foft Emo- 
tions of his Grief, his Countenance dai^, and- die 
moft gloomy Pend^venefs o'eripiead diofe ISyes which 
ufed to diffufe Joy around, tori in a Moment per- 
ceived die Alteration, and being near him, aikedifhe 
found himfelf not well. This Demand ronied the 
King from that Lethai^ of Thou^t he had been m» 
and looking on diis Favourite with a difordcr*d Air, 
When we arrive at the Palace, (aid he, I will conceal 
nothing from thee : Till then, take no farther nodce of 
my Behaviour. Thefe Words were fuffiqient to nudce 
the Perfon to whom they were addrefsM know, that the 
Mind of his Sovere^n laboured under fome great Liquid 
etude, and calling to Mind the Eamefhiefs widi whi^he 
had fix'd his Eyes on a young Beauty at their Departure^ 
and the deep Studies he had ever fince been in, was not 
far from gueffinff the Truth of this Adventure ; but 
co.uld not confimr it as any great Misfortune that a 
Prince like Etbiirtd, who he thought Inight make his 
Fate in fuch Affairs, ihould become enamoured. 

They had no (boner entered die P^dace than the 
King retired to his Clofet, where none but Cork 
beine admitted. Can I, faid he to him with a Look 
whidiieemed to penetrate into hii very Soul, canlde-

pleafe —— What is it I muft undertake ? What is it I ] 

muft accomj>lifli f Vouchfafe to fpeak, zad eafe me of 
that cruel Difquiet I am in, by the Sight of yours. 

Al AS ( refum'd the King, with a deep^i^, I won- 
der notat thy Difcemment j I am not yet enough accuf- 
tomed to the Motional fed, to learn the Art of con- ' 

cealing them. Cori, continued he, after a little Paufe, 
I love i but love with a Violence, which is not to be 
equalled, nor defcribed ; and to complete mv Misfor- 
tune am ignorant who it is I love. Then he related 
to him all that had hajppened, andhaving difcov^red the 
Deij^ he was in, ofever more beholding the Objedt of 
his Wiihes ; *Tis for thee, my dear CorJt^ refum'd he, 
to feek to find, to inform this admirable Perfon of my 
Paffion, and to &ve the Life of thy Sovereign, by in- 
fpiring her with fome Part of the fame Tenderneu for - 
me. 

Hbrb the King ceded to fpeak, and CorA was re- 
joiced to find that all the Trouble he had expreiT^^ 
forui^ only from an amorous Inclination, which he 
ioreiaw no nreat Difficulty in the Gratification of. He 
omitted nothing that could bring EtMred to be of the 
lame Opinion, and after having aflured him that he 
would negkd nothing for the Completion of his De- 
^res, I humbly entreat. Sir, iaid he, that you would 
refume your ulual Gaiety: *Tis the ytmofl InjufUce to 
yourfelf to doubt Succefs. Whatever Charms this Maid 
may be Miftrefs of, yon have fuch as, join'd with your t ^ 

Dignity, might make all the Beauties of the Earth thii^ 
it their Gldry to fubmit to you. 

ETHELRED anfwerM not to this Difcourfe, but 
^withlhaking his Head i which made the Favourite fee* 

that 
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4iat when a violent Paffion has taken toSe&on of the 
tieart. Self-love vaniihes of Courfe ; and how amiable 
foever the Lover is^ he thinks all too little to pleafe the 
Objedl beloved: But being a little fe-afTured at the 
Promifes Cork had made him, he returned to the Draw* 
ing-Room, where he appeared with an Air of Content- 
ment, which ^ve his Courtiers no Room to fufpeQ 
there was ^he leaft Diflurbance m his Mind. 

CORKj who went out of the Palace, with a Refo- 
lution not to enter into it again, 'tiQ he had made the 
Difcoveries enjoined him, was fo fuccefsful in his En- 
quiries, that he foon found the Perfon who had been 
able to captivate the Heart of his King, was called £- 
ibelgi*ve ; that ihe was the Daughter of an Artifan^ 
who, her mother being dead, had beftowed all the 
ProHts of his Endeavours oh her Education in a Nun- 
nery ; but his Trade ^ling off, he had been obliged 
to take her thence, and that (he now lived at home 
with him, as did alfo a Niece of Us named Editb^ 
where fhe fpent her Time wholly in Adls of Piety and 
Duty, managing her Father's Aflairs, and endeavour* 
ing to confde bm in his Misfortunes. 

Wh£n he had Informed himfelf thus far, that he 
might, leave tiothing undone which might contribute 
to the Satis&dHon of his Royal Mailer, he went to the 
Houie xali ^cjt Jrtifany and under Pretence of ordering 
fomething to be done in hisr Way of Bufinefs, entertain-* 
ed him with many Queilions concerning his Family, and 
the Profits which mieht accrue from his Trade. The 
Artifan^ who found Dy his Appearance that he was a 
Man of Quality, tho' he had no Train with him, an« 
fwered him with the Circumfpe^lion of a Man, who 
feared the Knowledge of his low Circumilances, might 
lofe him a good CiSomer. But Cork perceiving the 
Caiife of Reserve, to oblige him to fpesuc more plam, 
refumed his Diicourfe in this Manner : I know, faid he, 
you are.an honeft Man, and that your Condition is 
very unhappy at this Time ; explam yourfelf there- 
fore to memthout Difguife.

deprive yoa of the Means of eflabliihsng them in the 
World according to their Merit or your Defire : If it 
be ib, I would not have you defpair ; we have a King* | 

who compaffionates the Mifery of hit Siibjeds» and is 
never better pleaied than whoi he has Opportunity of 
relieving them : If he were acquainted with your Po*. 
verty, f know he would midcea Change in your Con-, 
dition, and enable you to marry the young Maids to 
your Satisfaaion. 

Ah my Lord f jrepli^ de good Man, Kings axe too 
much taken up wkh great AfSirs to think of rendering 
all their Subjects happy ; and however charitable ours 
may be, I have notmng to hope firom his Bounty ; I 
have never done him any Service, and am but one of 
ihe meaneft Members of the State. I am poor, my 
Lord, continued he, but I am not romantic ; my Niece 
and Daughter are indeed not difi^;reeabk in their Per* 
£bns nor Behaviour, but they are prudent and virtuous, 
and entertain no Views zbove then: Birdi uid Fortune. 

I M u,sT fee them, relumed Gri, I have fome Power 
at Court, ^d can recommend than to the Service of 
IbmeLadies, whofe Virtue wiH confirm and be a Guide 
to theirs. To prove my good IntentioDs for you, c<»h 
tinned h^ puffing out a Pnrie of Gold, take this, k 
will fupply your Neceffities, till I have taken Meafures 
tO' render you paft the Want of k. 

Thb Artifon was equally furprized at the Demand 
and Generouty of Corlii and confidcnng a long Time 
what it was l>eft for him to do, the Favourite gnefTed 
at his ThoughtSt and to rdieve him from tli^ PeV 
plexity. Fear nothing, faid he, Icome not to feduce the 
young Maids : *Tis only Companion induces me to 
make thefe Offers, nor will I defire to fpeak to theoi 
qu't befi:>re yourfelf. 

These Words joined to the mve and refervcd Air 
of him that fpoke them, entirdy vanquiihed all the 
Scruples of the old Man ; and after having dirown him* 
felf at hit Feet, to return Thanks fi^r the Benefit con-* 
ferr'donhim. hehefitatidnottoconduAhimtoalitde 

in- 
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3l-fumi{hed Chamber where Etbtigtve and Edith yr&e 
fitting at Work. Their Habits plain and negligent, 
hinjlred not Cork from diftinguifhing the Beauties of 
Ethilgi've ; never had he beheld any thing fo perfedlly 
lovely. She was taU, of a mofi delicate Shape, and 
had an Air which fpoke Majefly and Wifdom % fweetly 
proportioned Hands and Arms ; large blue Eyes, live- 
hr and fparkline, but accompanied with an irrefiftable 
Sofbefs ; a weS-made Nofe, and the fineil Mouth and 
Teeth in the World : And to all this a Skin of a moft 
dazzling Whitenefs. The Favourite of fitMredco\i*d 
not preiently overcome his Ailonifhment, at the Sight 
of fo many Charms ; nor refrain teftifying it by liftmg 
up his Hands and Eyes to Heaven, on which Etbi/" 
give blufh'd extremely, and was little lefi confufed, 
tho' for different Reafons. 

Th b Features of Corl were not altogether nnknbwn 
to her ; there were fecret Emotions which had im- 
Dnnted on her Memory all thofe who were near the 
King's Perfon the D^ he rode thro* the City ; and 
as he had the fame Habit on, it was eafy for her tp 
recall the Idea of him ; ahd tho* (he knew not his Name 
or Quality, fhe very well knew he belonged to Etbil- 
red ; and her Virtue prefently taking the Alarm at this 
Vifit, fhe was about to afk her Father, on what Motive 
he was introduced to her Chamber, when Cork having 
a little recovered his Surprize, prevented her, by ap- 
proachhig her with a Refpe£t rather due to a Queen,, 
than to a Daughter of a mnple Mechanic ; and fay- 
ing, Pardon, Madam, the Prefumption of my Curioh- 
ty : I could not be eafy till I was convinced whether the 
Keports I heard concerning your Beauty were true or 
falle, but I find you fo infimtely beyond all Defcrbtion, 
that Doubt is loft in Wonder. But in Attonementfor my 
Temerity, I (hall this Moment inform the King of what 
I've feen, and dare venture to aflure you, he has too 
great a Regard for Merit, fuch as yours, not to render it 
as Happy as it is Great. 

Mt Lord, anfwered Ethelgive with a modeft 
Haughtinefs, we are of a Birth and Smtion infinitely be- 
neath 



neath the Confideration of the King» or thofe who have 
the Honour to approach him. Tul we are abandoned 
by Heaven^ Ill-fortane has no Power to hurt us ; nor 
have we the leaft Ambition to alter our prefent way of 
Living 5 and if it be permitted me to aik any return for 
the Complaifance my Father Has ftiewn jrou, it ihall be 
. only, that you will my nothing to the Kmg of this Ad- 
venture, nor debafe yourfelf by any future Viiits to a 
Place altogether unworthy to receive you. 

I fhall always in what I can, faid Cork, pay an en- 
tire Submiflion to the Will of fo beautiful a Perfon ; 
but it is not in my Power to difpenfe with infomring 
the King of what I have feen ; and if by his Orders I 
am obliged to attend you a fecond time, it fliall be with 
a ^efped which I hope will give yon lefs Fear and more 
Conndence. 

Aftbr thefe. Words he made a low Bow, and re- 
tired with the Father of this Beauty, who nuide ufe of 
his utmofl Eiforts to m'ake Cork take back the Purfe 
he had given him ; but the other refufed it with fuch 
an Air of Authority, that he durft notprefsit any 
ferther. 

Tu B amorous Ethelred was all this 'while in the 
extreme^ Impatience, never had the Hours feemed fo 
tedious i but the Sun had fcarce withdrawn his Beams 
frdm that Part of the Horizon, when he faw his faith- 
ful Emiflary appear with a Satisfaction in his Counte- 
nance, which m fome Meafure anticipated the News he 
brought. . 

'Tis not to be doubted, but that the King, foUicitous 
for die Event of his Favourite's Negotiations, foon made 
kn Opportunity of being alone with him ; which he no 
fooner was, tlm he received an exadl Intelligence of all 
' that had paiTed. During the Repetition, EiMrtd ap- 
pearM tranfported with Love and Joy ; and the mean 
Birdi and Fortune of Ethilgivi gave him fo aflhred a 
Hoi»e of accompliihing his Defires, that he took no other 
Notice of the Anfwer (he had made to Cork^ than to 
admire her Wit. After having. confulted with him how 
he ihould fee her, he was convinced it was wholly im- 

* ^' proper 
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proper for him to |o to thetioufe of fo poor a SubjeA, 
and that there muft be fome, Means found to remove 
her to a Place lefs frequented, and where the Actions 
of a King would be leis obferved. 

Love, ingenious in ail the Stratagems neceiTary for 
it's Gratification, prefently xtadt PMreiihtt\dnk hiia 
of a Foreft, where he had fometimes taken the Diver- 
lion of Hunting, and in the midft of which, he had a 
fmall Pleafure-Houfe ; finall for the Retinue and Gran- 
deur of a Monarch, buti^iacious enough to entertain him 
as a Gueft. To this, he order'd Cork to remove her 
with her Father, and that youn^ Kinfwoman who was , 
at prefent her Com j^nion ; addmg alfo, that he would 
have him negleft Diothing to adorn it, which ihould be- 
fit the Aparttn^nts of the Miilrefs of a King. 

Tho' this required fome time, yet Ethelrtd was 
willing to deprive himfelf for fome Days of the Plea- 
. fure 0? feeing her, that he might fee her in a Condi- 
tion worthy of the Love he had for her. He alfd for- 
bad Cwk to vifit her till every thing fhould be pre- 
pared for her Reception at this Place. But this Favou- 
rite was b zealous for the Satisfadtion of his Kine and 
Friend, that in eight Days he had filled the floufe 
with every thing that was necefiary for the Convenience 
or Happinefs of Life ; and having informed him of it, 
the Kmg under Pretence of hunting in the Foreft, went 
himielf, and faw that every thihg was conformable to 
his Defires and the Integrity of Cork. 

Whilb the King of England employed himfelf 
in thefe tender Cares, the beautiful Ethelgi'Oi was not 
without her Difquiets } the Prefence of Cork had re- 
kindled Sentiments in her Hearty which her Virtue and 
her Reafon had a long time combated, and at length 
pretty near cxtinguiihed. Soon after EtMred*s Ac- 
ceflion to the Crown, the Father of Ethelghvej out of 
a Curiofity common almofl to all People, carried his 
little Family to fee the new King ; and as it was on 
one of thofe fblemn Days when Majefly appear in its 
utmoft Grandeur, they beheld him accompany*d with 
aU his Charms^ which made fuch an Impreflion on the 

young 
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young Heart of Etbilp*uf, that ever after his Image 
fvas before her Eyes ; fhe could think of nothing eue^ 
ipeak of nothing elfe» nor dream of nothing elfe, yet all 
without being lenfible of the Occafion of it, till Edith^ 
who was diree Years elder, by fome ferious Difcourfes, 
suide her enter into herfelf, t^A endeavour to put a 
ftop to the Torrent of an Inclination which feenrd (b 
wild and unwarrantable. 

Thb tender Maid no fooner difcovered it was Love 
diat agitated her, than (he began with all her Might to 
firuggle with it ; flie refledled on her own Meannefs^ 
. and wondered how (he could Uft her Eyes on her King, 
but as became the humbleil of his Subje6b ; yet was 
not all (he could do fufiicient, ilill had (he a Heart above 
her Birth, and thb* (he knew lierfelf unworthy oiEthtL 
redf yet could (he think no other Man worthy of her. 

In Emotions fuch as it is ea(y to conceive a Paflion 
(b difproportionable mull occafion, did (he langui(h near 
two Years, making none the Confident of her Misfor- 
tune but Editbf who being very prudent and ^ithful, 
omitted nothing that might give her Confolation, with- 
out flattering her with any Hopes of wh^t neither of 
them could at that time imagine (hould come to pa(8« 
Thty were entertaining them^lves on this Theme, when 
the Trampling of Horfes and the tumultuous Acclamati- 
ons of the People made them run to the Window : but 
how great was the. Surprize of Ethe/give, when (he 
beheld the lovely Mcmarch, and according to her Opi- 
nion, more enchanting, more glorious than before F She 
durft not (hut the Window left any body (hould take 
notice, or rather had not the Power to do it ; the Eyes 
of the King being prefently fixed on her, renuring her 
incapable of anv tnmg, and quite loft in an ExtaSy of 
fomething to wnich one cannot well give a Name ; but 
lecovering from it, when (he &w lum no longer, aQ 
that had pafiTed feemed but like a nleafing Dream ; 
which, however, regretting to have Im fo foon, (he turn- - 
ed from the Window with her Eyes (h-eaming with Tears, 
and cryed out to her Coufin, O Ediib ! my dear Edith ! 
IHhax will become of the u^ortonate Etbtlgvy$ t 
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Tuf s amiaUe Mud, who had a Mind wholly c(mi« 
pofed of Sweetnefs, would not in the Anxiety of the 
odier's combat her Paffion with any Warmth^ and only 
faid, My mod beloved EtMgivi^ hope that Time, 
your own Virtue, and the AMance of Heaven wiH 
bring a Cure fo neceiTary for your Repofe ; and that you 
may negkdi nothing on your Part^ refled without ceaf* 
ing, ^t xhrsBtbikidfQ beautiful, fo weUaccomplifli*- 
ed, 18 one of the greateft Kings in the World; thatwe 
are $unong the number of the meaneft of Y6& Subjeds, 
* anddiat only a Princefs is or can be deftined for him. 

X AM not ignorant of all this, anfwered Etbilgi*ue^ 
and my Pafiion is accompanied neither with Hopes, 
nor Defires ; for were it poffible that this King, who 
Is (b dear to me, fhould love me to the lame Degree I 
love him, I fhould not be lefs unhappy : Nor m his 
Grandeur, his Power, and my own Paffion fhould com- 
pel me to betray my Honour — I would not liften to 
his Sollitations — I would endeavour to deteft them $ 
the firft I am certain I could do, and if I were not able 
to bring myfelf to the latter, it fhould yet be of no Sig- 
nification. -*- But no matter, my dear ^^/^, continued 
ihe, let us talk no more of him, if I cannot vanquifh this 
fatal Tenternefs, I will not in dulgeit «— No, let me ra- 
ther avoid all Occafions of feeing this too dMtfming 
Prince — - he will return to London^ but I protefl I . wiu 
not be among thoie who teftify their Joy. 

This Refolution was executed with the fame Spirit 
it was formed ; and fhe no fooner heard that the King 
had entered the City Qate.s, than fhe fhut ujp the Win- 
dows, and retired to the hack Part of the Houfe, that 
fhe might not even be tempted to look out. This Effort 
on her felf with fo much Succefs, made her hope that in 
time fhe fhould be able to gain an entire Vi^bory, and 
in this Belief fhe was, when Cork was introduoed to her 
by her Father. 

A Visit fo unexpedbed filled her with the utmoft 

Surprize ; hb Difcourfe, and the Kemembrance with 

' wh^ an Eameftnefs the King dwelt on her Face, made 
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this Comtief to their Hoiife ; who was no fooner gone, 
than her Father came to acquaint her and Editb widi 
the Bounty he had received from him. 

£ f^i? £, G /f^ £, more confirmed in what Ihe before 
apprehended, remonftrated in a refpedtful Manner to her 
Father the Daneer of accepting fuch a Sum. The Pre- 
fents of great Men, faid (he, oring^ith them aPoifbn 
fatal to the Honour and Reputation of thofe' that re- 
ceive them ; when bellowed on Women, they are yet 
of more pernicious Confequence ; what will the World 
not fay, when it (hall be known that you have received 
Money froma Lord of the Court, and that you have per- 
mitted him to fee us ? I am ignorant of the Name or 
Quality of this Stranger, but I remember he was among 
thofe who were near the King when he^ departed for 
the Country, and that makes me eafily judge he mud 
be of a confiderable Rank 5 the Vifits of fuci a PeHbn 
can terminate only in our Diihonour, becaufe the Mo'- 
tives which oc<^a(ion them (hameful to us, as we 
are too mean to expedl a Perfon of his Condition 
can have any Defigns on as which are authorized 
by Virtue. 

The beautiful Etheigi've could not fpeak thefe 
Words without Tears, but the Artifan who underilopd 
not all thefe Delicacies, very muth blamed her ; I think, 
faid he, it would be the Height of Folly |o rcfufe be- 
ing relieved from the Miferies we fuftain, imeerly thro* 
^ the Fear of what may be faid of us ; befides, for mean 
, and unhappy Perfons to receive Favours fix>m thofe 
above them may be envied, but is not without Exam^* 
pie. I have heard of fevend Men of Quality who have 
been charitable enough to make the Fortune of poor 
Girls, without any Defign of violating their Honours ; 
diis Lord faid nothing that can give us room to ftt(pe£l 
he has any fuch Intention, andtherefore I am refolved 
to accept of whatever Portion of his Bounty he ihall 
be pleated to allow me. 

E THE L G IV E perceiving there was no Remedy, 
forbore making any Reply ; but. as foon as (he found 
}ierfelf alone with Edith y ihe Q>ared not to poor forth

the Inquietudes and Termrs of her Soul, t^. vMck th^ 
other could give but little Confoktion, as being] of the 
fame Opinion, that this Lord had been attra^led by heif 
Beauty, and came thither for no other Purpofe than to 
feduce her Virtue, cither for himfelf, or by Order of 
the King. 

ETHELRED, faid ihe, regarded you with fo roucat 
Attention, that I cpul(j never fihce put it out of jpny 
Head, that from that Moment he entertained a DeiRrd 
of knowing you more particularly ; and, on the pthdr 
hand, tho' . the Perfpn who vifited. u^ aj^eaired full of 
Admiration for your Beauty, yet did 1 obferve nothiflg 
in him that denbted the Lover ^ befides, you may /eji 
inember he would not be prevailed on to give lii^ Pro.'r 
xnife not to mention you to die King, which make^ 
ine almofl affured he came by his Coinmand, , : 

That is the moft terriMe of my Refleftions, re- 
plied Etbelgive ; yet what can the King think of me^^ 
to what can he pretend ? Oh, my deareft Ediih I t-h^ 
juft Indignation this Idea gives me, diminifties my Ten- 
dtxiiR(s'^'''^Efb0lre4 cannot love a Maid like me, and 
eileem her ' -his Paifion, which would cOttipletel the 
Clory of one of his own Birth, is the utxtioil; Shame] 
for me. Do me Juitice,' continued ihe, have I not al- 
ways kept my Wiihfcs within the Bounds they oUght to 
be ? In fpite of my abjed Condition, my Sentifnents 
are fo far fuperio^, that I can look down on what the 
World calls Grandeur with Contempt, fince it is not 
for me to partake it by lawful Meins. Ethtlrtd being 
King, cannot be the Hulband of Etbtlgrve ; And EtM- - 
ginfe will never be the Miftrefs of Etbeire J, wei^'ha 
as infinitely greater . than he is, as he is elevated above 
me. 

In Difcourfes fuch as thefe did thfefe two virtuous 
Maids pafs the eight Days, in which Cork was abfenr; 
and they were beginning to flatter themfelves that this 
Adventifire was at an End, when on the Morning of 
. the ninth, they fitw this Favourite, with the Father of 
Ethilgivi come into cheir Chamber. Daughter, fa^d 
the Artizan^ I have received an Order from the .KiQ^* 
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to ranort from my Houife ; this Lord is charged with 
It, and this Day is appointed for our Departure ; there^ 
fore you muft prepare yourfelf to obey. 

ThB Confternadon Eibeigivewu in at thefe Words 
was (o great, that it took from her the Power of reply* 
ing to uem. G^ri perceiving it. Madam, faid he, this 
Command of the lung has nothing in it which ought 
to give you any Alarm : It is the £tf«fl of his Royal 
Goodnefs, diat you are to be removed ^m a Habita- 
tion fo unworthy of vou : His Justice will not fuf&r a 
Perfon of your Perfe^ons to be any longer unhappy : 
He has made Choice of me to condud you to the Re- 
treat allotted for you ; your Father will go with you, 
alfo the amiable Edith ; and you have nothing to do 
but to take care of a Life, which our Royal Mailer is 
reiblved to render fortunate. 

My Lord, anfwer*d EtMgive, 'tis difficult for me 
to recover myfelf from mv Aftonifhment ; we are Per* 
fons fo every way inconfiderable, and fo much beneath 
the Notice of his Majefty, that were it not for that 
Air of Probity which accompanies your Words, it wou*d 
not be pofiible for me to give Faith to them. I fee» 
however, that my Part mm be' Obedience, and I am 
ready to follow my Father whecever you ihall lead us« 

CORK, who examined her with the utmoft Atten- 
tion aH the time (he was fpeaking, faw very well that 
Aie penetrated into the Truth oi this Affair, and iaw 
at the fame time that (he conceived much more of 
Grief tkan Joy at it, and that Virtue had fo gxeata 
Domtnion over every Paflion of her Soul, that he doubt- 
ed not if the King would not have an infinite Difficulty 
in this Conquefl. It gave him, however, a Very great 
Efleem for Etbelgivei but he forbore giving any Tefti- 
monies of it at that qme, tho' he relolved from that 
Moment to be effifUng to her Councils, and her fmcere 
Friend. 

T^E Clofe of Day was the Tfane fixed for their De- 
parture ) aud to the end it might not be too much ob- 
lerved^ Cork appointed to meet them in another Part of 
the Town ; after which he took the Artizan afide, and 

giving

^ving him another Purfe of Gold, bid him make v^fe 
>of that to difcharge any little Debts he might hAvt 
contra^led ; for, faid he, as the King will haye you 
leave off your Trade entirely, yoa muft make an End 
of all your Affairs in London, that you may have no Call 
to come to it again. This Command was too obliging 
not to be complied with, the old Man aiTured him of 
his ready Obedience ; and the other had no fooner left 
him than he began to make up his Accounts with every 
body, and difpofe of the Implements of his Trade, 
. which, as they were not very confiderable, was in a few 
Hours accprnplifhed. 

. As lor the charming Etheiginie^ (he was in a Con- 
dition which it would be very £fiicult to defcribe : Sen- 
timents of fo many different Kinds overwhelmed each 
other in her Mind, that it became a prfedl Chaos ; 
and Ediih endeavoured in vam to re-eflablKh any Calm 
in. it, when the Moment of their Departure being ar- 
rived, her Father, who was impatient to fee himfelfin 
another State, took her and Edith to the Place ap- 

r* ted by him, whom now the old Man look'd on as 
Guardian- Angel. , A Chariot, with two Servants 
on Horfe-back, waited their Approach ; but Cork not 
being in it, very much furpfized Etheigi^e, All the 
time of their litde Journey ihe entertain 'd her Father 
with nothing but the Fears fhe was in of being carry 'd 
to the King, and fuffering fome Violence from him ; 
but the good Man bid her be eafy, and told her that 
he knew where they were going, afluring her nothing 
fiiottld make him leave her« even a Moment. Thele 
IVomifes foniethins; allay 'd her Difquiets, and fhe re- 
ply 'd to the Pleaiantrles of Editb^ who, not fomuch 
agitatecC i^d a thoufand diverting Things to her, with 
the fame Tone in which the other fpoke. 

Night had fpread her Mantle o'er the Sky about 
two Hours, when they arrived at their new Home : and 
the firll Objedb that prefented itfelf to the Eyes of 
Etbfigiv^y by the Help of feveral Flambeaus, was Cork^ 
who advanced to take her out of the Chariot. My 
Lord^ faid ihe to him, prefenting her Hand to him 
" K 2 ■ with 
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^th'thofe Graces which were infeparaUe ftom all her 
AUdoiai if you would have me receive the Hoxx>up 
you do me without Inquietude, you muft af&iremethst 
you are here alone. Cg/k imm^iately comprfthendact 
die Meaning of thefe Words; and as he fed heo* mto 
die Apartment defigned for her, Madam, anTwerMhe, 
you are the foleMiftrefs of this Place, I but waited here 
to receive you— No body has followed my Steps'; and 
he who burns with the utmoft Impatience to behold you, 
will never appear before you but in thofe Hour» which 
can give vou no Apprehenfion. Vouchfafe i^n, my 
Lord^ relumed (he with fome Warmth, t<rbe my Adk 
vocate with him, whofe Kame or Defivns I ank not 1^7 
norant of, and be fo good to remind hmi, that thb^t i9 
a King, he has no Right over mv Innocerice and' Virtue. 

Admirable EiMgive, faia Cori, I hi^ there ia^ 
no Occafion for fuch a Remonftrance •; the King, *tia^ 
true, adores you/ but *tis with fo iihcere a Paflifon, a» 
gives you an abfolute Power over him> and renders it 
wholly in yourfelf to infpire him with that diftant Re- 
fpcAyouieem to wiflx. With thefe Words they came 
into a magnificent Dining-room, and the Fath^ of £^ 
ibeigi've with Edith being entered ; This Houfe, re-* 
^uned Cork^ and al! that it contains^ belongs to Ethel^ 
f^vi V Ihe will find every thing in it that can be wanted 
or ddired by any of you : The Women and other Ser- 
vantSy whom you*ll fee anon, are her Attendants ; and 
as for other Things, (he will regulate them as (he thinks 
proper. He added no more ; and it growing late, h^ 
took leave of them, leaving them atLibcry to reflex- 
en this Change of their Fortune. 

He was no fooner*gone, than Edith defir^d her 
beautiful Coufm to vifit the Apartments, to which (be 
confenting, feveral Domeftics who were prefent took 
Wax-Candles, and condafted them thro' all the Rooms 
in the Houfe, which was not very, large, but furnifli'd 
with an extreme Magnificence and Gallantry. 

In the Chamber of Ethelgi*ve there was a very fplcn- 
did Toilet ; and one of the Women defiring her to look 
into the Warfrobe, Ihe found a- great Number of fine 
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Habits, -Pieces of Stuff of fuch Beauty and Variety of 
Coioors, and Jewels of fuct Value, as might have 
charmed the Vanity of any other Woman than ihe ; 
but full of a generous Contempt for every thing that 
&emed a Bait laid for her Virtue, ihe regarded them 
i?ither with Grief than Satisfedlion. 

9uT EJftSy tho' very difcreet, was. not capable of 
Haaking the like Refledions ; and the Joy which this 
fad^n Alteration in their Fortune gave her, wasviiible 
inalj her Words and Aftions ; and when her Curiofity 
was gratify 'd, and the Servants were withdrawn ; How 
fine a Thing, faidfhe, it is to be a King, to have the 
Power of comforting the Unha,ppy, making the Poor 
rich, ^d rendermg Juftice to Wit and Beauty f . 
• If the Bounties we receive, anfwer'd Ethelgi<vey had 
BO other Motives than thofe you mention, we fhould 
l?e .Weft indeed ; ^ but, my dear Edith, they are excited 
by ajawlefs Paflion, and that embitters all their Sweets. 
. I e^^iHOT believe, resumed £^/Vj&, that the Royal 
EthtlrMi will ever be capable oi' treatmg ^ou with any 
I^gmty ; it is ^fy to fee he endeavours to make s^i 
Isipreffion on your Heart, bat by fuch Meaivs as be- 
QOItkes fhje huo^le^ Lover. If it were poiBble for 
me, faid Ethelgi'uei to convert tKe Love the King haa 
#>r^me into Efteem, i ihodd t^iink my^di happy to 
have it in my Power to make the Fortune of my Fami- 
ly; but be affured, I ihall always refufe and difdaia 
wj^tev^r muft coft me a Reputation, which I prefer to 
%ll the Greatnefs ip the World. 

^ Sh? had fcarce finiihed • thrfe Wp^ds, whpn a page

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Encomiums of the Wit and Beauty of EtBelgivty tha* 
the enamoured Prince thought never any Night fo tc- 
dioug^ 'He had appointed a Hunting the next Day, 
that he might have an Opportunity of going where his 
1.0 ve caird him ; and the 'Dawn no fooner appeared 
than he was on Horfeback with thofe Nobles who were 
to accompany him in the Diversions of the Chafe. But 
that being no more than a Pretence, he foon quitted* 
the Porfuit of the Stag, and feparating himfeu from 
the Lords, went towards a fmall Lane, attended only 
by Cork, which led to the Houfc.

(hall always retain the Memory of them with the moil 
lively Gratitude and profound Refpeft : But, Sir, con- ' 
tinned ihe, pardon the innocent Etbeigi've if fiie dares 
prefer her Virtue to all the Gifts of your Majcfty ; that 
is all the Fortune I have received from Heaven, and in 
that alone coniifls my Ambition. 'Tis that, which in 
Spite of my abje^l Birth, renders me noUer than the 
iK]£leftcan be without it i and if any other than the 
auKuft Eihelredy to whom I have the Honour to be a. 
Subje<fl, fhould attempt to violate that All for which I 
value Life, I would repulfe him with a Scorn .fhould 
make his Greatnefs blofh. . 

I LOOK on this Change of my, Fortune, continued 
ihe, but with Regret. This richly fumiihed Houfe^ 
this Glare of Dreis and Jewels, this numerous Croud 
of Servants who attended my Nod, inftead of fkt^ 
tcring my Vanity, are methinks only ib many Marks 
pi Shame and Humiliation, fmce given me for an un- 
worthy End. Believe, Sir, that to be truly virtuous is 
the chief Aim of my Defires, and to be eHecmed fo by 
the World, the next : . From the firft, no Perfuafions, 
nor Threats, (hall ever make me fwerve : But the lattpr 
your fatals Prcfents will, when known, dellroy. Be con- 
tent, then, with this SacrKice of my Charafter, and eK- 
pedl no more from me than tho(e Submiiilons, which are 
owing from all Subje6ls to their Kings, all the Sollicita- 
tions you can make will never be able to exa6t farther 
from me, and if you refolve to purfue a Deiign, wliich 
/'tis a Crime in me even to liften to, I entreat your 
Majefty to refume your Gifts, and leave me lich i^ my 
own Innocence and good Fame. 

ETUELRED was fo much furprizcd at this Lan- 
guage, and the Majefly which accompanied it, fiom a 
Maid of Etbelgive's Birth, that he had not the Powei;

Xy Eiheffnitoe^ which teaches you to difdain the Favoom 
of a King, difcovers how truly deferving you arc of 
them ; and td prove, that I am equally jealous of your 
Olonr as my own, never will I attack your Heart 
4>ut cy Submiffions^ fach as yoa might expe^ from 
one of my Subje^, nor do I aflc you to receive them

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giudb plea&dy tkatjie obliged this litde Family to fit 
^ own at the Table with himfelf and CorL ^ 
\ 'Tis in thefe little Pai:ties of Pleafure, when eafed 
of the Formalities of State, that Kings truly enjoy 
theihfelves, the reft is. all Conftraint, and tho' bred up 
and praftifed in it, it fits not lefs uneafy. on them, they 
long for. an Opportunity to put off their Sovereignty, 
and a£l according to Nature and to Inclination ; an4 
when they do, 'tis probable as much envy the Condi- 
tion of their Subjecb, as the mof^ Ambitious, among 
them can do that of fupreme Authority. 

Th e charming Ethelgi<ve^ in Spite of the Conftraint 
Ihe was under, not to give the King room to fufpeflt 
the Secret of her Heart,, did every thing with fo good 
a Grace, that each Moment he beheld her brought 
with it an Augmentation of his Love and Efteem. He 
felt., the moft exquifite Pam in quitting her Prefence \ 
but fearing his Nobles would come in Search of him, 
Jie forced himfelf away, defiring her Permiflion to come 
often, and g^ve her AfTurances of his Love : . to which 
iDemand, flie anfwered, with her former Modefty, not 
confeciting to his Vifits, nor taking the Liberty to for- 
bid them. He made a great many Compliments to 
EMthy finding her perfeftly amiable and witty, ana 
perceiving the great Intimacy and Friendfhip between 
her and Ethelginje ; he entreated her in a gallant Man* 
jier to intereft herfelf in. his Behalf, and entertain her 
lovely Coufin with his Paifion. This Confidence ihe 
deceived with the utmoll Refpefl, and rieglefted nothing 
to convince him of her Zeal and Submifilon. After 
this, he being conducted to the Entrance , of the Foreft, 
he demounted his Horie, with a Soul fo full of Admi- 
ration, that he could fpeak of nothing but the Beauties 
of Ethelgive to his Favourite, till they rejoined thofe 
who were by this Time furprized at the Abfence of 
their King, and, as he imagined, were feparating 
themfelves to go feveral Ways m Search of him, appre- 
hending TreaSn, or fome other ill Accident had de- 
prived them of him. They communicated to him their 
Impatience, but perceiving he cared, no^ to explain the 
X 5 ' Myfleijr 
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Myfteiy of his Retirement, they were obliged to rcftrain 
their Curiofity^ and followed him to Londotiy where he 
refolved not to remain above one Night, telling Cork 
that he could not live without Ethelgi<ve, and that he 
would renew his Vifit the next Day. 

This beautiful Virgin no fooner found herfelf alone 
with Eifitky than fhe repeated to her all the Converfa- 
tion fhe had with the King, and the extreme Effort ihe 
had been obliged to make for the Concealment, of her 
Paffion. Why is he fo amiable ? iaid fhe ; Why is he 
fo worthy td be loved ? Why is he a King ? Or, fince 
he is, why am not I of Royal Blood ? Methinks, con- 
tinued fhe, there is fomething unjufl in this Fatality^ 
Why, O Heaven [ haft Aou fo perfectly united 
Hearts that can never be for each other ? Muft all this 
mutual Love and Tendernefs ferve only to make us 
tioth compleatly wretched. 

• BvT, Coufin, replied ^^//i&, fince he demands na 
more than to teO you that he loves, cannot you enjoy 
the fame Happinefs ? Is it poffible for you always to 
live in this cruel Cbnftraint ? Or to think that the Con- 
feffiati of your Sentiments would be of Prejudice to yous 
Honour? 

Without doubt, cried the other, if once he fhould 
-know he is beloved, he would immediately flatter him- 
felf with the Expectation of triumphing over my Weak- 
nefe«- ' i Nay, what might he not do in the Opinion 
that Love would hereafter feal his Pardon ? No, EJitht^ 
no, never fhall fuch a Confefiion come out of my Mouthy 
It may coft me my Life, but in Spite of all we fufferj^ 
ibll I can regulate my Condud in fuch a Manner, as 
fhall never let him penetrate into this Secret. And 
what hope you from this Rigour, both to yourfelf 
. and him ? interrupted EJith, To force him, anfwer'd 
J^z/^iJ^^z;^, . to return to himfelf, and feeing the Vanity 
of h£ Purfuit, carry thofe Vows eMewhere, which 1 
neither can nor ought to receive. 
■ JTD/TH, who began to find the Pleafurespfher pre- 
fent Situation, was not fb capable of relifhing thefe At** 
{uments as the other imagiaed ; but knowing the Se- 
verity 
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verity of EibiMve, durft not offer any thing in Oppa*. 
fition to what me (aid, and contented herfelf with teftii- 
fying only the Compaflion fhe had for her Sufferings. . 

As for Etbilndy the prefent Situation of his Mind 
was little guefs'd at by thofe about him, and the Dread 
diat it Ihould fome way be known, was no incpnfider-. 
able Addition to his Difquiet; but above all, he was^ 
i^duilrious to conceal it Kom Prince Edgar > The wife 
Counfels of that Pillar of the State began now to be. 
more feared than followed ; and as he luiew his Virtue,.; 
he knew alfo that he would omit nothing to break off 
an Attachment of that Nature. 

■ This Appreheniion made him a6l with the greatefl 
Circumfpe^tion, and the' the Inclination he had always^ 
ihewn for Himting, gave him an Opportunity of going^ 
almofi every Day to the Place which now contained^ 
what had infinitely more Channs for . him, yet the Pre-, 
cautions he ufed made it a long Time before this In-' 
trigue was difcovered. 

*Tis certain, that the Force of Love was never more 
abfolute than in the Heart of Ethelred : Tho' a King, 
he fubmittedhimfelf wholly to the Will of one of the 
meaneft of his Subjefb : and tho' all he had done, or 
continued to do for her, feemed not to have made the 
leafl ImpreiHononher Heart, yet did he for fome Time 
content himfelf with the bare Poflibility of her being one 
Day more fenfible. . 

. Su T as this Paffion, however fubmiffive in itfelf, is 
often attended with a Paffion of a contrary Nature : 
The refi)e6tful Indifference Etbelgive always treated 
him witn, at length gave birth to a Jealoufy, that it 
was for the Sake of fome more happy Man fhe was en-. 
abled to maintain this Referve ; and in this Opmion, . 
one Day, after he had employed all the- Eloquence and 
Tendemefs of Love to move her Heart, and perceiving 
fheliffcen'dto it but with Uneafinefs, 'Tis too much, 
Ethilgi*ve, iaid he, I am now convinced of what I have 
fufpefted for fome Time : Yes, yes, continued he, look-' 
ing on her, with Eyes fparkling, with mingled Rage 
ind Grief, you know how to, love, but not your King ;

jeft, pcrhap?, widipajtpiffipulty obtained. This u|i 
yp^i^ jaod muuft Accafelioii furprized ^t^elgivt ml 
luch ^Manner, mat fhe was ycry near dircpvering yirhat 
ihcliicifiilong and fo carefoBy concealed : She blulb- 
cd, Aen tjirhed paie, her fine Eyes fhowered an ^xiScxja$. 
Torrenf, and' lifting up her Haodj to Heaven, Oreat 
Cod f cried ihe, is it nof enough to pjit xpy. Virtue to 
the moii cruel P^oof th^t Woman ever yet faftained, 
bdtit'mujjairobe blacken'd with the ip oft ayiorred 
Afperfioii ! She was able to bring forth no more, the 
mingled Paffionslabpuriiig ip herSoul, fapprefs'd the- 
tJttert^Bce of her WorcJs"; an^ t&e tender Etfodrai, who 
iarf remjirked all tJic diiferent Einotions which fwdl'4 
her Breaft^ and madefucK Changes in her Countenance, 
Was io touched wi^h tjie CondiSon he Jiad put her in, 
that T.c threV himfe|f at her Fcef, entreating her For- 
giVenefs. ...:.. 

My dear Ethelgt<ve^ faid hp, impute tifcie Sufpicipn 
Which ha§ bffendjMl ypu, but to the Violence of my 
Paflion ; was it not poffiblc you might have loved be- 
f^Dre you ' knew jne ? Mighif I not have foatched you 
froin ^ Rival more fortunate than myfdf ? Might I hot 
fay fuch Apprehen/ions enter into the Heart of a Lover, 
treated as I have been with the moft cruel Indifference ? 
And to whatehe, indeed, can I impute it ?' 

No, my Lord, anfwer*d Ethel^i^e^ forcing him 
to rife from the Pofture he was in, I have never felt 
thofe Fires with which you accufe me for anyPerfon,' 
i^or feen the Man who ha4 the Prefumption to enter- 
tain me with his. Heaven, which referved jne for the 
Advantage of inlpiring them in you, has given me a- 
Sbul haughty enough to difdain a Conquell lefs illu- 
ilrious : My Honour is the only Obftade uands between 
you, and what you call your Happinefs i I cannot obey 
the Dilates of that, and confefs a Tenderncfs for you ; 
my Condition renders your Love and my Virtue in- 
compatible. But, Sir, continued (he, embracing his 
Itnees, in Spite of all he could do to hinder her, put 
an End to the Difquiet of us both,«*iv*-Pennii mc to re-- 
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tire fi>r ever ftom your Prefencc.'* ■ ■ Refeme all that 
your lavifti Goocbeis lias befiowed upon me.*-?-^! con- 
jure you only to fapHkate my Retreat into a Conve.Bt,. 
and by granting thfe lait Proof of your Bounty, con- 
vmce the unhappy Ethelgpv^^aX you jiave loved her 
with 6inc«ity. 

How f cry'd die King, amazed at this Damaad^r €ai» 
1 confent to fucb a Divifion ? Qui t refolve to Hv* 
without you ? — * Ah cruel Etheki^i ! ccmfider what it 
ieyou aik? And if my Life is To mdifferent to you, 
t^ you can haften the End of it ? Ah, Sir ! rej^y 'd (he, 
weeping, I would yield mine with Pleafure for di^ 
PreferVadon of yours, but can never facdfice my Virtue 
ibr any mortal Good. 

Well, refumed the King with a de^ Sigh, what 
have I exafted f^om you ? In what have I conllrained 
you ? Has my B^aViour to you been like that of a 
Tyrant ? Has the Violence of my Paifion tranfported 
me beyond the Refpeft of it ? How have I dderved 
that you ftiould wiih to abandon me ? — He was about 
to continue, when he perceived the Countenance o^ 
Etbehi'ue changed in iuch a Manner, as mad« him 
fear iome Accident ; on which he ran to her, calling 
Edith alfo at the fame time to her Affiftance, who was 
entertaining Cork at the other end of the Chamber. 

At their Approach they found Ethelgi^e without 
Senfe or Motion ; the King's Defpair was teftify'd in 
Exclamations, which could be excufed by nothing but 
tiie Force of the moft violent Paffion that ever was '/. 
their Cares, however, brought her in a fliort time ta 
Life, but not without fuch Shiverings as gave ftrong 
Sufpicion fome fudden Diftemper had feiz'd her. They

ivill take all the Care I can to preferve a Life which you, ^ 

are pleas'd to lay is not indifferent to you. Thefe Words | 

made Etbelnd eafily comprehend (he wifh'd to be a- | 

lone, and being prefsM by Gri to return to LffW^ff, 
be confented to do fo, bat with an Inc^uietude which he. 
could not fo well difguife, but that his Courtiers took- 
notice of it; efpecially Prince Edgar , who furprized 
gt the Secret he made, to hun of it, refolved to omit 
nothing which might difcover the Occafion. 1 

This ladifpoudon of Etbelgiye ferved to jnatify 
his Curioiity, and that of all the Lords of the Courts 

/ for during three whole Days that her Life was defpair- 
ed of» the frequent Viiits made her by the King and his 
Favoarite, could not be concealed, any more than the 
Attmdance on her of all thofe Ph)dicians who belonged 
immediately to Etbelrtd, 

Thus was this long-hid Faflion reveal'd, but no body 
fufpeding it exceeded that which Kings frequently feel | 

|br their pretty Subje!ts» every one made their Court 
to EiMnd, with repeating what they heard of the 
Wit» and Beauty of his Mifbefs. But while this A- 
mour made the whole Entertainment of the Court, and 
the King faw her with lefs Confbraint, there pafied 
ijbrange things in the Minds of both the one and the other* . 
• This b^utiful Maid had been £0 dangeroufly ill^ 
that d^ King, who verily believed- he had been the 
Caufe of it, £fcovered a Love fo perfect and diiintereft- 
cd the whole time of her SicknelSy chat on the fourth 
Day finding her felf much worfe, flie refolved to declare 
to him before her Death, the Sentiments fhe had fo long 
entertained in his Favour^ as a Recompence (he ought 
not to refufe to thofe generous Proofs he had given her 
of his Paffion. 

Th e King, on the other hand, defpairingofbeing every 
able to overcome her. Virtue,, formed a Defign of mak- 
ing himfelf happy in the Poffeilion of her, what Price 
foever it ihould coft him f bat EibiJ^ive was too ill at. 
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At next Vifit for either of them to execute what they* 
had intended, and the Day fet apart by both to reveaf 
SvhsLt would have made their mutual Felieity, was paft^ 
in Tear and De^air. The Night was well advanced 
before a fudden Change in this Sur Languiiher for the 
better reftored the Tranquillity of her Family. Ethl- 
gin)ey who had been without the Power of Speech, 
or Motion, now raifed her Eyes, and opened her Lips,- 
but with her Faculties the Shame of Owning that me 
loved, returned ; and the King fearing the Surprize of 
what he had to fay might renew her Diforders, forbore 
to communicate his Intentions tiU her Health fhould be 
better efbiblifhed : But as he was refolved ihe fhould 
be the firft made acquainted with the Converfion her 
Virtue had wrought on his Defires, -he was iilent even 
to Cork on this head. ^ .

This Reply flattering die Hopes of Ethtired, he 
gave hun tbe exadk Hiftory of his Love for Ethelgi've^ 
from its Beginning to that Moment, and after having 
exaggerated the Beauty of her Mind, her Virtue, and- 
the Noblenefs of her Sentiments, he concluded with 
declaring the Rcfolution he had to efpoufe her, and

cnc'etnb* otters to Be 6tisiicd' with his Choice. 

^ EDGjTR^ who till then had'liftened with the ut- 
AoH Atterifion, now loft' all Patience, and dying out 
^ith a Voice that made known the Agitation of Jhis 
Soul; Is it or me, Sir,, faid'hey forme to appioveah 
Alfiahce fuch as this ? What, continued he, with the 
utmoft Vehemctice, Ihall the IJefcendant of (o msny 
Kings, the auguft Eth fired, place on his Throne the 
Daughter of a^ vile Mechanic? Think, Sir, think, 
what the Nobility, nay what your whole People will 
lay to fee Royalty thus fhamed, difgraced, and made 
the Scorn of every petty Commonwealth. Think what 
Misfortunes muft'enfue^ when inftead of b^ing.a!dored, 
you are contenm'd at home, and inHead. of being re- 
fbefled and feared, be hated by your Neighboure? 
will not both the one and the other confpire to deprive 
ybii of a Crown you have fo unworthily beftov^ed h 
Ah, Sir, refled you're King of a Nation who are ra- 
ther to begovcm'd by Love than Authority. ■ ^ 
The £^/^are notaPeoj)le who obey, bftcaufe they 
ihuft,' but becaufe they will ; and" you have fufiicient 
Examples in the Annals of your Anceftors, that when 
once the Perfon of a King falls into Contempt, his 
JDigoity is little regarded. Are there not Princes of your 
own Blood, whofe Ambition would make thcnt rejoice, 
in this Opportunity of exciting your Subjedls to Sedi- 
tion and Rebellion ? Have you not Neighbours who 
wait but a fair Occafion to invade yox^r Reahn ? Have 
you not every thing to fear from the Kirtg of Den-, 
mark f Send therefore to him, demand his Dangltter 
ill Marriage, give her the Place your blind Paffion offers 
to the meaiieft and moft. unworthy of your Subjesfts^ 
and drive far hence this Blot of your Renown. Believe^

mentbrance of this Frenzy, ybii will blufh to think what 
a Queen you would have given us, and What a F^miy 
you would have confounded with your own. 

He R B he ceafed to fpeak, aiid the King, who had 
fuifer'dhim to go on. Without InterhiptioDi anfwer'd 

him 
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iim CtoolljF, You tel! me nothing, feid he, but wliat I 
have already heard' from Ethefp^vt herfelf, and yoii 
may therefore judge how impolISble it is to- prevent 
what I have relblved to da. Her Difintereftedncfs en- 
gaged itiy Pardon for tihe Wron^ ihe did herfelf, and I - 
pard^ what you havt done on account of your Zeal; 
tho' aiiiifekcn one. Bat expeft not I will da fo a' ffc- 
cond time, continued he, raifing his Voice; for know; 
tiiatas Man T will be fatisfy'd, and as Kin^ I will be 
©bey'd. Ima^nary Misfortunes ihzdl not deprive nl^ 
of a real Happinefs : lif my Neighbours, or my Sub- 
jects, (hall attempt any jhing to the Difturbance of the 
State, I truft my Courage mall triumph over the one^ 
and my Power make the others tremble. As for you. 
Prince Edgar y I declared not myDefign to you for youf 
Advice, but Approbation ; and tho' I lhon*d have beeti 
glad you had fubfcrib'd to it, I am not difquieted that 
you do not ; and, perhaps, without your Affiftance, I 
fliall know how to exaA from my Council that Sub- 
miffion which is owing to the Will of their King.

But Edgar was taken up with very different Agitations 5 
his great Age and Wifdom having* fhut his Eyds to 
Beauty, made him think ifMadnefsto rimthofe Rifquea

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Wit and fine Qualities of Etht^hoi appear to him any 
more than frivolous Ornaments, on a Throne to which 
he believed Birth only could give a juft Pretoiiion. 
He imagined alfo, that there was more Artifice than 
Virtue m the Proceedings of Etheigive, and that ihe 
had not maintained fo flrid a Referve to the King, but 
to bring him to thofe Terms they were now upon ; 
the Weaknefs of Etbeired feem'd the more inexcuiable 
to him, by the firm Belief he had, that all the Anions 
of this younz Beauty were adluated by Ambition ; and 
his natural Haughtinefs mineling with his Concern 
for the Intereft of King and Kingdom, and reprefent- 
ing to him that he muft be obliged to bow the Knee» 
and treat as Queen, one who was not bom even to 
approach Majefly, made him deterniine, whatever 
mould be the Coniequence, to take all forts of Mea- 
fures, rather than fuFer this Marriage to be accom- 
pliihed. 

Thb appointed Hour being arrived, the Kine went 
to the Council-Chamber, mier^ there wanted only 
Prince Edgar to render the AiTembly compleat. His 
Abfence s^ve Etbeired z fecret Joy, believing he ihould 
find the Difpofitions of the odiers more nvourable ; 
and when he (aw they were all attentive to what he 
fhould fiiy, he began his Difcourfe by commenting on 
the Blefilngs of Peace, and the Care he had taken in his 
Condu£t with his Allies to procure it for his Subjedls. 
He told them he was refolved, as long as God fhould 
continue him among them, to ^ve them all imaginable 
Proofs of his Tendemefs and Love. And then faid, 
he hoped, havmg fpent thofe Years, which mod Men 
dedicate wholly to Pleafure, in the Service of the State, 
his People would not now think it fb:ange, that he 
fought a little Satisfadion for himfelf ; and as he could 
not approve of Marriages formed only by political 
Views, he had choTe for nimfelf a Woman, whole Beia« 
ty, Wifdom, and Virtue, very well compenfated for 
her Want of Birth. 

H^, added, that he diouj;ht he could not give hia 
SubjeOs ^ greater Proof of his Love for them^ wan by

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faking one of them for his Wife ; and that he hoped 
the amnirable Etbelgivit who had ahead/ attradled all 
theii: Hearts, would find no DifHculty in acquiring their 
mod duteous Homage. He had fcarce pronounced 
thefe Words, when fuch a confufed Murmur ran 
through th^ whole AiTepibly, as hundred him * from 
proceeding. 

Th E I n Eyes were caft down to the Earth ; a gloom/ 
Difcontent, mix*d with a Certain Air jof Perturbation, 
almoft to Horror, overfpread the Faces of all prefent ; 
and while ever/ one was thinking in what Manner he 
ihould oppofe jui Alliance which leemed fo monibouil/ 
unproportionable, the King had Jittle tp exped for his 
Satisfadion from their Replies. 

But whatever their Sentiments were on this AfFair, 
they forbore making any Pifcovery of them, till the 
Appearance of Prince Edgar gave them new Courage, 
and Ethilred new Occafion to believe he had nothing 
to hope from their Affent, 

This wife Miniffer, tho' he eafily guefs'd the Rea- 
fon of this general Conflernation, defired it might be 
explained, to the end he might have a fecond Oppor- 
tunity of remonftrating to the King the Dangers which 
threatn'd him in the Puffuit of his Deijgn, He had 
no fooner afk'd the Queftion, than one of the Lords, 
after having firft entreated the King's Pardon, told him, 
in the Name of the reft, that the Reafon of their In- 
ouietude was, that they were obliged- to refufe any 
tning to a Monarch they fo dearly loved, and was fo 
juftly valuable to them ; but that neither their Loyalty 
to him,' nor the Welfare of the State, would permit 
them ever tO confent he (hpuld be the Huihand of a 
Maid, fudi as Etbilgive. 

Now it was that this Vtmct made u£e of all his 
W^fdom^ his fine Reafoning, and Eloquence, mmgling 
Tears with his Difluafions from a Union, which pro- 
mifed nothing but Tumults and Seditions among his 
Subje^, ill IJfage from his Neighbours, and too late 
Repentance and Remorfe in himielf. What he faid was 
feconded.by oth^s, and they all join'd In one Ygice to 
' h z * ' cry 
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cry out, E/Mgfve fliould never be their C^cn ; when 
Etbelrul, convinced nothing was to be done, di&nifs^d 
them, with telling them? that he would confid^r far- 
ther on the Afiair, and they fhould know his PleafurQ 
another time. 

EDGAR now flatter'd himfclf that, the King was 
fomewhat (hajcen in his Refolution ; but how ftrangely 
was he furprized wjien. he heard fbon. after that EtbeU 
red had no fooner left the Council, than he went into 
the Room of State, and declared to a numerous Con- 
courfe of Nobility then prefent, that he fhould (hortly 
make Ethelgi've his Qgeen, and that he had fent to the 
Biihop of Durham to come to London^ in Qrder to fo- 
lemnize this Marriage. 

As this Prince was naturally" violent, this News 
put him into a Ra*^ that exceeded all Bounds ; and 
Meningonly to the IDidtates of his Zeal, he ran to the 
Palace of Etbilgive to reproach her with thofe Arti- 
fices iie imagined (he had made ufe of to feduce the 
Heart of the t^ing. She had no other Company th^n 
JEditb whc:n he entered ; and the Rank he held at Court, 
liis Age, the near Alliance he had to Etheiud,^ and 
the ti^reat Eileem he was honoured with by that Mo- 
sarcm, made her receive him with all the Refpedt that. 
VfBB his Due. 

' But Edgar, whofe Mind was prgudiced againft h^r 
by the moft dlfadvantageous Ideas, without examining 
th^ Sweetnefs and Modefty that accompanied the Ci- 
vilities with which Ihe treatpd him, opened not his 
. Mouth but to rail at her Ambition, mingling with his 
Uplwaidines feyere Refteftions on the ft^annefs of^her 
Bkth ; ana all this in Terms the moft outrageous thsA 
D^p9ir could fuggeft. 

H;s Behaviour and. DifcoUrfe threw this beautiful 
Maidinto an Aflonifhment which kept her from, int^r^ 
rupting him ; but when fhe perceived he had no more 
to f^y, fhe recoUe^ed herfelf, and anfwered in this 
Manner: ^ 

My:, tord, faiifhe, withhq- ac'cuflomed Sw(eetnefi, 

w>ther^ in- the Situation I> am, would not> p^haps, 

- ' have 
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Jiave Mened with fo much Tranquility to Reproaches* I 
fo Httle deferve j but I Ihall al^^ays refpeft my King in 
the Perfons of all who have the Honour of being allied 
to "him, and none with more Sincerity than ftrince Ed- 
gar, to whom I hope to make my Innocence appear 
fo clearly, that he {hall find more to approve, than 
blame in my Conduft. . » 

That Majefty which reigned in the whole iPerfori 
of Eihelgi'vcy and the charming Tone of her Voice, 
began to produce their ordinary Effedls. Already the 
Pnnce beheld her with Eyes lefs incens'd, and already 
began to repent him of his Fiercenefs, when fhe con- 
tinued in this Manner : I loVe, the* King, my Lord^ 
faid fhe, 1 do not pretend to deny it 5 but that Teil- 
derHefs had never any other Ob^ed than himfelf : The 
Ambition you reproach me with, has always been fo 
diflant from my Soul', that 1 have neyer aim«i to make 
inyfetf beloved i but, on the contrary, looked on the 
AnrcfUon, and the Bounties his Majefby honoured me 
with, as the jnoJl terrible Misfortune could befal me | 
and mr xUac S|)ace of a w^pl^ X^sr^ that 1 Iiaye bees 
compelled to receive them, Refpe^l and IndifFerenct 
haVe been all the Returns I made. I confefs, that 19 
this I did mytelf the utmofi Violence, but Virtue ati4 
Religion Enabled me to go through it j and I take all 
the - S^nts to witnefs, that in this Conflramt I had, n6 
other view, no other t)efire, than to cure my Ro>'al 
Mafter of a Pa£ion, ,tke Gratification of which could 
))e attended only with Ittfamy and Shame. 
. It is but two Day^ iince the Secret of my Soul, and 
the Iting's tntentions in my Favour were> by an Acci- 
dent, at once difcovered j and 1 appeal to him, if I did 
not labour with a Diiinterefiednefs, few of my Sex, per- 
h^y would have been able to have teflified on fuch an 
Occaiion, to diiTuade his Majefly from a Match fo great- 
ly to the Difadvantage of his Glory^ and his Subj^£b 
p.epofe. Ambition and Artifice, nr^y Lord, are Monfiei^ 
imknowQ to me : Innocence guides all my Steps, and 
•truth my Words. I could not refufe my Heait tp the 
Merit of Etheired, but. never did I afpire tp betome 
. / ^ I the 
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Ac Wife of my King j and to convince you of it, in- 
vent fome Means to break off this difproportionable 
Marriage, you fhall fee with how much Refignation I 
will facrifice both my Love and Life for the Happinefs 
of the State, and the Glory of my Sovereign. 

Th b time fhc was ipeaking. Prince Edgar regard* 
cd her with all the Marks of Admiration ; and as foon 
as fhe had done. Madam, faid he, by what Services can 
I attone for the Crime I have been guilty of? I wifli 
to God it were in my Power to Subjeft the.Hearts, and 
reconcile the Voices of the whole World in your Fa- 
vour ; with what Zeal would I endeavour it !*— But alas ! 
the Report I fhall make of you, I fear, will not be be- 
lieved ; nor is it at all furprizing they fhould not give 
Credit to my Words, when it is difficult for me to per- 
fuade myfelf of what I fee. 

Ti M B alone can convince the Nation of your Worth, 
and may Heaven, who infpires yon with fuch excellent 
Virtues, confhain the Englijb to render them the Ho- 
mage which is their Due. I am no longer aftonifh'd 
at the Sentiments of the King : It is no u>nger in my 
Tower to blame them ; and I am certain that to fepa- 
Tate him from you, would be a Misfortune more tcr- 
Tible than all that Policy can forefee in being united to 
you. 

ETHBIGIF'E appeared more perplexed atthefe 
Praifes from the Prince, than (he had been at the In- 
dignation he at iirft exnrefsM. She replied, however, 
ivith the ntmoft Modefty, and entreated he would re- 
flate her Condudl by his Advice, with Graces fo en- 
chanting, that flie gained him entirely to her Party ; ~ 
nor was there ever a more fincere Friend than fhe found 
in hkn from this Moment. 

Thb King, who burned with the ftrongefl Impa- 
tience to be for ever with his dear Etbelgive^ had no 
fooner given the necciTary Orders for the Celebration of 
liis Marriltge, than he came to her Palace. He entered 
the very Moment Edgar was going out, and being fur; 
prized to meet him in that Place, What Occafion^ Prince^ 
fiud he^ lias brought yoa here i 

Sia^ 
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Sir, replyM Bagar^ I came with Sentiments very' 
diiFerent from thofe I carry out ; and retired immedi- 
ately. The King, who knew not what to think of 
this Vifit, went with fome Inquietude to the Chamber 
of Etbilgi*ve ; but the Tranquillity that appeared on 
her Countenance, diflipated it : His Curiofity however 
remained, and he defired (he would inform him of the 
Convcrfation that pafs'd between them. 

This prudent Maid knew the Injury fhe ihould 
do the Prince if fhe difcovered the Beginning of his Dif- 
courfc to her, flie therefore carefully concealed it, and 
only told the King that he had entertained her with the 
Goodnefs of his Majefly to her. This gave an infinite 
Satis&cUon to Ethelred ; for imagining duit he came 
only to examine the Worth of Etbelgtvey and finding 
it fuperior to his Expectations, he had departed fatisfied 
with his Choice, he refolved to take him into Favour 
again. But quitting this Converfittion, they entered 
into one more agreeable to the Difpofition of their 
Hearts. EthelreJ teSd&cd fuch an Impatience to be 
joined to her by Ties indiiToluble, that fhe could not 
difpenfe with axiTwering, in the moSt tender Manner he 
could wiih ; and a few Days after, they, were married 
in the Royal Chapel by the Bifhop of Durham, 

But the Ceremony was no looner over, than the 
Palace became a Defart : Of all the numerous Concourfe 
of Beauties that ufed to grace the Circle, now not one 
was to be feen ; nor of the other Sex any but thofe who 
by their Employments were obliged to be near the Per- 
fon of the Kine, except a few, to whom the Merit of 
EiMgive was known ; among whom were Prince Ed- 
gar and CorL 

The PofTeffion of his fair Queen eafily confoled E- 
thilred for the little Complaifance of his Sub^efis, and 
every Day more charmed than before, his whole Feli- 
city confifted in her Converfation, and in giving and 
receiving the mofl tender Proofs of Love. ■ < 

Nor did EtMgive feem in the leail diflurbed at this 

Behaviour of the Courtiers : Contented to poflefs the 

Heart of Etbelrid, fhe difdained his Throne ; and the 

h 4 Title 
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Tide of Qgcen, which the People refbfod to give hdr, 
W9S entirely ioidifierent to her t And fo far was (he from 
r^feoting the Contempt they treat^ed her with, that ihe 
made ule of her utmoft Power with the King, to pre- 
vent him from coming into any Extremities with them« 
The few whom her Virtue had attached to her, thought 
they could never faffiiciently admire and applaud her 
Patience, Humility, and Sweetnefs. Prince Edgar, 
who almoft idolized her Goodnefs, ufed Incefi'fflit En- 
deavours to peifuade the Nobility to acknowledge her 
for wha^t ihe was, and confent to her Coronation ; but 
without Succefs for a long Time, fo implacable is that 
Animoitty which arifes from the Pride of filood. 

Heaven, however, confirmed its Aj^obation of 
this Marriage by ble£ing the Roy^ Pair with a Son, 
whom the King named Edmund, The Birth of this 
Prince, the Goodnefs of his Mother, and the Soliicita- 
tions of Edgar ^ made fome of the wifeft of the great 
Men leis inveterate than they had been ; and they be- 
gan by Degrees to come to Court, and congratulate die 
^ing : After which they could hot refuie the Title of 
MajeAy to her who had given them a Prince, iidiofe 
Right to the £m[»re none in the leaft difputed. 

They had doubd^fs no longer oppoled felting^ die 
Crown on her Head, as was her Dne, being the Wife 
of their King, had not Couriers arrived widi IntelU-' 
gence which hlled the Minds of every one with Thoughts 
of another Nature. ^ 

Two Earls, who pretended to be defended frcMn Al^ 
fndf took the Opportunity of die general Diicontent to 
raiie an Army. They had tstken up Arms in the Northern 
Provinces, and were fupported in their Enterprise bv 
SuenalSAng of Denmark^ who fent them feveral well- 
' difciplin'd Troops ; and were prom^ed the fkhie by 
Mafalm Kin^ of Scotland: And their Fcn-ces every 
Day ^gmgntmg, they flattered themfelvet with the 
Affurance of dethroning EtMred. 

This News greatly afflicted thofe whofe Loyalty, 
, notwidiflandiag their Difcontent, remained onihaken. 
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But tiie King, who' had a truly ROfAl Oslmtgs^ kp^ 
peared Ikde moved at it ; and having liTiied out (Jrdtti 
m levying an Army> fuch Numbers lifted is Voian-> 
tiers, f^t he had the Satis^i^on to fee he had not loft 
the Hearts tf his Subj^ds, ^Ough they had omittjej, 

Eying tJK>fe {qpetficial Duties he expe^ed froni thrai. 
fipc, he was vety fooh in. a Condhton to repel th^ 
Jnfolence of the Rebels ; and every thing being reaxiy^' 
he took leave of his beloved EtMgive, who had nO^ 
given foine Proofs Of il fecond Pretoancy. 

This Princefs, who had never TcAown before what 
'twas to fear the Dagger of the Man Ihe loved, felt'ths 
Bioft ieftftble Grief at dkis Separation ; and the Certainty 
that this Kebi^llion had Ho 6ther Pretence than the Mar- 
riage of the King, was no iocoiUiderable Addition ta 
her Sorrows. But EthelreJ, whofe Pa&on for her 
every lioiir encf edfed, conjured her to be of CbxaSort $ 
affuring her, that tho^ the whole World (hould tan* 
afeunH him on her Aecount, it ihoukl not be capahler 
of dixhiniihing any Part of that firm A^e6lion he hac£ 
vowed for lier, tx. making him, eveir for a Moment,^ 
2>e0et the having, lov^d her. 

The King marched from hnuhriy 2X the Head of • 
his Army towards the North of England, where he 
found the Rebels entrenched near Lincoln^ which City 
Aey defigrfed tO beiicg'e. 

. Th E Y were extremely furprized at the Number antf- 
Beauty of the King's Army, which were encamped" 
very ilear them, and had took ail neceflary Meafures. 
for an advantageous Attack. But this Monarch,^ un-^ 
i^^Uing to fpjll the Blood of thofe, who, tho' Rebds,. 
were yet his Subjecls, offered a free Pardon to fuch as^ 
would return to their Allegiance -;. and to enjage them 
to do fo^ reprefented to them their Weakndfe, and his/ 
Superiority. But the 5w/x, who were at perpetual 
Enmity with the EniUJhy animated them in fuch a Man- 
ner, that they refufed to hibn to thefe Propofals,. and 
prepared themfelves to make a vigorous Defence v 
Which ib &fkrit2Sed the King,. that he fUl imoiedii 
L 5. ately 
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iitely on him with fach Ftuy and Sacceik; that in four 
Hoars he gained a compleat Vi&ory. And having di« 
Aributcd his Rewards and Panifhments with the greatefl 
Jixftice, returned to London^ where the tender Ethel- 
rkftp who had pafs'd all the Time of his Abfence at the 
Foot of the Altar, received him with a Jov as perfect 
98 hb Love ; and both were fo fablime, ana above the 
ordinary Endearments, that never did any conjugal 
AFei^lon appear fo illoftrious. 

Thb F^ifts and Rejoicings which were made in the 
Court and City fbi the King's Vidory and Return, 
were, in a few Months afterwards, renewed on the 
Birth of a fecond Prince which EihelgivshtOM^t into 
the World, and was called EJivw. This Ferdlity, 
the Conftancy of Etbilrti^ and the Virtue and Good- 
i^jo£ Ethelgi<vtf determined the People at length to 
acknowledge her for their Queen. The Lords of the 
Council had agreed at their next Meeting to propofe to 
the King a Day for her Coronation, and all the Nobi-: 
lity of both Sexes were bufy in preparing new Habits 
and Equipages to make their Court in to the Queen. 
Prince lEdgar^ whofe true Friendfhip for her had gone 
a great way in luingine about this Change, referved for 
himfelf the Pleafure ofbeing the firil who fhould inform 
her of it. . 

But how diiFerent from his Expedlation did he now 
find her ! She was leaning on a Table with one Arm 
which fupported her Head, while the other held 3 
Handkerchief before her Eyes ; no Company but Edith, 
who was on her Knees by . her, with her Face all co- 
"vered with Tears, and feemed abandoned to the utmofb 
Excels of Grief. 

A Spectacle ib extraordinary confounded the 
Prince : He flood for fome Time obierving them, with- 
out being feen by diem ; but not able longer to re&ain 
his Curiofity, he drew nearer, and with a Voice which 
hb Surprise rendered more precipitate than ufual; What 
dolfee^ Madam I faid he? What ftrange Accident,. nn- 
imown to all the World but yonrfelf, can difturb the 

Felicitjr 
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Fdicity of your Majefty ? He had not finiihed this Ejc*^ 
ckuDnatioiiy when the lovely Mourner ^ook her Hand- 
kerchief from before her Face, and looking on him 
with Eyes in which Defpair was vifibly painted. My 
Lord, replied (he, in the Depth of Mifery it affords fome 
Eafe to fee you*— 'Tis in your Advice alone I hope 
for Remedy. 

You may judge. Madam, faid the Prince, by what 
I have already done, that there is nothing in my Power 
I would not do for your Service. But I confefs my« 
felf ibangely at a Lofs to guefs what Subjed of Com- 
plaint you can have in this happy Point of Time, when, 
as if to triumph over the Heart of Ethelred were not 
fufficient for your Glory, you alfo triumph over the 
Wills of his People. They now. Madam, joyfully ac- 
knowledge the incomparable Etbelgi'vek wprthy of a 
Throne, and the iirft Meeting of the Council will fix 
a Day to fet the Crown upon your (iead. I came full 
of Joy to acquaint you with this News, and I find you 
in Tears, and Grief of Heart.— Ah ! Madam, give 
not Way to Sorrow fo ill timed ; nor wrong your own 
good Fortune, and that of the King, who, by a Con- 
flancy unparallePd, merits all your Attention. 

No, my Lord, no, interrupted {he haflily, the King 
k)ves Etbeigive no more.— — -Coldnefs and Indifference 
have, for a Month paft, ufurp*d the Place of Tendemefs. 
»' ■ ■ ■ This, my Lord, this, continued fhe> weeping, is 
the Occafion 01 my Tears, and my Defpair. The Ho- 
nours you bring me Tidings of, have no E£S?cl on a 
Mind like mine, wholly taken up with Love : The 
Heart of Ethelred was all my Pride, aU my Defire> 
and having loft that, the Grave is my only Wiih. 

This beautiful Princefs pronounced thefe Words 
with a Vehemence which eanly made known the Sin- 
cerity of them. But as Edgar YoA never perceived the 
leaft Change in the King*s Behaviour, he believed nbt» 
after having given fuch Proofs of the ihoft pure Af^ 
fedtion, he could be inconftant; efpecially as Ethel!- 
fi<ve was grown more beautiful than ever, and had 
brought two Pledges of their mutual Aff{?£Uon> whick 
h 6 feem^i 
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/eemM to cc^mb^ it jnore ck>fely thoA before ; tnd 
therefore looked on this Snfpicioii as a Weaknefs wkkk 
Women are too frequently guilty of. The more he re- 
fiededy the more he was fortified m this Opinion^ and 
cdnfured her not tx) be fe eafUy ahrmed. He told her, 
that fuch Doubts were equally prejudicial to. the GlcMy 
of Eibilredy as to her own Repofe ; that what he had 
done for her^ in Oppofition to the whole Nation, was^ 
fufficient to convince her he never could be c^ble of 
doing any thing which ihould give her a juil Cauie of 
Complaint ; and that the two Princes fhe had g^ven 
ban, her Beauty, and his own Honour, were Securities 
for his Conftancy. In fine, he laboured all he could 
to perfuade her what he really believed hioifelf ; and 
when he left her, bid her be alTured he wotdd ihcvdy 
return with new Proofs of the King*s u^ichangeabls 
Aftftion. 

But all he had faid was of litde EfFe6b, die Karl's 
Behaviour to h^ for fome Time was more coaviaang 
than any thing which could proceed from any other 
Mouth. Nor did the worft of Fears deceive her ; a 
new Attachment for a Lady of the Court had rendered 
him difguflful of ^hat he had before pnrfued with U> 
tender an Ardencv. He faw Mtj^^mf^hat with Re- 
gret, and repentea him of having entered intoEnga^^ 
jAents with her, which were not to bo broke but oy 
Death. He endeavour'd, however, to conceal his Sen- 
timents from her, being defirous fhe ihould thmk the 
Difgrace he determined for her was not owing to hi» 
Inconftancy, but to Reafons of State. 

But nothing is fo quick-fighted as Love; EtbeU 
gi<vg not only perceived he had no longer anv Remains. 
of Tendemefs for her, but ajfb that he haa a Faffion 
for another : But a Hope of one Day being able td 
recover him, made her keep this Part of her Mbfor- . 
tune a Secret to Prince Ed^r : The Refpeft (he fUll 
preferved fbr this ungrateful Monarch not permitting her 
to difcover what was io great a Blemiih on his Gloiy. 

This Prince, however, not being able to perfuade 
)(Hnfelf that the King had in reality given any Rcafoit* 
* z for 
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foe diefe Jeabofies, vmat manedatdy tfrhis Apaftmeitt, 
bdkvi^ 1m ihould fonw way or odier inake a l)ifc 
ofthcTrnth. 

Hi fovnid hia in his Cahiaet with Cork ; and the 
King no Iboaer &w him eBttsr, than he died out witk 
all £e Maiks of the moft fiinous Rs^e^ £ii|fAr, what 
^ ■ ^ left to ! ' '

yet will i give my Court the Satislaftion of making 
her retire; and it was vnth my Ordtrs ta her^ for that 
Pttrpofe^ that I was about to fend Cari^ and he haS' 
the Iniolence to deny me. Whac, Sh*, interrapeed 
Bdgar, will you fend the Queen from yoor Palace ? Wili 

' you plunge a Poniard into the Breail of a PHncefii who> 
adores* you ? of a Wife, for whMA the Stats is hxiebtedt 
for two Princes who are looked on as the Support of 
the Empife ; and of a Wife, for whom your Subjedls 
have conceived fo perfefCt an £fteem> that they cn&eae 
you, by me, to let the Crown on her Head ?" They 8re» 
read^. Sir, to achnowledgeher their Queen; and her 
Virtue has made iuch Imprsffion on their Hearts, that* 
to hear of fuch a Change as yeu now threaten, would- 
M them with the eSECremeft Grief. 

STHELRBD was aftontfhed at the(e Words fnm 
Edgar, but he was not in a Difp^ion to Men to his 
Rcafcms ; ' Wifdom was no longer the Condw^r c^his- 
Anions; Vice had taken the PlaccTof Virtue, Licon- 
ftancy left him a Relifti only for diffdute Pleasures, and 
if he durft. Prince Edgar had that Moment felt, the 
ElleA of his Rage, for haying ofier^d to oppefe his 
Will. He conftrained himfelf, however, as to this Par« 
ticular, but Jet his whole Fuiy kefe on Grif, who, 
for refufing to be the Bearer of his cruel Oiders, he' 
banifhed froai Court ; and refofing to hear the Prince, 
he called one of his Train, and difpatthed him to' 
Ettei^ve^ with die Soite&ec of her Fate. 

PRINC£ 
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f% iNCB S^Mr, who fort&w the Trouble this Ac^ 
cideiit would occafion, retired with a Soul filled with 
the moft difturbed Emotions ; he could not refolve to 
fee Etbilgi^ef till ihe had been made acquainted with 
her Misfortune by fome other hand ; he lamented the 
Mifery he Joiew me muft fuftain ; and moft of dl, that 
a Prince whom he had educated in the ibidUdft Princi- 
ples of Virtue and Honour, (hoiild be guilty of an 
Action fo much the reveife of both. The wh(^e Court 
was in a general Conilemation, when informed of what 
was doinff ; and Etbelgive^ who two Years before had 
not one Voice in her Favour, had now the uniyerfal 
Love, Eileem, and Pity. Every one condemned the 
King's Change, but he was inienfible to all theRe- 
xnonffaances that feveral of the great Men took the 
liberty to make him ; and in Spite of all that could be 
iaid, the unhappy Eihe/give received the fatal Order 
to abandon for ever the Palace and Prefence of the 
King, and retire to that Houfe he had given her be« 
fore Marriage. 

The Ladies ran in Troops to her Apartment, to 
condole her under fo fad, and fo unexpe£ied an Affiic- 
tion i but there was no time for reafoning, the Perfon 
charged with this cruel Commiifion had no fooner exe- 
cutea it, than ihe fell into a -Swoon, from which it 
wa» near two Hours before all their Endeavours could 
recover her ; and when at the end of that time ihe 
<^ned her £yes,u Death was fo ilron|;ly dec)rphered in 
her Countenance, that every one beheved that Finifher 
of all mortal Things was near at hand ; all the Remains 
of Strength left her in this dreadful Hour were em- 
ployed in befeeching thofe prefent, that thev would 
prevail on the King to permit her to take her fail adieu 
of a Huiband ihe {o tenderly loved, and by whom ihe 
had been fo much beloved. On which feveral of the 
Ladies flew to the Room of State where the King then 
was, and threw themfelves at his Feet, begeing with 
Tears, and. the moft fincere Ardency, that he would 
not rcdfufe this M Coniblation to a d)ing Wife ; with 
Acm the chief Nobility join'd their Prayers^ but the 
. a ^d<; 
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lard-hedrted Sthlred was inexorable to every tbmg* 
and whoUy taken ap with his new Pafliony flung from 
the Petitioners with an Air, which made them fee he 
was not to be moved. 

• Thbir Tears and whole Deportment at their re- 
turn fpoke the ill Succefs of their Embaify, and the 
Queen widiout afking knew there was nothing left her 
to hope. On which, fhe ordered her Children to be 
brought, and feeine Prince Eiigar that Moment enter. 
If the Cruelty the Ring has exercifed on me, faid fhe, 
could Kdmit of Confoktion, I fhould find it in the TefU- 
monies you, and the whole Court now give me of 
good Will. I protefl to you, thati never wifhed more 
than your Friendfhip and Meem, nor was ambitious 
of any higher Title than your Protedbefs and Intercef- 
for. It is not for my Prefumption, Heaven has thought 
£t to punifh me } but for my too tender Love for the 
King, who has been too much it's Rival in my Adora- 
tion. Then after a little Paufe, My Lord, refumed fhe, 
addreffine heffelf to EJgar, to you I recommend my 
Sons, I have Caufe to fear the Infe^on of their Mo- 
ther's Fate for them ; but if you vouchfafe to take them 
under your Proteftion, I hope thofe Principles of Vir- 
tue your Admonitions and Example will infpire in them, 
wUl enable them to furmount the Obflacles that threaten 
to impede their way to Glory. Here fhe took t^ 
Children in her Arms, and embraced them with fuch 
Extafies of Grief and Tendemefs, as touched the Hearts 
of all who were WitnefTcs of it, with the moft piercing 
Sorrow. For fome Minutes this mournful Scene was 
filled up only with Sighs : Grief had locked up every 
Tongue, nor had even Prince Edgar the Power of 
• Speech. At length the Queen recovering her felf a little. 
May ye, faid fhe, to the young Princes, dear Pledges 
of a Love too tender and' too ill-recompenc'd, m^y ye 
one Day be able to infpire the Heart of EtMredvfi^ 
ibme Part of that Affedion he fwore fhould be mvio« 
hble to me and mine.— May diofe Sentiments of Duty 
and Refpe€l, which will accompany me to my Grave 
fi)r him, live in you, and incrd^e with your Tean.— « 
r Ax4 
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And may your Virtii«t dbKgd hkit oife I»y tovegitedMf' 
Fftte of thd luibrttlntce EiJe^w. To /o«r CaTe^ nr^. 
Lor4 omtinaed flie> toming to EJgdr, 1 comiBk the» 
unhappy Princes; forfake them not^ I eohijore yoa. 
With tKefe Word» 0x6 rdie^vtd her Esdeamiends to 
ditnt » antd fiiidiiriig that no Perfoa Md the Pon^r of 
anlWcirilig her bnt with Teaf», Sighs, atkl L66k9^ ivh«^ 
if>^ke noch nkdre than' Language coul4 &• PM the^ 
to^ in her SufFerings^ hftr Generolity woiM not per-i 
mic her to jprolong ^ touching a Spe£)iade ; and havii^. 
ettib^tedthem aC one afiler anot&er, Preferire foi my 
Children, find ihe, t&e Love and Compaffion you teftilj 
for me, 'tis aH I have now to nmlore. Then fupported 
by Prilice E^^Mr and tiie incoatolable SMh, ihe went 
d6wn the Palace-^teir^^ aad ilepped hlto a Charidt 
which walked to caniry her to the Place ordaift'd for hat 
Retirement. 

This Prineefs a{3ipeteed fo beamafiil in hix Orkf^ 
and (bch peculiar Graces ac<Sonipafiy'dher every' Adiony 
that the whx^AiTembly fet up a Cry at herDe^fed^^ 
turey which ecfaoM 6ao' die Pstlaoe, and Es^i^ him*' 
felf was obtiged tb bold has Handkerchief before hi^' 
Face to conceal the Tears, Which forced A^nielves m 
great Abundance isosti his manly Eyes. None but 
EJiih went with her iiito the Chariot; but ati the 
LKdie^aod Women of her Bed-chamber,, with the Of- 
kca% of her HouAidkl, refolVii^.not tofuit her in dus^ 
Difgrate, made what fpeedthey could to give her their 
nfual Attetidance at this little Court ; where fhe was^ 
AO iboner arrived^ dian fhe found herfelf fo much in- 
difpoied^ that fhe wis obliged to be pot immediately 
to Bra* 

EDGAR, who expedted no lefs from her DeTpair,. 
and wais ]H«femly informed of it, went the nexr Day 
tovifither, andtoQch'd tothe Soul at the languHhing- 
Condidcm he behdd her in, I cdme aot, Madam, {2& 
he, to offer any thing to confole you. Ilcnow you too^ 
weU, not tO'knqw fhoh Efforts woold be in* vain, but 
to perfuade yon to fmmnon> to your Aid all that Coo*? 
luge and'hai^ Virtue wkkh-hai^ render'd yoo the Ad^ 
.. • miratioa 
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Auratiqja of tbe World. 'Tisinthis Tad reverie ofFcr" 
tune y^n ought to exert tbem, and ihew how worthy 
yoa are of a Rank^ whence you are fo unjufbly driven. 
Time and Patience may bring about a Change to your 
Advantage : You have acquired the Hearts of the Peo- 
ple, .their Example may recover that of the King, to 
whom your Perfedions are infinitely more known. 
Live, Madam, and by your Fortitude make him bluih 
at his Iniuklity ; and tho* I eafily perceive I have loll 
all Power with him, be affured, I will not fpare remon- 
ffaratting to him every duns that is neceilary for your 
Re-eftablilhment : Tho* deaf at prefent, the Seeds of 
Noblenefs are in his Nature, I flatter myfelf he will 
one Day lifteo to the Voice of Reafon ; I b^ of you 
no more than to live to enjoy the Fruit of my Labours, 
and a Ha^pineft;, which nothing hereafter wiil Ixave the 
Power to difcompQ^e. 

My Lord, reply'd (he, my Reflgnadon to the Im« 
moirtai Will, may fifTure you, I ihall do nothing to. 
iMften my Beaith ; but the Love of 'Etb^kid was ib. 
mndb .a Part of «iy Life, that he cannot deilroy the one 
without the other. I cannot promife you to live, that 
doeiB aot depend on myfelf; bat this I can« that to my 
kft Momenrl will retain the giateful Memory of whaC- 
you have done for me. 

Thb Pain with which (he ottered thefe Words con- 
vincing the Prince that Company was far from being, 
any AUeviation to her Sorrows, he toc^ kave with ft 
Heart truly touched with her Odamities ; but while he 
and the wliole Court were commiferatmg^ her Condi-, 
don, EtMrsd purfaed hih &ew Amour^ and tl^ Ob- 
jeft of.it having neither the Piety ii^ the Virtue of 
EtMghtif permitted him to indulge in all thofe wan-, 
tdn Joys an unlawful Love coola 9Sk ; which News 
being reported to Etbelgi<v€, gave her fome little Hope . 
that the Difierenoe of theilr Charaaers might m time 
recal the Wanderer ; but juA as ihe wa$ beniitdi^ to. 
confole herfelf on the Unwortlunefs of her R^ival, ihe.- 
received a fecottd lAieU]gence» which ei^irely overthrew : 
aHtfaepleafingFrDi|)e&die other had raiAd. ^ 

Ths 
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The Commerce at that time between the Cities of 
London and Roan^ and the Corref^ndence the Englijh 
Lords had with thofe of Noihnandy^ brought to the 
Ears ofEtbelred the Report of the exquifite Beauty of 
the Princefs £m/»/z. Sifter to l^/ri^tfr// the Second, Duke 
of Normandy, This inconfbnt Prince, whofe Heart 
being once falfe, was now like Tinder, which every 
Spark could kindle, was immediately enflamed with 
the DefcrijDtion he heard of her ; but her Picture being 
prefented to him, entirely compleatljr the Conqucft. 
He now more than ever regretted his Marriage with 
' Etielgi've, and her having Children by him, putting 
an invincible Obftacle to an entire cancelling it, he feU 
into fo violent aDefpair, that the Sight of the young 
lances was infupportable him. 

The Miftrefsror whofe Sake he had banifh*d his 
Queen, was now banifh'd herfelf with as much Con- 
tempt and Ignominy, as the other had been with Love 
and Reverence. He abandoned all liis former Pleafuresy 
and delivering himfelf ap to Melancholy,be pafs*d whole 
Days together in his Cabinet^ contemplating the beau-- 
tifulPiaureofi?«r«r#. 

This was no fooner related toEiMgivi, than fhe* 
ibund die Lofs of all her Hopes in the Sirth and Per- 
fections of this Princefs ; and unable to fufbun this 
fecond Shock, fiie fell into violent Fever, from whidi 
the Phyfidans foon perceived it was not in the Power 
of their Art to recover her. She received the Certainty 
of her Death with an unparallell*d Conflancy of Mind ; 
and feeing nothing but Tears, and the moil piercing 
Sorrow in all diofe who were i^ut her^' appeared eafy 
and unmoved herielf, and endeavoured to comfort them, 
by faying they oueht not moorn, but rejoice, t^ 
ihe was going to be delivered from the Miferies ihe had 
fo long endured. 

Some Hours before her Death, fhe wrote a Letter* 
to the King under a Cover, directed to Prince Edgar i 
who ihe b^g*d to take the Care of delivering it. After 
this ihe diitribttted what ihe was poflefs'd of between 
fiditb and the Perfoos who had not forfoofc her in the 

Change 
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Change of her Condition ; and dedicating her M Mo- 
ments to Adls of Devotion, fhe expired, being no more 
than three and twenty Years old, as beautiful as ever, 
and univerfally lamented. 

EDITH had no fooner performed her laft Duties, 
and feen her laid in the Earth, than Ihe retired to a 
Convent, where fhe took the Veil fome time after. As 
for Prince Edgar he acquitted himfelf of the Commif- 
fion entrufted to him by this virtuous Princefs, and with 
Eyes flreaming with uifeigned Tears prefented her Let- 
ter to the Kme, who having ahready heajrd of her 
Death, received it with a CoUnefs and Infenfibility, 
which made the Prince think he had Ihook off all Hu- 
manity : He took the Letter, but without opening it, 
or even cafting his Eyes on it, threw it carelesfly into a 
little enamelled Coffer which happen'd to Ibnd near 
him ; and without" ipeakihg a Word of the Perfon who 
had wrote it, entertained Edgar with different things ; 
who, furprized at the Hardheartednefi of this Behaviour, 
took his leave in a fliort time, and gave him liberty to 
indulge thb feeret Satisfaffion of his Mind. 

This Monarch, who was naturally vehement in all 
kis Paffions, fuffef ed but a few Days to pafi before he 
declared his Intentions of defiring die P!rinceft EmiHa 
of her Brother in Marriage, and to that end fent as 
Ambaffador to the Court of Normandy^ the Earl of 
Kenty one of the moll rich and powerful of the Englijb 
Noblemen, and at that time General of all the Forces of 
the Kingdom. He arrived at Roan with a magnificent 
Equipage, and followed by diree hundred Gentlemen 
of Condition, nor was his Reception unworthy of his 
Appearance ; and having made known the Purport of 
his Embaffy, it w^ immediately acceded to, and he 
returned according to Ae Wiih of his Mailer in a very 
fliort time, bringing with him the beautiful Princefs. 
^ Never was AlSance celebrated widi more Pomp, 
And th€^ Charms of Emma ihakin| the People hope the 
Inclinations of their King wotnd now be fix'a, they 
looking on her with a iincere Joy ; the publick Re- 
|i2iongs continued a whole Month, and this Prince 

feemed 



feemed aow fo infinitely happy in hh lorely Q^«en» 
that it was thought next to an ImpolHbility he fiiould 
ever be capable of changing more. 
' The new Queen Was not ignorant of all diat had 
happened on Ethehive's account, and the Hiilory of 
her Virtues and Sufferings made her, as ihe was herfelf 
t, Miracle of Goodnefe, conceive the utmcx^l Efteem for 
her Memory, and treat her Children with little lefs 
Affe6lion than if they had been her own. 

Th e firft Year of her Marriage fhe prefented Er^land 
with a Prince, whom Etbelred named Alfrtd^ and who 
was regarded as prefumptive Heir to the Crown, be- 
Caufe the King's Marriage with Etbelgime being againft 
the Confent of the Parliament and Couticil, had not 
been celebrated with all thfe Formalities requifite by the 
Laws of the Kingdom, The fecond Year was bom 
another Sda, who. was called Edmjard^ and was ' after- 
wards that famous Edward the Confeffovy King of 
Mniiand^

World ; when, as ^tf wcafy ^Profperity^ h^s ow# 
Inconilancy of Nature l)ena^ to appear, and involteA 
him and his Oduntry ill ISfturbances which weie set 
fHiilydttifted. ;.; 



He took fo fttdden, and fo extraordinary an Aver- 
&>n to the Queen, tha]the was not able to endure her ia • 
1^ Sight, nor had he the Power of concealing ekhei; 
from her or the whole Court, the Caufe why he took, 
.adl Opportunities of being abfent from her. Tho' few 
Woipien had ever a more charming Sweetn^ to h^r In- 
feriors, yet was fhe naturally fierce to her Equal's ;. flie. 
complained to the King of the Change of his Behaviour, 
apd warnM him not to oblige her to proceed to Zxxxc^ 
mities which might be difadvantageous to him t This. 
I^i^naceferved only to heighten his Diflafte ; and infte^ 
of attempting any thing in his Vindication, he flung, 
from her with an Air of Difdaih, which flie was unable 
to fupport, and wrote inmiediately the whole Account 
of every thing to the Duke of Normandy, who entring 
into the Interefts of hii Sifter, fent AmbafTadors to 
Bthelred, demanding the Reafon of this Treatment of 
a Princrfs not unworthy of him. 

This Proceeding more irritated Matters between 
t3^em> and fhe had the (ame Sentence pafs*d upon her 
as had been fo fatal to her Predeceflbr. She was 
banifhed from the Bed and Palace of the King, to both 
which MiftrefTes of all Degreesr and all Complexions 
were admitted ; the Court w^ filled with Debaucheries 
of all 'kinds, and in their Riots the Queen and the 
Buke oi Normandy were ridiculed in the moil con- 
temptuous Manner, Hie whole Kingdom was now in the 
utmoft Conilifion, Factions were formedi Confpirades 
carried on. Religion efF^ed, Commerce negleded, and 
every diing that could fubvert a Monarchy profecuted; 
with the.utmofl Vigour. 

In xUsc Midflr of this ConfufiOQ two Z)«;!r^. Lords 
were accufed of fending. Intelligence, abxo^ to the Pre- 
judice of England. On which, j^thaired made: them 
be feized, a^d their Heads immediately flruck oiF;. 
^o* this Sentence was oppofed by all the wif^. Men of 
the. Council, who forefaw the. ill Copfequence? that 
would attend fuch ;a Proceedings 

This News was npfOoner carried to JOenmflrft, than,' 
^^fff^fwore to revenge their Deathln the moil bloody; 
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Manner, and accordingly raifed a very powerful Arimr, 
with which, through the Neelefl of Etbelrgd, and the 
unhappy Divifions among his Subjefb, he invaded 
England in the Beginning of the Month of May^ loi 3, 
where he foon became Mailer of all the Northern Pro- 
vinces of that Kingdom. 

ETHELKED, who wanted not Courage, now be- 
0Ln to look about him, ^nd gathering together what 
Forces he could raife, went to meet die Enemy ; but 
they being flufh'd with their former Sv^cceiTes, prevented 
his March, and fell upon him fo unexpe^edlv, that his' 
Troops were immeciiately put into Diforaer ; fome 
were killed, others taken Prifoners, but much the 
greater Part betook^ themfelves to flight. Finding it 
mipoffible to rally, he was compelled to return to London^ 
where he found every thing m: the utmoft Confufion. 
In diis Extremity he had recourfe to the Queen, who 
burying all the Memory of her Wrongs in his Misfor- 
tunes,* wrote to her Brother to afford him Refuge in his 
Dukedom; who, in Confideration of her Interefl, did 
accordine to every thing defir'd of him j and Ethelrtd^ 
with all uie Royal Family, embark'd with all fpeed for 
Normandy. 

The Duke, excited by his natural Generoiity, and 
by the Intreaties of his SHler, received Ethelred with 
the fame Civility he would have done, had he been flill 
in Pofleffion of the Crown of England ^ and promised he 
would do his utmoft for his Re-eflablifhment. 

This News arriving vaErana^ a great Number of 
youne Noblemen, animated by the Defire of Glory, re- 
pair'd to Norman^, andentred into the Service of the 
Englifi Kin^. And as the Example of thofe in high 
Lite never ntils to influence thofe beneath, thefe werp . 
followed by fo great a Concourfe of inferior Gentry, 
that with them, and the Succours raifed bim in Nor- 
mand;, the King foon found himfelf m » Condition to 
attempt the Recovery of his Dominions. 

Fortune fo lately averfe^ now fee^i'd to (mile 
again oil the Defigns of Ethelred : As he wasalmoft' 
ready to pot to Sea, he heard of the Death oiSueno ; 
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4nd his Son Cattutus, who was very young, had nothing 
in his Name which could give Terror to his Oppofers. 
All thongs being prepar'c^. the King landed in Sujex 
with an Army of eighty thoufand Men. The Danes 
who v^re pofted to (K)fb-ud his March were'eafUy de« 
feated, and he paiTed on to the main Body of 'the 
Anny ; where, beine bold enough to hazard a Battl^ 
they we^e almoft au flain, or taken Prifoners, with 
theLofsof all their Baggaee. Canutus, the Son of 
Suenp, dcaped ; and with a few Danes that remained,, 
cmbark'd haftily, quitting their Glory, and their Con- 
queft. 

E THE LRED returning with his victorious Arm/ 
to London, was received with the joyful Acclamations 
of all his Subjedls : He fent for his Family fi-om Nor^ 
mandy, and heap'd Honours and Prefents on thofe who 
had fo bravely aiflifled his Enterprize. Every thing was 
now once more in Tranquillity, and this Monarch,, who 
had refolved never to fall into his former Inadverten- 
cies, hoped to pafs the Remainder of his Days in. Calm*- 
ne(s ; when the Repofe of his Mind was all at once de«* 
ftroyed by an Accident he leaft expe£led. 

A 8 he was amufing himfj^lf one Day, inr his Cabi- 
net, with chufing from among a great Number of Dia- 
monds fome to make a Bracelet for the Queen, he hap* 
pened to caft his Eyes on th^ Letter of the unfortunate 
Eihelgive^ which had till this Moment never been 
openeid ; a fudden Emotion, of which he was not 
Mailer, made him break the Sed, a^id the firfl Lines 
en^ginghimto read on, the moil tender Pity took 
Pofleilion of his Heart. He kifs'd the dangerous Vz* 
per, without being fenfible wherefore he did lo ; in fine, 
he examined the Contents of it, and found tbty were 
as follows.
